LL things beingin readineſs,and theVeſ. Vo 

{cls of Gold,and Brafs,and rheVeitments 

*f the Prieſts, and other Ornaments of the 
Tabernacle finiſh'd, they apply themſelves to 
build the Tabernacle on this manner, The 
onrward Court was in breadth fifty, and in 
tength one hundred Cubits. Twenty Co- 
lams five Cubits high were plac'd on the lon- 
' ger ſides, and ten on the ſhorter, On the 
backfide of -theſe Pillars were faſtned Rings of 
Silver. Their Corniſhes alſo were of the ſame 
Mertal, and the Baſes gilded Brafs ; the lower 
parts like the point of a Sphere faſten'd them 
in the Earth. Thro' the Rings paſs'd five 
Cords, which on the one fide faſten'd in the 
ground with brazen Nailes, defended the 
Tabernacle from Winds, and certain Curtains 
of fine Linnen hanging from the Chapters to 
the Baſes, compals'd it like a Wall; and thus 
were the three ſides of the incloſure ſurroun- 
ded ; the fourth fide of fifty Cubirs, was the 
Front of the whole Frame.

T Hen the Tabernacle was finiſh'd they 
erected an A4rk of Wood, and dedi- 
cated it to God. .

To every fide in lengrh were fa- 
ften'd two Rings of Gold, rivetted through * 
the whole Wood; and through them were 
thruſt Bars of Gold, for the Prieſts to carry it 
on their Shoulders. On the Cover was the 
Figure of two Cherubims with Wings, refem- 
bling thoſe that Zoſes ſaw near the Throne of 
God, and were unknown to all Mankind be- 
tore him.

He was a juſt Man, and 
a good King, Valiant bey 2nd compariſon, 
forwardeft in danger, char could command 
like a General, and fight like a private Sol- 
dier ; merciful in his Puniſhmenrs, modcrate 
in his Counſcels, Wiſe in his Elections, and 
courteous to all Men; and never rrod awry, 
bur in the cafe of Uriah. He was buried in 
TFeruſalem by his Son Selomon, with all the 
Magnificence,State and Grandeur, that is uſu- 
ally ſhewn in the Sol-maizations of Royal 
Obſequics. With him was buricd much 
Treaſure, as was afterward amparert, for One 
thouſand three hundred years after, the High 
Pretit Hircanus, botieg'd by Antiochns, ard 
willing ro oblige him with a Sumine of Mo- 
ney £0 raiſe the Si-ge, and not able to raiſc ir 
otherwiſe, open'd the Sepulclire of David, 
and took from thence three thoutand Talents, 
gave them to Antizchrus, and fav'd the City.

In 
a word, Solomon left not one place within or 
without the Temple that was not Adorn'd 
with Gold. He ſent alſo to King Hiram for 
2 Skillful Artiſt call'd Uram, whole excellen- 
cy was in working in Gold, Silver, and Brafs, 
whom he employ'd in making that which 
cover'd the Temple, and rwo Brafs Pillars cu- 
riouily Adorn'd with Lillies, which were 
plac'd in the entrance of the Porch, one of 
which was call'd Fachin, and the other Box.

HILST Daorizs liv'd a private Life he 
made a Vow if ever he wore the 
Crown of Perſia, to ſend back all the Vellels 
of the Temple of Feruſalem, that were yet 
remaining at Babilon. The Firſt Year of his 
Reign he ſpent in Careſſing and Feaſting his 
Friends and Subjects, and in appointing his 
Principal Officers and Governours, and a- 
monglt others gave Preferment to his old Ac- 
quaintance Zerobabel * and always kept him * As Ee. 
ncar his Perſon. One Night the King unablero »y # 4. 
ep, under promiſe of a great Rewardrothoſe "2: 
that could anſwer his Queſtions, thus pro- 
pounds them to Three of hisGuards: Whether 
Wine is the ſtrongeſt ; whether the King was 
ſtrongeſt ; whether Women, or Truth, were 
the ſtrongeſt of the Three.

and having obtain'd great Honour among the 
People, he finiſh'd his days in a bappy old 
Age, and was honorably buricd in Teruſalem. 
Nebemiab Cup-bearer ro Xerxes, and one of 
the captive Fews, hearing that Jeri{alem was 
anwall'd, and the People liable ro rhe vio- 
tence of their Enemies for want of Fottifica- 
tions, he pray'd the King to grant him liber- 
ry to depart and build che Walls; which be- 
ing granted, he returns to Feruſalem, in- 
courages the People to allit, and ufed fo 
much diligence, that in two Years and three 
Months he compleated the whole Deſign. 
And to prevent the Ambuſhes of the Armo- 
nites, Moabites and Samaritans, who kill'd 
many of their Workmen by ſurpriſe, ke ſuf- 
fer'd none to work, who had not Wea- 
pons lying by them, and the very Labo- 
rers wore Swords, and had their Targers in 
readineſs ; he alfo planted Trumperers five 
hundred foor diſtant from one another, who 
upon {:ght of any Enemy gave alarm to the 
all Workmen 10 ſtand to their Arms, and be 
r:ady for an Encounter. The Walls being 
hnifh'd, he made proviſion for the Prieſts and 
Levizes within the City ; and by this, and. 
other commendable Methods, the City of 
Jeruſalem was well Peopled, and Nehemiab 
dy'd in a good old Age. He was a Man fo 
g20d, fo juſt, and beneficial ro his Country, 


that his memory among the Fews will remain 
for ever.

Prolomews Philodelphus Succeeded in the King- 
| dom of Egypr, and held it thirty nine Years. 
j Hecaus'd the Jewiſh Laws and Cuſtoms ro 
| be Tranſlated into the Greek Tongue, and de- 
| Iverd the Jews our of that Thraldom in 
which they were detain'd by the Fg yorians, 
to the number of ſx{core rhoufand, upon 
this occaſion. Demetrius Phalerius Keeper of 
the King's Library, had made a very curious 
Colle&tion of Books, in number abour two 
hundred thouſand Volumes, and was in 
| hopes to increaſe *em to the number of five 
| hundred thouſand, if he could obtain thoſe 
that were in the poſleiſion of the Jews, and 
the King wrote ro the High-Pricft-ro chat 
| purpole. Now Arifteus a Learned Man, 
thinking

About the Table 
he contriv'd moving Waves, and on the bends 
embelliſh'd it with precious Stones,of an Oval 
form,and under rheOval wasaCrown garniſh'd 
with Fruits,and on the cluſters of Grapes Ears | 
of Corn ſtood vpright,incircled with Pomgra- | 
nates, 2nd the luſtr» of the precious Stones 
repreſented the Fruits in their Native Colours. 
The Cornifhcs of the Fect were contriv'd in 
form of a lilly, whoſe ſtalks were ere and 
the leaves ſpread themſelves under the Table. 
The Baſs was an hand broad, adorn'd with 
Carbuncles.

Emetrius Son of Seleucus eſcaping from 
Rome, takes poſſetiion of Tripolis in Sy- 
7:a , ſers the Crown upon his own Head, 
was joyfully 1ecciv'd by all the people, and 
Antiochus and Lyſias were deliver'd up to him, 
whom he Commanded to be put ro Death, 
when Antiechus had Reigned rwo Years. To 
this King Alcim the High-Pricſt, and the A- 
| re Fews made great Complaints againft 
Fudas, and the King ſent Bacehbides and A1- 
cim with an Army to kill Fadas and his Con- 
federates. Bacchidss ſends an Herald ro Ju- 
dis and his Brerhren, with propofals of Peace , 
but with intent to lprprine him by Trea- 
chery ; and Fudzs ſuſpeAting his Defign, 
| was preparing to defend themſelves; bur 
ſome of rhe people giving credir ro Bacchi- 
des's peaceable Proclamation, ſubmitred them- 
| ſelves to his Government, Bacchides and A!- 
can having both Sworn not to indamage the 
Jews ; but Baccvides {0on forgat that Obl}- 
gation, flew many of them, and giving part 
of his Army to Alcim for the Guard of his 
Perſon, lefr him ro Command in Judea, and 
return'd himſclf ro King Demetrius. Alcim 
| Inlinuates himſelf into rhe good Opinion of 
the Multitude, and by plauſible pretences, 
| having increas'd the number of his Soldiers, 
kill'd all he could meer with of Jrdas's Par- 
ty. fudas requitcs him in the ſame kind, 
| and Aim finding himſelf unable ro main- 
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EASANtan his Party againſt Fu. 5's, he Riga De. 
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againit him. 


CH A P. XVIL 
Demetrius ſends an Army againſt Judas. 


Emetrics {ends out an Army againſt Ju. 
das, under Command of Nicazor, his 
particular Fxiend, and Companion in his 
flight from Reme, with inſtructions to ſpare 
none of the Fewiſh Nation. Nicanor bei 
come before Feruſalem in hopes to ſurprize 
Fudas by Subrilty, ſends him this peaceable 
Meſlage, That be had no reaſon to engage bim- 
ſelf in the danger of a tedious War, fimce he was 
ready to aſſure bim by Oath, that no injury was 
defign'd againſt him, and that the only intent of 
bs coming with hu Friends, was to expreſs the 
good Aﬀetticn that Demetrius bore him, and 
ſhew bis kindneſs to the Jewiſh Nation. Tu- 
das and his Brethren giving credit to theſe 
Delufions, enterrain'd him and his Army; 
bur while they were Diſcourſing, Nicaner 
giving a private Sign, that his Soldiers ſhould 
eize him, he perceiving the Treacherous De- 
fgn, broke from rhem, and fled to his Soldi- 
ers; and byth Armies coming to a Bartel, 
Fudas was worlted, and flcd into a Fortrels 
in Feruſalem. Nicancr Ift Feruſalem , and 
went tO Bethoron, where he had ſupplics of 
Men from Syria. Fudis incamp'd near Ada, 
about tliirty Furtongs from Bethoren, and had 
ar moſt, not above a hundred Men ; how- 
ever, he perſwaded his Soldiers to be of gocs 
Courage, £39 n0t conſider againſt how many, ae 
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hey Four 't, and what Reward they ſhould NAN 
wa chef /":lour. Immediately the Fight ry the 
began, and the conteſt was managed with p77, 3604 
rear fury ; bur Nicancy being flain , his 16, 
Goldiers throw away their Arms and fled Tu 
and Judas by found of Trumper, giving no- 
rice of his V:&tory, the Country roſe, and 
not one of nine thouſand Men eſcaped their 
hands ; and the Jews for a while continu'd 
in Peace. About this time Alcim the High- 
Pricſt intending to beat down an old Wall 
of the SanEtuary, which had been built by 
the Holy Prophers,God ſtruck him Speechleſs, 
he fell upon the Ground, and after a few 
| davs, died 12 great torment. The people 
confer'd the Prieſthood upon Jaudes, and he 
hearing the great Power of the Romans, that 
they had Coriquer'd G:z!, Spain, Carthage, 
Greece, the Kings Perſezs, Philip, and the grear 
King Anticchns, he refolv'd ro procure their 
Friendſhip, and by ſending his rwo Friends 
| Eupolimus and Jaſon to the - Roman Senate , 
they 2ccepred their Alliance, and a League 
Offenſive and Defenſive was agreed tro, and 
Sign'd between the Jews and Romans.

HEN Demetreus heard of Nicancer's

N the hundred fixty fifth Year of the Reign 
of the Greeks, Demetrins Son of Demetrixs, 
came our of Candia into Cilicia ; which A- 
lexander heating , poſts from Phenicia into 
Amioch, to ſecure thoſe parts before Deme- 
:r:zs Could reach thither. In Cals Syria he 
ltr Apolloninas Danns his Chief Governour, 
who coming into Famzia, ſent a Meflage to 
Jonathan , and upbraided him for living ar 
caſe, and ror ſubmirtipg to the King's Au-

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AA thority ; wiſhes him not to ſculk in the

Mountains, but to meet him in the Pla; 
and diſpute their Valours with their Swords 
Jonathan provok'd at the inſulting Challens« 
of this Bravado, Deraches ten thouſand of his 
Choiteſt Men, and incamping before Foppa, 
they - open'd the Gates and gave him en. 
trance. Apollenins comes before Joppa, and 
by a ſeeming flight and truſting to fk Hork 
draws Jonathan into Ambuſh ; bur he orders 
his Men fo well io detend themfelves with 
their Bucklers, that the Horfemen's Arrows 
did them little damage, and Simon perceiving 
bis Advantage, fer upon Apollenizs's Infantry 
and put them all ro the flight, which the 
Horſe diſcerning fled alſo in great diforder, 
Jonathan purſu'd 'em as far as Azot, rook the 
Ciry by aſlaulr, and buror it, and many taking 
ſhelrer in tke Temple of Dagon, he deſtroy'd 
it by fire, and all thoſe that were therein. 
The number of the Enemies ſlain were about 
eight thouſand Men. From thence he Marck'd 
ro Askelen, and the Inhabitants coming out 
ro meet and preſenting him, he (loaden with 
Spoils) return'd to Jeruſalem. King Alexar 
der pretending this Action was againſt his 
Order, fent an Ambaſſador ro Jonathan, 10 
dclire a Continuation of his Fricndſhip, made 
him rich Preſents, and gave Accaron and the 
Adjcent Country to him and his Heirs for 
ever. About the fame time King Prelomy 
Poilymeter rais'd an Army to ſuccour King 
Alexcner is Sor-in-law, and in his March 
was Macniftcunly cnteriain'd by Alexanders 
Order, J:z 1am mt (him, and notwithſtar- 
ding ihe Cumplaints tiizt were made agar 
17, 
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which being diſcover'd, and Alex-nd:r retu- 
ing 19 punifh him, he withdrew Iis Daugh- 
ter, cncr<d into an Alliance with Demetrius, 
znd gave him Cleoparrz in Marriage. The 
Antiochians hating and Baniſhing Alexander 
our of the City, tor the ſake of the Ammo- 
was who had opprels'd them, Prolomey pre- 
rail'd upon them to take Demetrius tor their 
King, and Alexander coming againſt him and 
Prolomey, Was overcome, and a few days af- 
ter the Fight, Alexander's Head was ſent by 
Zabel an Arabian Prince to Prolomey, which 
much rejoyc'd him, 1hough *rwas bur of ſhort 
continuance, for he died a little after. 
Demetrius Nicanor having obrain'd the 
Kingdom, foon diſcover'd his ill nature ro 
Proicmey's Soldiers, who were forc'd to fly ro 
Aexandria, and leave their Elephants in his 
| poſſetſion. Now Jonathan lays Siege ro the 
Caſtle of Jerzſalem, in which was a Garri- 
ſon of Macedimians and Apoitare Jews, and 
they complaining tro Demetrius, he came 
with an Army againſt Jorathar, but confer- 
nng with Demetrins, on his March at Prelo- 
mais the matter was cempos'd, he was cita 
dliſh's in the High-Prieſt's Office, and the 
Jews exempted from the grearcſt part of the 
Taxes that were impos'd upon them, and 
Demetrius now in Peace Disbands his Army

Ariſtobulus and Antigonus, as 'tis reported up- 
on this occaſhon. God appearing to Hirca- 
ms in his Sleep, he deftr'd to know who 
ſhould ſucceed him, and he ſhew'd him the 
appearance of Alexander, at which, Hircanus 
was fo angry, that as ſoon as he was Born, 
he pur him out of his fight, and ſent him in- 
to Galile to be Nurs'd and Educated, who at- 
ter his Brother's Dearth, injoy'd the Crown, 
flew one of his Brothers that pretended to it, 
nd the other that minded nothing but his 
Peaſures he greatly lov'd and honour'd. As 
ſoon as he had {<rrlcd his Aﬀairs at home, he 
leads an Army againſt Prolomas, and the In- 
habitants having no Friend but Zoilus, who 
watch'd an opportunity to Uſurp the Throne 
whillt Antiochus Philometer, and Anticchus Cy-

SAR having made himſclf Lgrd of 
"1 Rome, and Pompey, and the Roman Se- 
zate being fled over the Tonian Sea, gavg Ari- 
fobulus his Enlargement, with intention ro 
make him Governour of Syria; bur the 
Scene Changing, Ariftcbulus was poifon'd by 
Pompey's Faction, and his Body kept imbalm'd 
with Honey, till Antonius fent it to be En- 
tomb'd among the Kings in Fewry.

FTER Pompey's Death , Antipar,y, by 

command from Hircanus, was very 
ſerviceable ro Ceſar, aſhifted him with three 
thouſand Soldiers, and fo well imploy'd his 
Intcreſt in Syria and Arabia, that they al 
join'd with Ceſar, and never relinquiſh 
their Eſteem and AﬀeRions from him, Anti. 
pater in this War behav'd himfclf with grea

Ariſtobulus complain'd to Ceſar, that his Fa- 
ther and Brother loft their Lives in his S-r- 
vice, and that Hircanus and Antip.ter [yr- 
ranniz'd over the Fewiſh Nation ; but .4nti- 
pater refuring all his Allegations, Ceſar ra- 
ther augmented than deminiſh'd his favour 
corhem.

Hircanus rebuilds the Walls of Jeruſalem. 


* HE Walls of Feruſalem being demoliſh'd 
by Pompey, Czlar gives leave 10 the 
High-Pricſt Hircanus to repair them, and 
commanded the Roman Confuls for the time 
being, thar his Decree in favour of the Fews 
on this occaſion, ſhould be Regiſtred in the 
Capitol, and remain to poſterity, with all the 
marks of Favour and Reſpe&t ro the Fewijh 
Nation.

No ſooner was Mariamne Dead, but the Rf 
King's Paſſion for her hourly increas'd, and mt 
the remembrance of her was his continual Af- E + 
fliction, he had no content by day, nor could wi 
he reſt at Night for thinking of her. He 
often with Tears invok'd her Name, and be- 
mean'd her loſs fo ſforrowfully, that all the 
Divertiſements that could be invented made 
no abatement of his Grief. He would often 
ſtart and Tremble, and Command his Ser- 
vants to call his Wife ro him, as if ſhe had 
been living : And while H*rod was under this 
AﬀMiction, the City was viſited with the Peſti- 
lence, which by all was look'd upon as a Pu- 
nillment for Mariamne's Murder. The King 
in this perplexity hid himſelf in a folitary 
Wilderneſs, and fell into a gricyous Sickneſs 
that would admit no Remedy. While thus 
he was tormented in Samaria, Which is now 
called Sabaſte, Alexandra indeavouring to 
make her {cif Miſtreſs of the Fortrefles in 
Feruſalem, which were the Strength of the 
Kingdom, it came to Herod's knowledge,

CW 
He melced down all his Gold and Silver Plate, 
not ſparing the very Difhes and Utenſils for 
his own Table , converted them into Mo- 
ney, and ſent it 1nto Egypt tO buy Corn, for 
the uſe of the Sick and Needy ; beſides 
he made Provifion for thoſe that could nor 
dreſs their Food themſelves, Charitably clorh'd 
all that were Naked , ſ{uccour'd all accor- 
ding to their Age, Degree, and Quality, and 
by this means won the Love of his Subjects, 
and Strangers, and for a whilx utterly deftac'd 
the Memory of his former unkindnetfes. His 
Country recovering its former Health and 
Plenry, he ſent Ceſar five hundred of his own 
Guards, which were very uſeful ro him in 
his Wars with the 4r.:bians. He builr a Roy- 
al Palace in the higher part of the City, and 
falling in Love with the Daughter of Simon 
a Citizen, and Son of Berhas the Alexandri- 
an, Who was the Beautifulleſt Virgin of thar 
Age, he firſt dignificd her Father with the Of- 
bce of High-vricſt, and then cfpouſed her.

Our Predeceſſors after their return 
from the Babyloniſh Captivity, built a Temple 
in Honowr of our Great and Mighty God, which 
wanted ſixty Cubits in height f the Temple built 
by Solomon, which muſt not be aſcrib'd to their 
negligence, fir the Meaſure was appointed by 
Cyrus aud Darius, to whom they had been 
Slaves, as ſince they have been to the Macedo- 
nians ; and therefore they had not the opportu- 
nity to Erett it after the Ancient Model ; but 
fince by God's Permiſſion, I bave obtain'd the 
Kingdom, and we have injoy'd fo long and hap- 
py 4 Peace, that meither Money nor Revenues 
are wanting, and that beſides thoſe Bleſſings we 
bave the favour of the Romans, who in a man- 
ner are Lords of all the World; I will therefore 
ſupply what was defettive in our Noble Ance- 
ſftors, and raiſe a Temple for the Scrvice of God, 
in Commemoration of the Mercies I bave receiv d 
from him, by whoſe bounty and goodneſs I obtain'd 
my King dom.

In Ten Years Herod finiſh 
the Temple, with which the People wer 
well pleas'd, gave thanks to God, wiſt'd the 
King a long and happy Reign, and celebrate 
a Feaſt in honour of rhe Reſtoration of the 
Temple ; and borh King and People ofer' 
innumerable Sacrifices. Ir is alſo reponed by 
our Anceſtors, that all the time the Tempe } 
was in building ir never rain'd by day, but 
only in the night, rhat the work might na 
be interrupred ; which will not be thought 
incredible, by thoſe rhat ftudiouſly conten-

EROD laviſhing away great Summs of 
Money, and hearing that Hircanws who 
reigned before him took three thouſand Ta- 
nrs of Siiver our of David's Sepulchre, and 
yer left great Treaſure there ; he accompa- 
nied with his choifcſt Friends went privare- 
ly by Night, to ſcize on the Remainder ; but 
finding none, he rook away great ſtore of 
Gold and Silver Plate, and bcing intic'd to 
make a ftrifter ſearch, he ſent rwo of his

Herod requir'd thefe Thieves and 
Robbers ro be dcliver'd to him, and deman- 
ded a Debt of threefcore Talents that King 
Obadias owed him; bur Syleus who had taken 
the management of all Afﬀairs upon himſclf, 
excus'd the one and defer'd the other, and 
che matter being refer'd ro Satzrninus, and 
Volumnius, Preſidents of Syria, they deter- 
mine the Money ſhould be paid in three days, 
and the Vagabonds of each Country ſhould 
be deliver'd up; bur nothing was perform'd 
by the Arabians. 
Syleus neglefting to perform the Preſident's 
Order, (and ſlipping away privately to Rome) 
they grant Hered leave to recover his Right 
by force of Arms, and puniſh that obſtinare 
people. Herod looſes no time, but Marching 
as far in three days as commonly Armics do 
in ſeven, he pitch'd before the Caſtle where 
the Thieves had fhelter'd, call'd Repra, took 
it in the firſt Artack and quite deliroy'd ir, 
but injur'd none of the Inhabitants, and Na- 
cebus an Arabian Captain coming to ſuccour 
the Thieves, fell upon Herod's Army, bur

H EROD +having chang'd his Mind 
makes a new Will, and dc<clares his Son 
Archelaus his Succeflor, makes Amntipas Te- 
trarch of Galile, and gave the Provinces df 
Gaulonites, Trachonites, Batanes and Pinede, 
ro his Son Philip, and order'd that Archelawss 
Brother by his Mother's-fide, ſhould be Te- 
trarch of thoſe places. To his Siſter Salome 


he gave Tamnia, Azors, Phaſes, 
thouſand picces of Coined Silver, 


his other Children ard Kindred Rich 10

and fome others, he gave five Millions of WW 
Drachmes; and five days after Antipater's 
Execution he died, having Reigned after An- 
:igonus's Death thirty four Yeais, and thirty 
fren after he was made King by the Romans. 
A Prince equally Cruel ro all Mankind; a 
Slave to his Anger,and whoſe Will was his ſu- 
pream Law. He was one of Fortunes Dar- 
lings, who was fo propitious to him, as from 
2 private perſon to make him a Potent Mo- 
narch, in all his dangers gave him a delive- 
rance, continued his Life to a very Old Age; 
and as he thought was happy in his Chil- 
dren, and the Conqueſt of his Enemies ; bur 
in my Judgment of all Men he was moſt un- 
happy. Before the King's Death was made 
publick, Salume and Alexas did a Noble AR, 
and gave liberty to all that had been confin'd, 
and leave to return to their own Habitations.

He was a Man of a Peaccable 
Temper, liv'd in his own Dominions, and 
adminiſter'd Juſtice without dclay, and with 
great equality. He dicd in Fuliade, Was bu- 
ried in a Sepulchre of his own Ere&ting, and 
his Obfeques were Celebrated with great So- 
lemnity ; and dying withour-HHeirs, Tiberius 
Annext his Provinces to the Government of 
Sjria, ordering the Tributes rais'd in that

God, for Herod perceiving he had many Fol- 
lowers, and fearing Commorions in his Te- 
rrarchy, he caus'd F-bn to be bound, ſent t0 
the Caitle of Macherox, and there put him 0 
Death. Yitellirs having, fent his Armythrough 
the great Plain came to Ferulalem, dep9s 
Fonathan from the High-Pricſthood, ard gi.

and therefore retired into Fudea, and liv'd ar 
Herod's Allowance in Tiberius, who upbrad- 
ing him with his kindneſs : Agrippa with- 
drew himſelf to Flacens, Preſident of Syria, 
who gave him Entertainment; and bein 
work'd out of Favour there, by his Brother 
Ariſtobulus, he borrowed Money and went to 
Anthedon,and there borrowing Moncy lfo, was- 
ltop'd for a Debt due ro Ceſar's Treafure ; 
bur at Night he caus'd the Cable to be cur, 
and fail'd ro Alexandria, and from thence he 
paid io Puteo/, where Ceſar receiv'd him 
Lindly, til he underſtood he was ipdebred ro

the other ; therefore Caius was not content to 
raviſth Men's Wealths and their Wives ; but 
aim'd at the extirmination of all Families, that 
had ſo much wertue left, as to ſigh for the loſs of 
their Laws and Liberties : erefore ſince 
you are now deliver'd from thoſe dangers, you

Meſſage was very Arrogant and peremp- 
cory, however he gives it a modeſt reception 
for the preſent ; bur ſeeing the Army, and 
King Agripps both perſwade him to accept 
the Imperial Crown, and promis'd to ſtand 
by him withtheir Lives and Fortunes, he took 
the Government of the Empire upon him. 
And Agripps being ſent for to adviſe with the 
Senate, he ſeem'd ro be in their intereſt, when 
in truth he was againſt them, and being fent 
with ſome Senators to Treat with Clud.ss, he 
gives him private intimation what fears, and 
deſpair reign'd among the Senators, and 
therefore Claudius made them this Anſwer. 
Thats be was not ſurpriz,'d to hear the Senators 
were unwilling to obey a Sovereign, ſince the for 
mer Emperors had converted their Authority in- 
to a power of Deſtruttion ; but they could hawe no 
ſuch Fears of him, who on all occaſicns as them- 
ſelves could witneſs, had diſcharg*d the ſeveral 
Truſts repos d in him with Fidelity and Fuſtice, 
and now though he had the Name of Emperor, 
would at} by their conſents and Approbations. 
And having thus difmiſs'd the Senators,he im- 
mediately Aſſembled his Army, gives them an 
Oarh of Fidelity, and to every private Senti- 
net in his Guards, he gave five chouſand. 
Drachmes, and to the Officers proportiona- 
bly to their Qualities, promiſing ro be as kind 
to the reſt of the Army. Now ſome of the

T:berins Claudius Germanicus 
Father of the People, commandeth that the 
Jews Inhabiting in Ak-xandria, ſhall enjoy the 
ſame Priviledges with other Citizens, and live 
after their own Laws and Cuſtoms, without being 
conſtrain d to do any thing contrary to their own 
Religion.

ſoners. Afterward they renew'd their Com- 
plaint to Numidius Quadratus, Governour of 
Syria, who after many delays, ſends both the 
Galileans and Samaritans to Rome, that the 
matter might be heard and determined by 
Ceſar. Agrippa was much concern'd on be- 
half of his Country-men, and made an inte- 
rcit in Agrippina, Claudirs's Wife, to procure 
a fair hearing, which Claudius willingly con- 
deſcending to, and finding the Samaritans 
were the Aggrellors, he cauſed them to be

| ES AR having notice of Feftus's death, 
A ſends A4lbinus to govern in Judea, and 
about the ſame time Agripps diſpolles'd Jeſe- 
phus 5 and advanc'd Amnanus , the Son of 
Ananus, (who himſelf, and Five Sons had been 
High-Pricfts) to that Digniry.

N: och us Dionyſus, the laſt of the Progenv of Se. 
leucus. ftirr'd up new Wars againſt Alexangey . 
bur tho' Alex:nder did his urmoſt ro hinder his Paſ. 
ſage yer he refolv'd hrit to fet upon Arete; but 
Areras taking the moſt advantageous Poſts in his 
Country, furpriz'd :iochus, and, after a bloody 
Er.gagement, flew him. put his Army to flight 
and thoſe thar eſcap'd, afterwards died of Hunger. 
T!.e People of - Damaſcus, hating Prclomy, ſent for 
Aretes, and raade him King of Celofyria ; and he 
warring a while againſt Aiexander, march'd off by 
Compoſition. Alexander having taken Pella, he 
made another Artempt -upon Geraſa, and took it 
with all Theodorus's Riches ; and after he had ſpent 
three Years ſucceſsiully in War, return'd into Ju- 
dea. Here he fcll tick of a Quartan Apue, and 
diced in the 37th Year of his Reign, leaving the 
Kingdom to his Wife Alexandra, who was admi- 
red for her Picty. She had two Sons; rhe Eldeft 
was call'd Hircanus, whom ſhe made High-Prieft ; 
and Ariftcbulus, the Youngeſt, being of a hot and 
fiery Temper, ſhe refign'd to a private Condition,

through her over-great Reſpect to the Phariſees, 
who man:g'd »] Aﬀairs in hcr Reign, many grear 
Abuſcs were commirted. Not long before Alexan- 
dra diced, Atiſioinius feiz'd on the ſtrongelt Ca- 
les. Forts and Garifons, and proclain'd himſelf 
King. to which at length Hircenus conſented, 
and liv'd ar Arijt-buiu;'s Houſe, and Ariſtobulus 
took poſſetlion of the King's Palace. 
* During Hircaus's Retirement, Antipater perſua- 
ded him ro fiy ro Aretas King of Aravia, and ger 
his Ati.ſtance to recover the Kingdom from Ariſto- 
butus ; ro which ire: conferned, and furniſh'd 
him with an Armyzt 50-00 Horſe and Foot, 
with which he overgarzw Ariſtobulus, and _

A- 
7iſtobulus allo : ddrefs'd Pompey, that he might keep 
what he was poſſ /.:! of - But behaving himſelf roo 
dly. he gave Offence to Pompey; who hear- 
ig that Ariſtobulus was ow to fortihe Feruſalem, 
he immediately follow'd him, and encamp'd be- 
fore the City ; which Ariſtobulus perceiving, went 
gut to parley with him, and promis'd him Mo- 
ney, and to deliver the City into his hands, to ap- 
his Diſpleafure ; Bur his Faftion within the 
alls refuſing ro comply with theſe Conditions, 
Pompey commits Ariſtobulus to Prifon, and prepares 
to atrack the City ; the whole Hiſtory whereof is 
recited in the Antiquities of the Jews, {. 14. c.18. 
29.336, 337, 338, 339. and therefore omitted 
5k : and fo ate ſeveral orher TranſaCtions in this 
Riſtory, as you will hnd by the many References 
in theſe Two firſt Books of the Wars.

work himſelf into Ceſar's Favour : He perſuaded 
the Arabians to athſt Mithridazes : he brought the 
| Nobility of Syria and Prolomy to join with the Ro- 
mans , fe aji:{ted rhem himfelt with 2000 Sol- 
diers, behay'd himſelf valiantly at the Siege and 
and Taking of Peluſium, and another time reſcu'd 
Mithridates from the Danger he was in in paii:ng 
through Delta ; for Antipater marching by the Ri- 
ver-{ide, he aſfaulred the Left Wing of the Egy- 
ptians, and ruſhing upon that Party that prefs'd 
Mithridates, he flew my them, and put the 
reſt ro flight, with the Lofs only of 80 Men : 
whereas, Mithridates loſt 800, and had been all . 
cur in pieces if Aztipater had not reliey'd them ; 
All which Services Mithridates truly repreſented to 
Ceſar; for which, and other brave AQts he per- 
form'd, and the many Wounds he had receiy'd, 
when Egype was quieted, and Ceſar return'd into 
Syria, he made Antipater a Citizen of Rome, with 
all rhe Honours and Privileges thereunto belong- 
ing, with other particular Marks of his Favour ; 
which procur'd him the Envy of others : For his 
fake alſo, Ceſar conhirm'd Hercanus in the Office 
of rhe High-Prieft. 


CHAP. VIL 
How Antipater was accus'd before Czar. 


| AN ;gonus, Son of Ariſtebulus, exhibiting an Ac-

| 2, as the Authors of his Father's Death, and his 
own and his Brother's Sufferings ; and that Anripa-

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blot out the Memory of his former Friendſhip to 
, Pompey, unintentionally did Antiparer a very prear 

Favour ; for Antipater drawing alide his Garn,c 
he ſhew'd many Wounds ; faying, Theſe, withou; 
Words, ave ſufficient Teſtimonzes of my Jeal and Fide.. 
lity in Czfar's Service : And T wonder at the Impu. 
dence of Antigonus, who beir'g a Son of a profeſs'd FE. 
nemy to the Romans, and himſelf a Fugitive from 
Rome, and as inclinable to rebel as his Father, durg 
accuſe me before the Romen Emperor, who have been 
always faithful to them, \\ hich Ceſar attentive] 
pn gta, confirm'd Hircanus in the Prieſth 


and made Antipater Governor of all Judea, with 


Leave to repair the ruin'd Walls of his Country. 

When Antipater had atrended C.eſar out of Syria, 
he began to repair the Walls that Pompey had de- 
moliſh'd ; and told the Jews, If chey 1iv'd in Obe- | 
dience to Hircanus, they might promiſe them{clves 
Peace and Preſperity : But if they ſuffer'd themſcives 
to be abus'd by the vain Hopes and idl: Promiſes of the 
FaRiow, and attempted to make any Commotions and | 
Alterations in the State, they ſhould find him, inſtead 
of a peaceable Governor, a rigoreus Maſter ; and Hir- 
canus, inftcad of 4 King, a Tyrant ; and Czſ2r and 
ebc Romans, inſtead of Friends, would be their Mor- 
tal Enemies ; for they were always zealous in ſup. 

ting the Autrority which themſ-lves had confeir d. f 
Now e nfade his Son Phaſelus General of the Ar- 
my, and Governor of J-ruſalem; and his other 
Son Herod ( tho very young) he made Governor of 
Galilee ; who being naturally ſtout and ambitious, 
omitred no Opportunity to diſcover the Bravery 
of his Mind. Phaſcelus alfo ſtriving to exceed his 
Brother's Galantry, gave fuch Content to the Ct- 
tizens of Jeruſzlem. in his Complacency, and Re- 
onlar Adminiſtration of publick ARairs, that he 
won their Hearrs; and they honour'd his Father 
Antipatzr no lefs than if he had been their Sove- 
reign : Bur that abared nor his Fidelity ro Herca- 
ms, But, as tis impoſſible for any Mn to live unen- 
Yd, that kas zreat Authority and Favour ;, ſo, many 

were 
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were diſturb'd becauſe Antipater and his Sons 

vern'd unblameably ; and therefore ſuggeſted to 
Hircanus, That be had only the empty Name, but they 
had the Authority of Kings, and atted not as Mini- 


fſters, but Sovercigns ; as was apparent in Herod's Con- 


duft, who had put to death many Jews, without any 
Authority from the King, or being convifted by the 
Laws of their Country, "Theſe Infinuations rais'd 
Difpleaſure in Hircanus, and he commanded Herod 
ro be ſent for, to anfwer the Crimes that were ob- 


jected againſt him. Herod advis'd by his Father, 


and knowing the Juſtice of his Cauſe, leaving Ga- 
rifons in Galilce, came to Jeruſalem only with ſuch 
a Number of his Guards as might neither create 
Suſpicion to Hircanus, nor render him contemprti- 
ble ro his Enemies, Sextus Cicſar allo wrote in his 
favour to Hircanus ; which agreeing with his own 
Inclination, iircanus acquitted Herod : But Herod 
conſtruing his Deliverance as a Conftraint, and 
not the voluntary ACt of Hircanus, he, in Diſcon- 
renr, went to Sextus, at Damaſcus, relolving not to 
appear upon any other Summoas. 'Fhis his Ene- 
mies made uſe of to Hircanus, as an Argument of 
his Difafte&tion, and thar he was withdrawn only 
to enterprize ſomething againſt him ; and Hzrca- 
nus giving Credit to theſe Suggeſtions, was trou- 
bled, and knew not how to proceed againſt an E- 
nemy that was more powerful than himſelf. 

Nor long after, Sex:us made Herod General of 
his Armics, both in Syria and Samaria ; which 
greatly alarm'd the Jealoutie of Hircanus : Nor 
was his Suſpicion cauſeleſs ; for Hered thinking 
himſelf injur'd by the pretended Crime that was 
objefted againlt him, came with a great Army to 
Jer uſzlem, with Intention to depoſe Hircanus ; but 
his Father and Brother mceting him, they perſaua- 
ded him to reit ſarnfy'd with the Fright he had given 
ti Enemies, and not ungratefully attempe againſt the 
Kins, b; whoſe Favour he had riſen to hu Greatnefl : 
That in Prudence le ſhould conſider 1/ir was hazat- 


dous; and that the Juſtice of Hircanus's Conſe might 
2rove 
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prove more prevalent than an Army, Wirth x 
Reafons Herod was fatisty'd, and thought ir luſh. 
cient he had ſhew'd his F orces and Power to hiy 
Nation. | 
Now began a Civil War among the Reomanz | 
near Apamia; in which Cacilius Bifjus, out of 
Love to Sextus Pompey, flew Sextus Ce/rr unaware; 
to him, and made himſelf General of his Army : 
But fome of Ce/ar's Captains, to revenge his * 
Death, purſu'd Baſſus with all their F-5rces ; and 
Antipater, by his two Sons, ſent them Ailiſtance, | 
for the fake of the dead, and living Ca/::r, whom 
he lov'd exrrcamly. And thefe Wars continuing 
long, Mzrcus came out of Italy, to ſucceed Sexrus. 


CHAP. VIL 
Czfar's Death, Cailius comes into Syria, 


ſar having govern'd the Roman Empire three 
Years and feven Months, was murther'd by 
the complotted Treaſon of Caffius and Brutus; and 

all things now running into Diſorder and Confu- 

ſion, Caſſius march'd ito Syria, took upon him 

the Government of the Army, forced extraordi- 

nary Contributions from every City, and deman- 

ded 700 Talents from the op Antipater, un- 

willing to difpleaſe him, appoinred his rwo Sons 

and his Frierd Maiicius to collett it. Herod ſoon 
colleQed his Share in Galilee, and thereby obrtain- 

ed Caſſius's Friendſhip. Others Caffius accusd of 
Negligence, and therefore plunder'd their Ci- 

nies, and march'd to kill Malichus for not having 

brought in bis Proportion ; but Artipater, by pay- 

ing Caſſius 100 Talents, fav'd Malichuss Lite, 

and the reſt of the Cities from Plundering : Bur 

Malici:us ſoon forgot the Kindnefs ; and gorge 

by all Means to deſtroy Antipater, he ar length ef-

capable of the Prieſthood for the future ; but Pha. 
Jeiwus prevented his cruelty againſt himſelf, for ha. 
ving neither his Hands nor Feet at liberty, he 
daſh'd his Head againſt a ſtone till he dy'd, and 
by that brave Exploit, prov'd himſelf the true 
Brother of Herod, and not a Coward like Hircanys : 
and being told by a Woman that Herod was 
eſcap'd, he faid, Now I ſhall dye with ſatisfattion, 
fince I leave one behind me that will revenge my blood, 
Herod hearing this ſad diſaſter, by ſeveral Stages, 
and through many difhculties went to Rome ; and 
Antonius pityinghis Misfortunes, deſign'd to make 
him King; and finding Cs/ar as willing as himſelf, 
they recommended him ro the Senate, who im- 
mediarely conterr'd that Royal Dignity upon him; 
and when the Senate was adj urn'd, Antonius and 
Ceſar came forth with Herod between them, and 
the Conſuls march'd before him , accompanied 
with other Magiſtrates, to offer Sacrifice and Re- 

iſter the Senares Decree in the Caprirelium; which 
ing perform'd as the Law requird, Antonius 
Feaſted King Herod on the Firſt Day of his Reign. 


CHAYF.: IX. 
Merod's War for the Recovery of Jeruſalem. 


FJERO D returning from Rome quickly rais'd 
an Army, and having taken Joppa, rais'd the 
Seige at Maſſada, and routed aParty that belong'd 
to Antizonus, he return'd to Jeruſalem; where 
both Silo's Soldiers and many of the City came 
out and join'd with him: Bur S:/o having been 
corrupted by Bribes from Axcigonus, he every way 
ſo puzzled and imerrupted his Proceedings, that 
he made no efforts againſt Jeruſalem, but retir'd 
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into Idumea, took Sephors, and fpent the Winter 
in ſubduing the "Thieves and Robbers ; and kear- 
ing that Antonius had laid Siege ro Sameſata. 2 
ſtrong City. near Eup;rates, he led his Army thi- 
ther, and behav'd himſelf there with fo muck 
Courage and Fidelity, that increas'd A:tonius's good 
Opinion of his Virtue ; and Herod receiv d ..ddi- 
tional tHonours from him, and ſtronger reaſons to 
hope his hrm eſtabliſhment in the Kingdom. In 
the mean time tierod's Aﬀairs in Judea h..d ill ſuc. 
ceſs, by the miſmanagement of his Brother Joſeph, 
whom he left Governour in his abſence ; For he 
making a raſh atremprt was {lairi by Antigonus, who 
caus'd his Hcad to be cut trom his dead body, tho? 
his Brother Pheroras offter'd Fitry Talents to re- 
deem it intire. When Herod came into ]utea, his 
Army encreasgd exceedingly ; and having con- 
quer'd and beheaded Pappus , Antigonus's Gene- 
ral, he was reinforc'd by the Syrians and the Ro- 
man Soſius, and in contempt of his Enemies Mar- 
EY Mariamne ; he laid Stege to leruſalem, rais'd 
three Rampires to build 'Towets on, laid his Bat- 
teries againſt the North {ide of the Wall, where 
Pompey artack'd it, and was-very ſuccesful in his 
Mines, and the bravery of the Roman Legions. 
who in Skill and Courage exceeded all other af 
failants. The beheg'd Jews alſo made a brave de- 
fence, and expr-ſs'd an incredible Valour for rhe 
ſpace of Five Months ; bur at length ſome of He- 
red's ſtouteſt Soldiers enter'd the Ciry by a breach, 
as the Romans alfo did on the other {1de, and feiz'd 
the neareſt places to the Temple. "Then the whole 
Army enterd, and made a dreadful {laughter a- 
mong the People. both in the Streets, mn the Heou- 
ſes, and in the Temple; and though Herod did 
his utmoſt to abate their fury, he could not re- 
ſtrain the Soldiers, who ran about !!ke Madmen, 
and killd all they mer, without diſtinftion of 
Age, Sex, or Quality ; and Antigonus forgetting 
his former Infolence, came in an abject manner 
and proſtrated himſelf at Sofiu;'s Feer, begging 
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Mercy and Compathton ; but Sefis defpis'd him 
call'd him Antizona, and convey'd him to Antoni. 
us, Who rewarded the mcanneſs of his Spirit with 
the loſs of his Hcad. Hered, by promiſing 1o re. 
ward the Soldiers, fav'd the remains of his defo.

all Hc 04's former Actions, and with great Eulo. 
p_ conhbrm'd him in his Kingdom : And tho! 
xc diny'd, at Herod's Interceiiion, to pardon Alex. 
ander. yct as arguments of his Bounty and Favour, 
he reftor'd ajl to him that had been given by Ano. 
nius to Cleopatra, with Gadara, Hippon, and Sama. 
7ia, and other Cities on the Sea-coaſts. Nor did 
his Munificence centre here ; but to ſhew how 
highiy he clteem'd this Princes Merits, he added to 
his Kingdom Trachonitis, Batanea, and Auronitis, 
and made him Governour of all Syria. Ten Years 
after, Cufar vilned thoſe parts again, and com- 
manded all his Governours to act nothing without 
Hercd's approbation ; but that which Herod count- 
ed his greatelt happineſs, was, That next to Agrip- 
pa Czfar /oved Herod ; and that Agrippa next to 
Czſar, eftcem'd him beſt of all Men. Now bein 
on the higheſt Pinacle ot Happineſs, he ſhew* 
the greatneſs of his Soul, in many great and fa- 
cred Enterprizes ; for he Repair'd the Temple, 
Builr new and magnifhcent Pourches ro it; he 
Founded the Caſtle in Jeruſalem call'd Antonia ; 
i St. Samaria hc builr Sebafte, and in it plante 
Six Thouſand Inhabirants, and granted them great 
Privileges and Immunities; and there was no 
place in ail his Dominions, wherein he built not 
fome remarkable ſumptuous Building in Honour 
of Auguſtus C.rſar ; eſpecially that City which 1s 
now call'd Cz/aria, with the magnihcent 'Temple, 
Port and rtaven. He Repaird Anthedon, and 
call'd it Agrippinz, in honour of Agrippz. In Me- 
mory of his Father, in the chieteſt part of his 
Kingdom, he built a ſtately City, and calld it 
Antipany, Ar Jcricho he built a Caſtle, and in 
honour of his Mother call'd it Cyprus. In Jerufa- 
{cm he built a Tower, and call'd ir after his Bro- 
thers Name Phaſelus; and a Ciry Northward of 
J-richo by rhe tame Name. Having thus Erterniz'd 
rhe Memory of his Friends, and Relations, he was 
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aot forgetful of himſelf ; and on a Mountain near 

Arabi: he built a Caſtle, and call'd it Herodion 2 

He alſo rais'd a ſtately Mount, 60 Stades from Je. 

ruſalem , at the Foot of which he erected a Caſtle 

as big as a Town, yer it was but the King's Palzce. 
He lent the Rhodians Money ro build them a Fleer 

of Ships, and at his own Coſt repair'd the Temple 
of Apollo Pythius ; beſides his Bounty to them of 
Lycia and Samos, the Athenians and Lacedemonians, 
and to the Nicopholites, and the Citizens of Perga- 
mus and Myſia; and paving with Free-Stone a large 
Street in Antioch pt yi dy which betore in Rainy 
Weather was unpaſſable. He alſo accuſtom'd him- 
ſelf ro Manly Exerciſes, and one Day kill'd 40 
Beaſts in Hunting. te was fo able a Warrier, that 
none could encounter him ; he caſt a D:t, and 
drew a Bow to Admiration ; and the Vervies of 


+ his Mind equall'd the Strength and Dexc-rity of 


his Body : And to complear his CharaQter, he was 
fortunate in all his Enterprizes, for ſeldom the E- 
vent of War crofs'd his ExpeCtations; and when 
any thing happen'd contrary, it could not be im- 

ted to his ill Condu&t, bur to the Raſhneis of 
his Soldiers, or Treachery of his pretended Ailſ- 


rants. 
| CHAP. XI. 


Of the Diſapreement between Herod and hu Sons, 
Nlemnder and Ariſtobulus. 


UT Hered was not more ſucceſsful in Aﬀzirs 
abroad, than he was unhappy in his own Fa- 
mily ; for. having (when he was mad*- King ) put 
away his Wife Dors, a Lady born in J--ufalem ; 
and marry'd Mariamne, Daiighrer of Alexander the 
Son of Ariftobulus ;, and banith'd his Son Artiparer, 
whom he had by the firſt Adventure, for the ſake 
of thoſe Sons he had by Mariamne;, and put to 
death his Wife's Unkle Hircanus. in Sufpicion that 
he was plotting Treafon againlt him ; which, in 
truth, was only becauſe he had a Right to the King- 
dem; his Wife Mariamne, whom he lov'd render- 
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ly. began to alienate her AftcCtion from him, and 
preſuming on his Love, treated him with all man. 
ner of Contempt and Hured ; continually up. 
braiding him with the Xiunher of her Unkle H;-. 
canus, and her Brother Ariſiobulus ; and alſo re. 
proach'd his Siſter Sa/eme, and his Mother, with 
the Meanneſs of rheir Extraction ; which kind1'd 
fuch a Feud and :iatred among the Women, that 
they accus'd her of Adultery ; and that ſhe ſent 
her Picture ro Antonius, to create Acquaintance 
with him, who doted on Women's Beauties, and 
had Power to do what he pie:s'd : And Herod re. 
membring that Antonius had kill'd Lyſaneus, and 
Malichus King of Arabia, meerly to humour Cles- 
patra, he grew jealous of his own Life and Safe. 
ty ; and Joſep; having told Mariamne, If any It 
bef:! Herod f: »m Antonius, he had commanded ſhe 
ſhould not ſurvive him ; and being reproach'd with 
it by X:ariamne, he grew mad with Vealoufie, and 
put bth Mariamne and his Brother Joſeph to death, 
and atrerwards bitterly repented what he had done 
in his Paton, tho' Time art length blotted her out 
of his Remembrance. 
\ bur fo unfortunate was thit Family, that Me- 
riamn*-'s Sons inherited their Mother's Hatred ; 
and £19'1:g their Tongues roo great a Liberty in 
ralking againt cheir Father, for murthering their 
Mother, m-.licious People 1mprov'd it to a Con- 
ipiracy :cainſt Hered : and he giving Credit to the 
bing cail'd home his Son Antipater, and 
pret-rr'd him «bove them. And as this Slight 
more enre2'd Alexander and Arifiobuius, fo Antipa- 
tzr purting jealoufies into his Father's Head, inf 
nuared himtelf fo much intro Hered's Favour, that 
he deciar'd him his Succetlor : And refolving to 
-put his rwo cher Sons to death, he took Alexander 
wich him to R-22e, and accus'd him and his Bro- 
* Yar An- NCT before C:: ſzr : But - Llexandor fo well defend- 
ciquitizs , ed himſelf at his Trial, and fo efteCtually convit- 
6. c.2. ced the Audience that all was bur the Contrivance 
f. 4:53. and Malice of Antipater, that C:e/ar not only ac- 
Quitr 
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quirted them from the Charge, but reconcil'd 
them to their Father. 

At Herod's Return to Jeruſalem he aflembl'a the 
People, and rold them, That Czfar had reconcil4 
him to his Sons, and pave him Pcwer to diſpoſe of the 
Kingdom as };2 pleas'd : And therefere, faid he, ſince 
my Dominions are large, I reſolve to divide them a. 
mong my three Sons at my Death ; and therefore 1 exhore 
you, my Sons, to live tn Po .ice, and in Unity and Amity 
with one another, as you are oblig'd to do by the Laws 
of God and Nature , and alſo to obey me, your King 
and Father, who will provide you a Maintenance in the 
mean time ſutable to your Dignity. And, I pray God, 
what T have now ordain'd, may be for his Glory and 
your Advantage. Burt this Declaration of his Mind 
was fo far from reconciling the Brethren, thar ir 
inflam'd the Differences among chem, each grudg- 
ing at the Happineſs of the other ; Bur Antio.:cer 
carrying his Dchgns more cloſely, and cauimng 
Accuſations againſt rhzm ro be communic .red to 
Herod by others, whilſt he ſ--m'd ro detend them, 
he ſo work'd upon his Father's Jealoufics, as he 
monopoliz'd his Aﬀe&ions, and enrag'd hisSpl-en 
againſt A/:xand:r and Ariftobulus \ inivmnuch, that 
that he commitred the Elder to Priſon. 

Archelaus King ot Cappadecia, whote D iughter 


.. was married to Alexander, having Noric2 ot it, 


and fearing ſome Danger mighr betail him, m:.de 
6 into [udea, and by his Prudence app?ul- 
ed the King's Dſpleafure ; for, as foon as he came 
to H-rod, he laid, M/re w my wicked Son-in-Law, 
that attempts to murther hw Father 2 Let me ſee him, 
that with my own Hand I may texr him in pieces, and 
marry my Daughter to a better Husband ; for, the" ſhe 
conſents not to his Patricide, *:r a Scandal to be the 
Wife of ſo wicked a Perſon. Nay, I admire at your 
Patience, that being in danger of your Life, you wouid 
ſuffer him to live ;, for, I hearing of it in Cappado- 
Cia, thourht he had been put to death, and therefore TI 
came to adviſe with you about my Dauzhter : But, ſinc: 
IT find you too mrcifu! to your Son, your treacherous 
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Sor: ! let us Coonge Facts a while, that I may revenge 
you. And now, how great ſ5ever Herod's Fu 
was, this S-ecch ailay'd it: And Hered ſhewin 
him the Papers whereia 4:exander had confeſs 
the 'Treafon he was not guilty of, Archelaus rook 
occa{ion by degrecs to extenuate Alexander's Crime 
and chirge it on Pheroras; and perceiving Herod 
ro imbibe that Opinion, he perhited in declaim- 
1ng againlt him, till the King's Anger was tranC. 
lated from Alexander, and ready to diſcharge ir ſelf 
upon Pheroras ; who ſeeing no Way to eſcape his 
Indignation, but by begging Pardov, he f 2t 
He:rod's Feet, and acknowledg'd himſelf guilry of 
feducing Alexander. Archzlaus hearing his 1nge- 
nuous Confeti.on, mediated for his Pardon, and 
obtain'd it ; Bur he {till ſeeming ro be out of Cha- 
rity with Alexander, and reſolving to take his 
Daughter from him, Herod promis'd to forgive _ 
his Son, if Arche/aus would not diffolye the Mar- 
riage ; to which, with a ſeeming Unwillingneſs, 
he at length conſented, prudently delivering his 
Son-in-Law from Danger ; and ſpent the reſt of 
the Time he ſtay'd with Herod in Feaſting and Re- 
joicing. 

Bur theſe Halcyon-days were ſoon over-clouded 
with forrowful Prognoſticks againſt the two Bre- 
thren; for, Eurycles, a Laced-monian, coming to 
I-2uſalem, and feeing the Differences that were 
among the Royal Brothers, ſo cunningly ingratia- 
ted himſelf into Acquaintance and Familiarity 
with Hered and his Children, that whar he trea- 
cherouſly drew our of Al-xander and Ariſtobulus, 

1 being brib'd to 1t by Antipater at whoſe Houſe 
he lodg'd. ) he, with all imaginable Baſeneſs and 
Bitterncſs, relared to Herod ;, and at the fame time 
foo commended Antipater's Duty and Fidelity, that 
his VVziny might have eaſily been feen, it Herod 
had nor been blinded by his own Caullefs Fears 
and Jcloufices. But this Accufation being follow- 
£d by the Suborn'd Teſtimonies of many others, 
procur'd by Antipater and Salome, Herod —_

CHAP. - All, 
Antipater's Conſpiracy againſt hn Father Herod. 


ME Antipater thinking himſc!t fecure of 
the 096 wag Lorded it at ple: ſure : bur 
was hated by the whole Nation, who knew that 
by falſe Accufations he had caus'd the Death of his 
Brethren : And tho' by great Gifts he endeavour'd 
to obtain the Friendſhip af all that were Conſider- 
able, either among the Jews, or Romans; yer, the 
more he gave, the worſe he was hated ; for his 
Gifts were look'd upon as the Efle&ts of his Fear, 
and not as Arguments of his Generoſity : How- 
ever, he rather enlarg'd than diminiſh'd his Pro- 
fuſeneſs ; Bur ſeeing Herod expreſs a tender Care 
of the Children of Alexander and Ariſtobulus, and 
diſpoſe of them in Marriages fuitable to their Dig- 
nities, he grew into Hatred of his Father, and 
confederated privately with Pheroras and his Wife 

ro poyſon him ; and the Plot being laid ſecrerl 
and ſurely, that Antiparer might not be uſpetted, 
he procur'd himſelf ro be ſent for to Ceſar, thar 
his Father might be poyſon'd in his Abſence : And 
accordingly, Herod ſent Antipater to Rome, with 
great Sums of Money and his Will, wherein he 
had declar'd him his Succeflor. Herod was difſ- 
pleas'd that his Brother Pheroras had marry'd a 
mean Perſon; and having otten commanded him 
to put her away, and his Brother ſtill refuſing, he 
baniſh'd them both from Jeruſalem. Pheroras bear- 
ing his Diſgrace with Patience, went to his Te- 
trarchy, and ſwore to return no more while Herod 
liv'd, and was fo juſt to his Promiſe, though 
H-rod fell ſick and ſent for him, yet he would not 
come near him, rho' he was ſuppos'd to be on his 
Pcath-bed, and had fomething of Importance t9 
com- 
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communicate to him : But Herod recovering be 
yond all Expectation. and hearing Pheroras was 
hck he went to viſit him, and eflay'd all Means 
for his Recovery, but he was too far fpent- 
and dying two or three Days after his coming, 
Herod caus'd his Body to be carry'd to Feruſa. 
lem, and there he gave him a ſolemn Funera] 
And thus fell one of the Murtherers of Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus, by an untimely End ; for it a 
pear'd afterwards that he was killd by his Wite 
who gave him a Draught of deadly Poyſon, in. 
ſtead of a Love-Potion, as was pretended by a

alſo the Plot againſt his own Life ; as alſo the Res. 
ſon of Antipater's going to Rome, and Pherora's go- 
ing beyond Jordan ; which was, that he might be 
poyſon'd, and they live unſuſpeCted ; for they 
would often fay among themſelves, that they were 
neceſſitated to kill him, for their own Preſervation : 
<« For, /aid they, Herod having murther'd Alexan- 
& Jer and Ariſtobulus, would next prey upon them 
& 2nd their Wives ; for none could hope to eſcape 
& the Fury of that Savage Beaſt that had murrher- 
&« 64 Mrriamne and her Sons, and now would not 
« ſuffer Friends to enyoy the Society of one an- 
& other but by Stealth ; tor he had given Antipater 
* 100 Talents, notto keep Company with Phere- 
« ras : But if they had the Hearts and Hands of 
&« Men, the Time would come when they might 
« meet together openly.” "This being difclosd 
by the Women that were tortur'd, Herod believ'd 
it, becauſe what was ſaid of the 100 Talents, he 

knew he only ſpake it to Antipater. Now 
Hered underſtanding that Doris, Antipater's Mo- 
ther, was a principal Actreſs in the Confpiracy 
againſt him, he took away the Jewels he had given 
her, and bani{h'd her : And hearing that Pheroras's 
\Vidow had the Poyſon in her Cuſtody,that was pro- 
curd by Antipater to Poyfon his Father, he Ron 
cr, 
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her, and ſhe confeſsd rhe whole * Conſpiracy, * Yide An- 
and produc'd the Poyſon; and Antiphilus's near tiquities , 
Rel:tions confefs'd that Antiphilus brought the {- 17-5. 
Porſon out of Eyypr, from Iys Brother that. pra. ?: 45+ 


&is'd Phyſick in Alexandria. Thus, it ſeems, the 
Srujaaves, or Ghoſts of Alexander and Ariſtovulus 
rang'd about the Kingdom, ro draw Proots from 
thoſe that were leaſt in Suipicion ; for the Brothers 
of Mariamn?, and Sons of Simon the TIN, 
being Rack'd, confefs'd that ſhe was acquaint 
with this Conſpiracy. and therefore the King vifit- 
ed the Sins of the Mother upon the Child , tor ha- 
ving declar'd in his Will, that cred her Son 
ſhould ſucceed Antipater in the Kingdom, he now 
blotted his Name out of his 'Teſtamenr.

from Czlar for your Safety, When Antipater came 
ito Court, he began to excuſe himſelf ; but Hered 
commanding him to be filent, he thus deliver'd 
himſelf roVarus : © Tits notoriouſly known how un. 
* happy I have heen, and am in my Children, two 
<* are already dead that conſpir'd againſt my Life, 
© andnow this unnatural Beaſt whom lT had appoin- 
© red my Succeflor, thinking I liv'd too long, has 
* attempted to make himſelf King by murthering 
* his Father ; for which I can ajtign no Reaſon, 
£ unleſs it were becauſe I call'd him from an ob. 
* ſcure Life in the Country, and caſt off two Sons 
* begotten of a grear Queea, to advance him, in 
* prejudice of their Right, to the greataſt Honours 
* of the Kingdom. What Proofs or Circumſtan- 
©* ces were exhibited againſt them, in compariſon

ERO D's Funeral Solemnities being o- 
wer, the fa&tious Panty, that are always 
deſirous of alterations, begyn a private 

Mourning for the death of thoſe that 
fafter'd for pulling down the Golden Eagle, and 
demanded rnoſe to be puniſh'd that were the cauſe 
of their deaths ; and increaling in their Number, 
refus'd any tertts of accommodation offer'd them 
by Archelaus ; that he at laſt was forc'd to encoun- 
ter them with all his Soldiers, killing three thou- 
fand Jews, and driving the reſt of the Mutineers 
into the Mountains, and then took his Jo 
towards Rome , for Ceſar's confirmation of his 
Title. At Ceſaria he met Sabinus Governour of 
Syria, who was going into Judea. to take poſſeiſion 
of Herod's Treaſure ; who, tho' he promis'd Ar- 
chelaus not 1o proceed furiher in that Aﬀair, till 
Cefſar's pleaſure was known in it ; yet finding an 
opportunity, he went to Jeruſalem and demanded 
it; but the Captains of the Garriſon refus'd to de- 
liver it, ſaying , They kept it more for Czar than 
Archelaus, At Rome were great contentions be- 
F rwyeen 
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tween terodt's Sons, who ſhould ſucceed their Fa- 


ther ; and each Pretender made his Intereſt, and 
calumniated his Rive” ; * bur before Ceſar had de- *77de An 
toimin'd this Aﬀtair, great 'Tumults, Infurre&ions tiquiries,

Here's made himfelt \.ing, and being kill'd by £-466,467- 
Gratus.4throng.eus aShepherd he made himſelf King, 
and he, 2nd his four Brethren and Followers. com- 
mitted great Spoils in the Country, and kilyd 
both Romans and Jews without difſtinCtion, it any 
thing was gain:ble by their Slaughrer , bur at 
length were all kill'd and taken. The Jews allo 
bclieg'd the Romans in the Caſtle of Phaſe'as in 
Jeruſalem \, bur Yarzs ſubduing this commotion, the 
lefler Offenders he committed to Prifon, and of 
the notorious Tranſgreflors he Crucity'd T'wo 
Thoufand : And now Archelſaus found new Ene- 
mies at Rome; for the Jews ſent Ambaſſadors to 
Ceſar, complaining of the Tyrany of Herod, and 
ſuggeſting rhar their fears were as grear, # Arche- 
lus ſhould be his Succeflor ; but Nicholas wiping 
of rhar Scandal from rheir Kings, { by repreſent- 
ing his Countrymen as a froward, diſobedient and 
ungovernable People) Ceſar gave Archelaus half 


the __ 


a prom 


dom, with the Title of Erhnarch, with 
c of being King if he carry'd himſelf up- 


rightly : The other half he div:ded into two Te 
trarchies, and divided them among Herod's other 
Sons, who contended with Archelaus for the 
Crown. Antipas s Part lay from Galile beyond 
the River Jordan, the Revenues whereof amount- 
ed to a hundred Talents Yearly. Philip had Bata- 
nea, Trachonits and Auronits , the Revenues of 
which were a hundred Talents per annum ; Arche- 
laus's annual Incom was four hundred Talents a 
Year. Ceſar alſo gave to Salome, Tamnia, Azotus, 
Phaſeus and the Palace at Aſcalon ; bur oblig'd her 
to live in the Dominions of Arche!aus ; and having 
confirm'd the Legacies that Herod had given to 
his Kindred, he made an addition to the Fortunes 
ef his 'T'wo Daughters -20 were Virgins, by ge 
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ving them a hundred and hfty thoufand Drachms 
of Silver more than their Father left them ; and 
M.rry*d them to Pheror.s's rwo Sons ; and divided 
that which Herod gave to himfelf, which was a 
Thouſand "Talents. among his other Sons, leaving 
kimſclf only 2 few Jewels of a ſmall value, which 
he kept 1n remembrance of his deceaſed Friend. 

Ar the fame time a Young-man, by Birth a 
Jew, fomcthing reſembling Alexander that Herod 
put to death, went to Reme, and with the afliſt- 
ance vi one of his Countrymen, call'd himſelf 
thar very Aiexander, iaying, that thoſe that ſhould 
have put them to death, ſtirang''d two others and hept 
them alive ; and ſo well he maintain'd the Chex 
a while, rhat the Jews at their own charge k 
him a Retinue, and gave him the fame reſpe& and 
and honour, as if he ha been the legitimate Son 
of Herod ; bur Ceſar detecting the Counterfeit, 
laugh'd at the cheat, znd condemn'd him to the 


Gallies, but put the Jew to death that had ſet up 
the Impoſtor.

Perronius anſwer'd, 
he muſt obcy, and not (to indulge them) diſpute 
the Commands of the Emperor. Whereupon, 
they all cry'd out, © they would expoſe themſelves 
* to any danger, rather than fee the Law of God 
* fubverred. Why (ſays Perrenius) are you then 
© refoly'd to fight againſt Ceſar ? they antwer no, 
© we facrihce daily for his and the Romans prolpe- 
«rity; but if Car will place his Image in the 
" Tom ple, he muſt firſt kill us all and our Wives 
&«* 2nd Children.** Perronius admiring the Jews CON- 
ſtancy 1n their Religion, he ſummon'd all the No- 
biliry of the Jews, and by pcriwalions and threat-

Agripps being in Rome at this Re- 
volution, and doing many good Offices between 
the new Emperor and Senators, Claudius made 
him King, and gave him all his Father's Domini- 
ons: and to his Brother Herod, who was now his 
Son-in-law, by the Marriage of his Daughter Ber- 
nice, he gave the Kingdom of Chalcs, and caus'd 
theſ@Grants to be engrav'd in Braſs and fix'd on 
a Pillar in the Capiro/, Agrippe now receiving 
eat Revenues, imploy'd chem in building ſuch 
| ok Walls abour Jeruſalem, that had he ltv'd ro 
finiſh them, the Romans could never have taken 
the City ; but before he could complear rhis no- 
ble Underraking he dy'd in Cefaria, when he had 
Reign'd Three Years as Tetrarch, and rhree more 
as King; leaving .behind him three Daughzers, 
which he had by Cipri:, Bernice, Mariamne and 
Drufille, and one Son Nam'd Aprippa, who, be- 
cauſe he was very young, Claudius reduc'd the 
Kingdom into a Province, and made Cuſpius Fads- 
#s Governor thereof, and after him Tiberius Alex- 
ander, who ral'd them in peace during his Mint- 
ſtration, After this Hered King of Chalcs dy'd,

To ar f:tu'us, Son of Herod, he gave the King- 
dom of the Leſſer Aimenia, znd made Felix Go- 
vernor of ihe reſt of *udea : 'T his Felix did great 
Service in twking and deſtroying the Thieves and 
Rubbers Ur infeſted the whole Province. He 
was fucc<i.crd by Feſtus, whe purſu'd the fame 
Courte, in clearing the Country of thoſe that mo- 
leſted rhema ; Bur 4{6nizs, thar ſucceeded him, run

moderate Governor : Albinius did all things in 
Secrecy, and by Subtilty ; but Gefſius a&ted his 
Crimes openiy and glory'd in his Mifchiefs; be- 
having himſelf more like a Hang-man that came 
to execute MaletaCtors, than a Governor of a Pro- 
vince. Where he ought to have ſhew'd Mercy, 
he play'd, the cruel Tyrant ; and where he ought 
to have bluſh'd, he ſhew'd a ſhameleſs Effrontry. 
*T was impothble to invent more Crimes than he 
was guilty of ; for not being content to do Perſo- 
nal Injuries, he waſted whole Ciries, and deſtroy'd 
the People in great Multitudes ; proclaiming it 
through the Country, that 'twas lawful for any 
any Man to rob or ul. if they gave him a parr 
of thezr Profits ; and yer no Man durſt complain 
to Ceftius Gallws Governor of Syria, againſt him : 
But when Gallus came to Feruſalem art the Feaſt of 
Unleven'd Bread, Jo0000 Jews went out to meer 
him, beſeeching him to compaſſionate their afflited 
Country, and baniſh F\orus, who was the Common Plague 


of their Nation : Yet Florus was arriv'd at that 


heighth of Impudence, tho? he heard their Com- 
plaints, he did bur laugh at their M-ſeries, and his 
own Villainies; but C:ftiw promis'd he ſhould 
rreat them better for the future. Floru accompa- 
nies Ceſtius to Ceſarea, and excuſes himſelf by Men- 
dacions Artifices ; and now he ſtudies how to pro- 
voke the Fews to rebel; as the fafeit Way to cover 
his Miſdemeanours ; for if the Fews continu'd in 
Obedience, he fear'd rhey would make theirCom- 
plainrs to Ceſar ; bur if he could force them ro re- 
rebel, that Fault would cover his Oppreti.on and 
Injuſtice, and rherefore he loaded them with new 
Atflictions. Art this time alſo the Gez-iles of Ceſa- 
rea being heard before Nero, got their Suit againſt 
the Fews ; and rhis was another Cauſe of the \War, 
that begun che 12th Year of Nerc's Empire. and 
the i7th of Aprippa's Reign, in the Niomh of 
May.

Florus's Cruelty to the Jews of Czſarea and Jer. 
falem. 


O rhefe unſufferable Calamities was added 
another z "The Jews in Cefarea had a Syna. 
gogue near a piece of Ground belonging to a Gen. 
tile, for which they offer'd a greater Value than it 
was worth ; bur the Owner would build Taverns 


on it, to ſtreighten and incommode their Paſlage - 


to the Synagogue, and therefore ſome hot-headed 
Younglters among the Fews would not ſuffer them 
to proceed in their Building; which coming to Ele: 
rw's Knowledge, he commanded the Work ſhould 
go on. "The Fews being at a loſs what to do, offer'd 
and paid Florus eight Talents, upon his promiſing 
the Owner ſhould not build ; but as ſoon as he re- 
ceiv'd the Money he went to S:bafte, without any 
regard to his Word of Honour, and gave Cauſe 
for a new Sedition ; for going on their Sabbath 
to the Synagogue, a turbulent Fellow of Ccſarea 
ſer a great Ea Veſlel at the Entrance into the 
Svnagogue, and offer'd Birds upon it, in Contempe 
of the Fews Religion ; which to enrag*d the Fews, 
that they fell from Words to Blows ; which bein 
in part ended by the Command and Interpoſal o 
Fucundus General of the Horſe, rhe Fews took the 
Books of their Law, and rctir'd ro Narbcra, and 
from thence 12 of them, with John the Publican, 
went to Florus at Sebr/te, complaining of the Inju- 
ry, and modeſtly reminding him of the eight Ta- 
lents thev had given him; bur he commanded them 
ro be bound and imprifon'd, tor removing their 
Law from C/arca ; and to provoke them further, 
fear for 17 Talents out of the Sacred Treaſury, 
Preteading fit was ro be emplor'd in Cfai's Ser- 
Tice ; at which the Fews were iv difpleas'd, that 
they geriard and curs'd him bitrerty, and took a 
Pos and begg'd up and down an Aims for Florus, 
& i; he had ben in the Predicament of needy Beg- 
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gars: Bur this nothing -bated the Avarice of Flo- 

rus, for with an Army of Horſe he marctid to 7e- 

ruſalem, that with the Ailiftance of the Roman Sol- 
diers, he might citeCt his Purpoſe, and terrife the 
Citizens. The ews w-nT out ro meet him, and 
do him Honour bur he ſent before him Capiro a 
Centurion, to/bid them return, and not mock hinz 
with pretence of Honour, whom they had fo hei- 
noully affronted , bur ii they had any Courage he 
bid them flout and repro<ch him to his Face, and 


'ſhew their Defires of Liberty. That Night he 


lodg'd in the King's Palace, and in the Morning, 
ſeated on a Tribunal, commanded all to be brought 
thither that had us'd any Opprobrious Words a- 
gainſt him, threatning to be reveng'd if they dif: 
obey'd him. "The Fews anſwer'd, They knew no 
mags 7g any ſuch Offenders, for all would deny 
i; fince the City was now in Quiet, and deſir'd to 
contixtue in Obedience to the Romans, they defi” d him 
eo forgive any former Miſcarriages. Florus was now 
more exaſperated, and preſently commanded the 
Soldiers to plunder the Market-place, and pur to 
the Sword all rhey met ; which was readily obey'd, 
and not only fack'd the place they were fent to, 
but alſo all the Houſes, and munther'd the Inhabi- 
tants ; all Streets and Gares were fill'd with thoſe 
that endeavour'd to eſcape, and the dead Bodies 
of them that fell into the Soldiers Hands ; and no 
Cruelty nor Rapine was omitted. Many Noble 
Fews were brought before Florus,” whom he firſt fe- 
verely whip'd, and afterwards caus'd them to be 
hang'd; and in one Day they flew of Men, Wo- 
men and Children, (for they ſpar'd not the very 
ſucking Infants,) 630 Souls : And this horrid 
Cruelty was the more inſupportable ro the Fews; 
becauſe it was 4 new kind ot Torment, which be- 
fore was never practic'd by rhe Romans ;, for Florus 
caus'd Knights ro be firſt whip'd, and then hang- 
ed, who tho? they were Jews born, had receiv'd 
that Honour from the Romans. 4 3.

Fews were perfuaded by their Chiets to this Ser- 
vice, but obeying the Advice of their Superiours, 
they mer and kindly falured the Roman Legions; 
but no Return being made them, the Seditious ex- 
claim'd againſt Florus, by whoſe Order they were 
ſighted ; and preſently, according to the Inſtru- 
Etions given, the Soldiers beat rhem with Clubs, 
and thoſe that Hed were trodden under foot by the 
Horle-men, and more vere kill'd in thronging to 
get within the Gates ; however, the Seditious fews

«© whom you are raifing a Rebellion. And will you 
& War with the Emperor for the Faulr of his Mi- 
« niſter, without firſt complaining ro him? They 
« live in the fartheſt Territories of the Weſtern 
« World, and cannot quickly know our Afﬀairs 
* in the Eaſt ; fo that warring againſt them may 
* be contending with thoſe that know nothing of 
* the matter. Beſides, there is Reaſon to hope, 
* from their often changing Governors, thar your 
« Miſeries will be of no long Continuance, bur 
* that the nexr Turn will be more benehcial ; but 
« it you once engage in a War, you know not 
* when it will end, or what diſmal Accidents 
« attend it ; and therefore thoſe that ſo furiouſly 
&« ſtrive for Liberty, ſhould look before them 2

© unſuftcrable Hardſhip, and no doubt but the

& never any Army came before, yet the Romans 
& {111d rthither and conquer'd it ; and now detain 
« that populous iland in ſubjection,only with four 
? Legions of Roman Souldiers. All Nations under 
© the Sun tremble and dread the Roman Power ! 
« and will you make War againſt them ? Conſ1- 
** der the Carthaginians Fate, who boaſted of their 
« Hamibal, and deriv'd their deſcent from the 
* noble Phenicians, yet at laſt were totally de- 
* ſtroy'd by Scipio. Neither the Syeneans, the 
« Marmaridans, the Syjrtes, the Nazomonians, the 
& Moors, nor the innumerable Forces of the Numi- 
* dians have becn abl- to oppoſe them. Alexan- 
* dria is both Rich and Populous; in length 30 
© Furlongs, and 10 in bredth, incompaſs'd with 
« 41vaſt barren and unpaſſable Wilderneſs, or the 
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* boundleſs Ocean, or with Rivers, muddy Boggs, 
© Quagmires, or Mori/þ Ground ; yer all theſe 
© could not protect them, bur now pay more 
© 'Fribute in a Month, than you do in a Year : 
© Beſides all this, you can have no ailiftance from 
© other Nations; and *tis manifelt alſo, that 
© God takes their parts, or their conqueſts could

* who cofually fall into unfore-feen Dangers, mn 
rit help and compati:on ; bur rhey that ruſh I 
to wilful Errors, dye reproach'd and unpiries 
** Have fome regard to your City and Holy Teq, 
** ple, to your Friends and Countrymen, diſpers; 
* 1mto other Regions, for all theſe muſt periſh # 
* you rebel ,. and that withour expeQation 
** Mercy. The Romans have ſpar'd you once, 
* but you muſt never hope for indempnity ater, 
* fecond caufleſs Rebellion. And now 1 proteſt he. 
* fore God, your Holy Temple, Angels ant 
« Men, that having told you whar is Safe, Ho 
«* neſt and Honorable, if you relapſe, I will ona 
© ſharc in the Miſeries you wiltully bring 
* your ſelves.” "Thus Agrippa ended his Oratian, 
which was accompany'd with the Tears of hi 
Siſter Bernice ; and theſe Teſtimonies of their af. 
feftions much abared the Peoples fury, who faid, 


+ They ne're intended to War againſt Ceſar ; but 


« only to puniſh Florws for the Injuries he had 


* done their Nation.* To which Agrippa anſwer'd, 
<* But your actions ſhew you intend 
* the Romans, for your Ti 
&« and you have pull'd down the Galleries which 
©* join the Temple ro the Caſtle Antonia : There: 
« fore, immediarely pur a ſtop to your Rebellion. 
' © by repairing the Galleries, and paying you 
<« "Tribute, for neither of thefe belong to Florw.' 
With all diligence the People began to re-edifz 
the Gallery, and paid in their Tribute ; and thu 
Agrippa {tifl'd the War that was go cong= - Bu 
when he perſwaded the "ue to obey Florw til 
2 better ſupply'd his place, t 
incens'd, that they revil'd the King, threw Stone 
at him, and drove him out of the City ; And the 
18 
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King perceiving the Seditious were not to be re. 
claim'd, he complain'd of their injurious dealing 
towards him, and ſending F/orus word he might 
imploy whom he pleas'd ro collet the Tribute, 
he return'd into his own Kingdom. 


CHAP. VII 


The Rebellion which the Jews began againſt the 
Romans. 


NSC ſome of the chief Incendiaries amon 

the Jews, affaulted and took the Caſtle o 

Maſſada, kill'd allthe Romns, and ſupply'd it with 
a Garriſon of their own Companions : And Elta- 
xar Son of Annanias the High-Prieſt, a bold and 
defperate Young-man, and Caprain of the Sol- 
diers, perſwaded them that ofter'd Sacrifces in the 
Temple, not to offer any but what were given 
them by the Jews, and this was the cauſe of the 
following War ; for they rejected rhoſe Sacrifices, 
that were uſually ofter'd 1n the Name of the Roman 
Emperor; and tho' perſwaded by the High-Prieſt, 
and the moſt confiderible among them, to conti- 
nue things in their former courſe, and not provoke 
the diſpleaſure of the Romans : Yet the Mutineers 
truſting to the courage and ſtrength of their FaCti- 
on, gave no regard io the Counſels of the wife and 
peaceable ; bur thzy and the Levites that ferv'd at 
the Altar were preparing for War. "The Nobili- 
ty ſeeing no likelihood of appeaſing the feditiou 

and knowing they ſhould firit fufter the efforts © 

the Roman Power, they ſent Depuries to Florus and 
Azrippa , deſiring them to come with an Ar- 
my, and ſuppreſs the 'Tumulrs before rhey grew 
more formidable. Florus defiring nothing more 
than War, was pleas'd with the News, but gave 
no anſwer to the Deputies. Agrippa ſent 3000 
Horſe under the command of Joachim and Darim, 
ro aſliſt the People againſt rhe Rebels. They were 
no ſooner come but the War began with Darts 


and Slings, and ſkooting Arroy's, 2nd ſometime 
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encounter'd one »nother hand to hund. The Re. 
bels were more valiant, but the Kings Soldiers 
more skiltul. The King's Party were poflets'd of 
the higher par: oi the City. bur in Seven Days 
time te Rebels comp*eIFd them to leave it ; and 
the Rebels enteiing burn*® the Palaces of Annan; 

Agrippa and Bernice ; and burnt all the publick Re. 
cords. Charters, Grants, Bond, and Obligation; 
of D«cbiors, which were in a manner the Riches 
of the City ; and forc'd all the great Men thar op- 
pos'd them, to hide theinfelves in Vaults ; and o- 
thers flying with the King's Soldiers 5uto the high- 
er Palace, among whum were 4unanias the High. 
Prieft , and Hezehias his Brother, who were ſent 
Depuucs ro Agrippa ; and the next day being the 
Fifceenth of Augyft , they Befieg'd rhe Caſtle of 
Antonia, ard after 'F'wo Days took it, kill'd all 
thar kept it, and put in a Garriſon of their own 
Companions. From thence the Rebels rendezvous 
betore the King's Palace, whither Aprippa's Sol- 
diers were retreated, and began ro batter down 
the Walls, and the Soldicrs contina'd throwi 

Darts at them tht attempicd it 3 and this Conflis 
laſted Day and Night, each Party being in hopes 
to weary out the other. Inthe mean time Man«- 
hem the Son of :udas of Galilee, a notorious Incen- 
diary, went with others to Maſſada, where Herod's 
Magazine and Arms were {tor'd up; and ny 


' Into the Fortreſs, Arm'd the common People 


Thieves, and return'd as King to Jeruſalem ; and 
thus making himſelf head of the Rebellion, raisd 
a Battery againſt the King's Palace ; bur for want 
of Engines could not undermine the Walls: and 
lying open to the Soldiers Darts, they were forcd 
ro begin a Mine ar greater diſtance, and carry'd 
it under one of the Towers, which they ſupported 
with Wood ; and ſetting the Poſts on fire, when 
they were conſum'd the Tower fell ; but they 
withia having built a Wall behind ir, prevented 
the Rebels from entering the Palace. Agrippe” 
Soldicrs tecing their Danger great, and the, = 
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lour incfieCtual, delir'd the Rebels to give them 
leave to depart ; which being granted only to 4- 
grippe's Soldiers, and the Jews, they all march'd a. 
way. Then the Romans left the lower place call'd 
S:ratep:don, and retir'd into the King's Towers as 
the ſtronger place ; and the Rebels that accom- 
pany'd Manabem, broke into the lower part which 
the Romans had forſaken, and kill'd all they found 
there, and on the 6th Day of Seprember plunder'd 
and burnt it. 


CHAP. VIL 


The Death of Annanias the High-Prieft, and the 
Roman Soldiers. 


T HE next day Annanias the High-Prieft be- 
& ing found hid in one of the Conduirs of the 
King's Palace, where he had hid himſelf, he and 
his Brother Hezekias was kill'd by the Rebels. Ma- 
nabem valuing himſelf upon theſe Barbarities, and 
Tyrannizing infuffterably over the reſt of the Sedi- 
tious Rabble ; Eleazar and his Followers ſerting 
upon him in the Temple, where ( Apparrel'd like 
aKing) he was paying his Devotion, they forc'd 
him to fly, and put ro death all rhey could appre- 
hend of his Party. Some of them efcap'd and 
fled to Maſſada, among whom was Elcazar Son of 
Jairw, who afterwards aCted the imcorrigible Ty- 
rant among them. Manahem fled ro Ophias, and 
abſconded himſelf a while ; bur being raken, after 
many Torments was put to death, and with him 
the chief of his Rebellious Afociares. In this 
AQtion the People contributed their afliſtance, in 
hopes to end their Troubles, but were grolly mi- 
ac for the Rebels kill'd him nor out of any 
good Delign, or to extinguiſh the Commorions, 
bur that they might rake rhe greater liberty 1n 
Plundering and Stealing. : 
The Romans being no longer able to refiſt the 
Torrent, capitulated for their Lives, which being 


condelcended to by Elcazar, Mecilius led off his 
DU 2 Soldiers 
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Solders, and whilſt the Remans kept their A 
Rebels curſt muke no Attempr —_ enogy = 
when, according to Articles, they refign'd their 
Swords and Sluelds, Eſeazar's Guards baſely klil'4 
them all except Meczilius, who promiling to be. 
come a Jw. was ſpar'd. And now having given 
too much Cauſe be a \War, and the Wrath of 
Heaven hanging over the City, it was fill'd with 
Mourning and Limentation 4 

mitted by the Difobedienr. 


GHAP.-IX. 
The Jews are maſſact'd in Cxſarea and all Syria. 


O?N the ſame Day and Hour that the F-ws kil. 
led the Romans at Jeruſalem, did the Inhabj. 
tants of Ceſarea kill about 20000 Jews, leaving 
not one Jew alive in all the City. This fo enrag 
that Nation, that they divided themſelves, and ina 
ſhort time deſtroy'd all theBorders of $5ria,and the 
Cities Philadelphia, Gebcnitss, Geraſa, Scythopols, 
Gadara,Hippon and Gaulonitis;, razing ſome, burning 
others, and killing the Inhabirants. The Syrians m 
their Mid-land Countries made as great Slaughter 
among the raw, and the whole Country was redu- 
ccd into a deplorable Condition by rwo co 

Armies. "The Days were ſpent in Blood- 

and the Nights in Fears worſe than Death it ſelf; 
all was their own they could ſteal and carry off; 
and he was eſtecem'd the beſt Man, that committed 
the greateſt Murthers and Robberics. There you 
might have ſeen in ſeveral Ci:'-s the dead Bodies 
of all Ages, Sexes and Qu4lities, lie naked and 
unbury*d in the Streets, to the Wonder and Shame 
of Mankind ; and yet the Miſeries they feard 
were greater than what they ſuffer'd. The Jew: 
in Sczthopolis took part with the Citrzens againſt 
their own Nation, and preferr'd their —_ be- 
fore their Conſanguiniry ; yet were they ſu pect- 
ed by the Genti/es, who for an Experiment of rhet! 
Fidelity, defir'd the Jews ro withdraw a while ” 
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© a Wood adjoining toathe Ciry : They retir'd 
accordingly. and rwo Nights the S-y:5polirazs let 
them remain 1n quiet, but the third they ſ:nt our 
Spi.5 to obſerve what they were doing ; who hnd- 
in- chem aſleep, furpriz'd them in a Moment, :nd 
k1l'd them all, in number 13000, and atterwards 
{c:2)4 racir Goods and Houtes. In this M:fticre 
pceriflnd Simen, a Maa Nobly born, of great Cou- 
;ae, and who had done them great Service :gainſt 
his own Nation ; for he feeing all Rehfance un- 
proitable. ſcorning to die by the Hands of his E- 
nemics, and as a Reward for ailiſting perfidious 
Strangers againſt his ow, Country-men, he firit 
kiil'd his Father and his N:iuther, then his Wie, 
Children and Kindred, and rhen thruſt his Sword 
through his own Body : A ftout young Man, wor- 
thy to be piry'd for his Bravery, tho' his Puniſh- 
ment was Juſt for fighting againſt his Country. 

Now other Ciries follow theſe Examples; 2500 

Jews were {lain at Aſcalon, and 2000 at Prolemas ; 
the Tyrians kill'd many, and put more in Priſon ; 
thoſe of Gadara and Hippon flew all the Valiaor, 
and impriſon'd thoſe of leffer Courage : And only 
thoſe of Antioch, Sidon, Apamza and Geraza, ſeeing 
the [-ws live Pace ve them no Diſturbance, 
bur when they departed conducted them fately ro 
to the end of their Borders. Varzs, Governor of 
Azrippa's Kingdom, in his Abſence flew fo many 
oc the Jews, that he almolt depopulated rhe whole 
Country ; for which, at Asrippa's Return, he diſ- 
poſleſs'd him of his Office. The Jews rook the 

e of Cypros, kill'd rhe Gariſon, and deſtroy'd 
the Forwcfs. They alfo laid Siege to the Caſtle 
of M:cheron, which being reſign'd ro them, they 
ſupply'd it with a ſtrong Gariſon. 

The Citizens of Alexandris had a Quarrel a- 
gain!t rhe Jews ever ſince Alexander the Great, for 
atbſting him againſt the Ezzptians, gave them T'o- 
teration to inhabit among them, and enjoy equal 
Privileges with the Gr.cians, who theretore took 
all Opportunities to molelt and deſtroy them. 'The 


? Grecians, 
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Grecians, 1n order to fend Ambaſſadors to New 
were afſembl'd in the Amphitheatre ; and ſeeing 
ſome Jews had crouded in among them, they cry" 
out they were Encmies and Spies, and were dras. 
Ing three of them to a place to burn them, by 
they were reſcu'd by the ng who ran with Fire. 
brands to burn all the Greeks in the Amphith 

and had effected their Purpoſe it the Roman Go. 
vernor Tiberius Alexander had not hinder'd them - 
bur he ſeeing them {till perſiſt in their Vio ences 
againſt all Perfuafons, ſent rwo Legions of Roman; 
and 5000 other Soldiers, with Command to ki 
them, to burn rheir Houſes, and ſeize all their FE 
fefts, which was execured with all the Rigour 
1maginable, for after a ſtout Reſiſtance, the Jews 
vere murther'd like Beaſts, ſome were kill'd in the 
Field, others burnt in their Houſes, and all Ages 
and Sexes were butcher'd without Compaſſion, 
All that place where they fought flow'd with Hu. 
mane Blood, for no fewer than 50000 Fews were 
ſlain in that Rencounter ; and none had been lk 
alive, if Aiexande at their Intreaties had not pur 
an end to the Slaughter, and reſtrain'd the Greeks 
from Tyranpizing over their dead Bodies. |

The Maſſacre of the Jews by Ceſtius Gallus. 


Eſtius Gallus knowing the Jews were now hated 
by 21] the World, thought he had an advan- 


- tageous Opportunic# to engage them; therefore 


taking with him the 12th Legion out of Antioch, 
2000 Foot. 4 Troops of Horſe, and with them 
the King's Forces that came to afſhift him, wx. 
200c Horſe, 3003s Foot, Bow.men ; 3000 Foot 
fem by King Agrippa; 100: Horſe, 4000 Foot, 
brought by Sobemus, he march'd rowards Proſemas. 
Azripp: commanded his own Soldi-rs, and many 
our of every City join'd themſelves with Ceftin, 
who king part of the Army, march'd to Zabulm, 
and Ending 1 deſeried, and the Inhabitants w 
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tro the Mount: ins, he order'd his Soldiers to plun- 
der and burn 1t ; and when he had deſtroy'd all 
the adjacent Country, he rerurn'd to Prolemar : 
The Syrians, and eſpecially thoſe of Berieh, ſtay'd 
behind ro plunder ; which the Jews herring, they 
took courage, and tell upon them, killing 2000 
ot their Number. Cefſtius march'd to C.efarer, and 
ſent part of his Army againit Jopoa, which they 
ſoon took, and put 8409 Jews ro the Sword, and 
ceſtroy'a the 'Town by Fire. The ſame he did at 
Narbatena, in the Toparchy near Samaria ; ſpoil- 
ing the Country. killing the Inhabitants, robbing 
and burning the Villages, and crying away their

Eſftius ſent Ciſenius Gallus with the 12th Le- 
g10n 1nro Ga{i/ce, with as many other Tron 

as might conquer it. Cephors, the chiefeſt City, 
open'd their Gates to him ; and other Cities fol- 
low'd their Example : "The Seditious fled to the 
Mountain Azamon, where as long as they kepr the 
high Ground they repelPd the Romans. and kill'd 
about 200 ; but as ſoon as they loſt that Advan- 
tage, 2009 of rhem were (lain. and none eſcap'd 
bur a few that hid themſelves in diſhcult places. 
Gallus rerurn'd with his Forces, and C-ſtius, with 
has whole Army. by eafte Marches, went by B-t/0- 
ron t Gabaon, about 59 Furlongs from J:raſalem ; 
where the J-ws artack'd him with fo much Cou- 
rage, tho' without any kind of Order, that they 
broke the Romans Body ; andiif freſh Supplies had 
not re-inforc'd them. rhe whole Army had been in 
danger ; however, they kiil'd 515 Romans, and 
themlelves loſt 22 ; but at length they were forc'd 
£9 retire into Jeruſalem. "The Romans returning to- 
wards B-thoron, Simon the Son of Gioras atrack'd 
their Rear, flew them in great Numbers. and took 
many \Waggons, all their Baggage, and brought 
heir Booty to Jeruſalem. Ceſtius kepr the Ficid 
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three Days, and the J-ws the High Places to ob. 
ſerve his Mot;ons, and to puriuc him it he de. 
camp'd with ais Army. |

The Siege of Jeruſalem by Ceftius. 


Grippa perceiving the Romans were in mm. 
nent Danger, refolv'd to try it by fair Meang 
he could reduce the Jews to a better 'L emper, and 
p<rſuade them to deiift from Hoſtility. To that 
end he ſent two of his C :ptains, Berc.eus and Phe. 
bus, ro them, promiſing them a Pardon in the 
Name of Ceſtius and the Romans, if they would lay 
down their Arms, and return to their Obedience; 
but the Rebels ſlew Phobus before he ſpoke x 
Word, and Borceus bein wounded, with difhcul. 
ty eſcap'd. The People were much diſpleasd 
with this Action, and therefore with Clubs and 
Stones drove them that were the Authors of it in. 
to the Lower Town. Ceſtius perceiving they were 
divided among themſelves, he tell upon them with 
his whole Army, pur them to flight, purſu'd rhem 
Jay, and pitch'd his Tents in a place cal. 
led Scopion, abuut 7 Furlongs from the Cay, The 
Jews were terrify'd at the Numbers and Order of 
the Romans, and therefore deferied the Out-parts 
of the City, and return'd into the Temple. C« 
ftius pailing by Becheza, burnt Senopols and rhe new 
backer, and took up his Quarters near the ings 
Palace ; 2nd had he then gave a bold Attack, 
had taken rhe City, and put an end to the War; 
but Tyrannus Priſcus General of the Infantry, and 
other Officers, being corrupted by Florus, they 
rolonz'd the War, while a "Thouſand Calamimes 
befel the Jews. Ananus the Son of Jonathas offerd 
Ceſtius ro open the G- 3. but either out of Anger, 
or Diſtruſt. he ſlighca tis Kindneſs ; and the Re- 
bels underſtanding the Treachery, with Stones 
forc'd Aranus and his Complices to throw them- 
ſelycs over the Wa!l for Safery. Then the =o 
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went into the "Towers, and from thence beat off 
thoſe th.t atcempred to ſcale the Walls. Five Days 
rocerher C:/*ius on every fide attack'd the Walls, 
but to nv purpoſe: 'T'hc t1xth Day, with his choice 
Officers und Soldiers, and Bow-men, he 2flaulted 
the Temple on the North fide ; and tho” they 
were often repuls'd by the Jews, yet the Front of 
tne Romans carrying their Shields over their Heads, 
aad leaning againſt rhe Wall, and their Followers 


joining their Shields to the firſt, and continuing. 


this Order to the Rear, they made a Defence 
which the Romans call a Torto;/e, where no Darts 
nor Arrows can do them any Injury ; and by this 
Means the Romans undermin'd the Walls, and at- 
tempted to fire the Gates of the Temple. Ar this 
Approach the Rebels were terrify'd, and many 
fled, ſuppoſing the City would immediately be ra- 
ken ; and the People rejoic'd, and reſolv'd to © 

the Gates to Ceftius their Friend. But I think God 
was ſo diſpleas'd with this ſinful wicked People, 
that he ſafter'd the War to be prolong'd for their 
zreater Puniſhment ; for Ceſt;us, without regard- 
ing the Gaod Will of the Pcople, or the Fears, 
Perplexicies and Defparation of the Rebels, and 
without having receiv'd any prejudice in his Ar- 
my, he unadviſedly rais'd the Siege, and departed 
from the City ; at whoſe unexpected Retreat rhe 
Rebels rook courage, and purſu'd him, killing 
both Horſe and Foot in his Rear ; and as Ceftiug 
march'd forward through ſtrait Paflages, the Jews 
fo gall'd them, that the Raman Army was much 
leflen'd, withour doing any prejudice to their E- 
nemies. Arlengrth, with great Fatigue they arri- 
ved at Gabio, where they pitch'd their Tents. Ce- 
ftius continu'd here but rwo Days, for ſeeing the 
whole Country fill with Jews, he order'd his Army 
to kill all their Mules and Afﬀes but what carry'd 
Ammunition, and throw away all Incumbrances 
that mighe hinder their {ſpeedy Flight, and then 
he march'd towards Bethoron. In open Ways the 
J-ws did the Romans no harm, bur in eyery veg 
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and Precipice they fo wounded and kili'd them | 

with their Darts and Arrows, that the Roman; c

| | The Cruelty of thoſe of Damaſcus againſt the Jews, 
NN ſome of the wiſer and better ſort among 
ns, looking upon Jeruſalem as a Ship 
that was f{inking, withdrew themſelves from the 
Danger ; but Antipas, who refus'd to fly with the 
reſt; and was be eg'd in the King's Palace, was 
kill'd by the Rebels. Ceftius in hopes to excuſe 
himſelf, ſends Coſtabarus, Saul and Philip, who fled 
| ro him from Jeruſalem, to Nero, in Achaia, to charge 
the C:uſe and ill Succeſs of this War on Flerus : In 
the mean time, the People of Damaſcus taking Ad- 
vanrage of the J-ws that liv'd among them, who 
being aflembl'd unarm'd, in a narrow place, they 
kill'd 10000 of them. Eleazar had rhe principd 
Authority in [eruſalem, and ſent Governors 
Caprains iato .all other places : J-/us Son of Sqp- 
pas was ſent Gov ernor into Idumer, Joſephus Son of | 
| Simon was ſent ts Jericho, Manaſſes beyond rhe Ri | 
| | * Authw of VEr |rdan, John the Efſean ro Taama, * ]-ſ-phus Son 
$3 chis Mifory, of Matthias was made Governor of Galilec, and jon

nites and Acrabatena. 

When Joſephus came into Galilee, he courted the 
Friendſhip of the Inhabitants, and made the Great 
Ones Sharers with him in his Autharity ; and be- 
ing aflur'd the Romans would come into Galilee, 
he wall'd the principal Towns, fortify'd all Pla- 
ces of Importance, and liſted 1 00000 young Men, 
kt for Service; and conſidering that the only thing 
that render'd the Roman Armics invincible, was 
their Exactnefſs in Diſcipline, and Obcdience to 
their Officers, he did his utmoſt to inltrut them 
in both. 

Whilſt Joſephrs rhus regulated the Aﬀairs of Ga- 
lilce, there aroſe a "Traytor, whoſe Name was Jobn, 
the Son of Levias, who from a poor Eſtate, by his 
i] Practices became very rich and potent. He was 
2 notorious Lyar, and thought Deceit the greateſt 
Verte. He was a great Pretender to Humanity, 
and yet would commit the horribPſt Murthers for 
his own Advantage. He was at firſt a "Thief, agd 
Skulk'd about in Woods and folitary places ; bur 
at laſt gor a Company together like himfelf, an4 
increas'd them till he had rais'd them to the num- 
ber of 400 able Men, and with. them waſted all 
Judea ; and afpiring to the Government of Judea, 
he fought by all means to kill Joſephus, or render 
him lo hateful tothe People, thar rhey might de- 
poſe him : He caus'd a falſe Report to be ſpregd, 
that J:ſ-phus would betray the Country ro the Ro- 
mans ;, which 1o terrify'd his Guards, that they all 
forſcok him; the Rabble ſer his Houle on hre, 
and would have taken away his Life, if Provi- 
dence and his 'own Prudence had not preſery'd 
him, for Þ-5z letr no Way unatcempred 10 effect 
his Ruin ; bur Joſephus overcauac him, and all rhe 
Cities and Towns that fided with him. Now the

Hen the Emperor Nero underſtood his | 
ill Succeſs againſt the Jews, he wa 
ſeiz'd with Fear and Aſtoniſhmem; 
yer fo diflembl'd his Apprehenſions, as | 
if it happen'd rather through rhe ill Condu&. of 
his Gcneral Ceftius, than rhe Courage of his Ene- 
mies, tho' his Fears might be read in his troubld 
Countenance, and rhe Concern he had ro chuſe 2 
new General to be ſent againſt them : Ar lengrh | 
Veſpatian, who from his Youth had been exercisd | 
in War, vas concluded the fitteſt Perſon, and ſent | 
accordingly. Veſpatian went from Nero in Ac 
commanding his Son Titus to march the 5th 
1oth Legions from A!cx.ndria, anc himſelt _ 
f1 
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fng the Hellefpont, went by Land into Syria, and 
there allembVFd all the Roman Forces, and the Au- 
xiliaries of the ſeveral Kings that were Confede- 
rates with them. "The Jews, proud of their Vifto- 
ry over Ceſtins, knew no Bounds ot Moderation, 
but in Confidence that Succefs was now their Ser- 
vant, they march'd ro beliege an old Ciry, call'd 
Aſcalon ;, and Niger, Silas and Jon the Eflean were 
cheir Leaders. Aſcalon had ſtrong Walls, but few 
Men to defcnd them, having only one Company 
of Foot and one Troop of Horſe in the Gariſfon, 
commanded by Antonius, "The Jews made 
haſte rhither, and Arronins believing they would 
attack him, iflu'd from the Ciry with his Horſe, 
valiantly receiv'd their firſt Aflault, bear off thoſe 
that attempred to ſcale the Walls, and the Raw 
and Undiſciplin'd Jews fighting with experienc'd 
Soldiers, Foot againſt Horſe-men, without Order 
againſt well regulated Soldiers, and badly arm'd 
againſt Men equip'd for Service, my were eahly 
defeated ; for rhevr firit Ranks being broken, rhey 
were forc'd ro turn their Backs, and retiring to 
their Friends that look'd towards the Wall, .

| © army ſcouring though all Galilze, and find- 
L ing all the ſtour Men were fled into Garri- 
fons ro Joſephus, he kill'd all rhe weaker fort of 
People, and rhen turn'd his Forces againſt Jota- 
para, not doubting of ſucceſs ; but coming near 
the Town, he mer with ſuch a ſtout oppotition, as 
oblig'd him to retreat, and give over the Enter- 
prize. Veſpatian marches his Army into the bor- 
ders of Galzles, and Incamp'd there a while to ger 
all rhings in readineſs for a Siege. "The noiſe of 
his coming put the Jews into tuch a pannick tear, 
that the Jews liſted under Joſephus betook them- 
ſelves to their heels ; and ]Je/epius being left with 
a very few, retir'd out of danger, and wear to Ti- 
berias. In the mezn time Veſpartian fits down be- 
fore Gadara, took it at the krit Aſſaulr, burnt the 
City, and pur ail the Inhabitants ro the Sword 
without Mercy, in revenge of what they had done 
ro Ceſtius. Joſeprus ſeeing the dznger wherein the 
Jews were involv'd, wrote to the Governors and 
Nobility of the Jews in Jeruſalem, a true ſtate of 
their condition, defiring to know whether rhey 
would enter into a League with the Rom21s, or 


engage in a War againſt them. Veſpatian being 


inform'd by a Deſerrer, that J:ſ-phus was gone to 

Jerapata, and that if he could be taken all Judea 

would ſubmit. he ſends Placidus and Eburius before 
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him with 1000 Horſe, commanding them to In. 
velt the City round about, leſt Joſephus ſhoulg 
eſcape. "The next day he went himlelf with his 
his Army, and pitch'd his'Fents upon a Hill a. 
bour Seven ſtades diſtant ftroin the City, that the 
fight of his Army might terrihe the Inhabitants, as 
in truth it did ;, for ſeeing they had no way to 
eſcape, they made a Virtue of Neceſlity, and 
their Diſpair gave them Courage; ſo that when 
Vo! pation att ck'd their Walls, Joſephus iflues out of 
the City, aftaults the Reonazs with great brave 
and drove them from the Walls, tho' their own 
Lofs was 75 great as their Enemies. The Fight 
continu'd till the Evening. "The next day the Af. 
fault began with equal Reſolution and Cov 
in both Partics, and fo continu'd five days toge. 
ther, yet the Town remain'd untaken. Then 
Veſpatian relolv'd to make a hotter Siege, and 
gave order for a Mount to be rais'd againſt the 
weak« ſt part, and plac'd a hundred and threeſcore 
Engines that threw Stones, to beat thoſe Jews from 
the \Wall that annoy'd thoſe that were raiſing the 
Mount ; but the Jews ifluing our, and pulli 
down the Hurdles thar ſecur'd the Workmen, they 
drove them trom their ſtations, and thy ay" fee- 
ing he was not able ro rake the Ciry by Storm, 
he rce{olv'd to Fatigue his Men no longer, but 
wait, and f:miſh them into a Surrender. Water 
was the only neceſſary like to be wanting, there 
being no Fountain in the City, therefore Joſephus 
ro preſerve what they had, deliver'd it our by 
Me: fure , and knowing the Romans depended 
much upon that ſcarcity of their Water, be 
czus'd feveral Cloths ro be wetted, and hung on 
the ourfide of the Walls, that the water might 
run from the Cloths in the fichr of rheir Enenves. 
The R mars imagining it they wanted Water, 
they wauld not watt it thus in mockery, left 
Dehgn of Famiſhing the Ciry, and reſolve 0 
take it by Force. The j-ws were glad to he-r it, 
{;ng rather to dic by the Sword than by Thirſt of 
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Hunger. Jo/epius feeing the City in fich darigers 

lays a defignto eſcape ; but at the peoples arneſt 
Requeſt, reſolves ro take his Fortune with them, 

and —_— them to Fight, they iflue out of 
the City, kill d the firſt Gu.rds, went as far as 
the Roman Tents, tore the Skins they vere made 
of, fired others, with many of their Engines, and 
continuing this courſe ſeveral Days and Nights 
together fuccetlively, they did the Romans great 
iuries. And now Veſpatian thinking himleit Be. 
fieg'd, reſolves to batrer their W.lls with a Ram, 
which is a grezt Beam like the M-ft of a Ship, 
arm'd at the end with miſly Iron like 2 i«47s- 
Head. It hangs on another Beam with Ropes, 
like the Beam of a pair of Scales. The Besm ir 
hangs on lies a-croſs, is held up with two props, 
which being drawn back by rhe ſtrength of Men, 
and then ecidly ſhov'd forward, it ſtrikes the 
Wall with the Iron-head and batters it down. 
This Engine was fet up, and the hrit ſtroke fo ter- 
ribly ſhook the Wall, that the Inhabuans made 
as ſad 2 cry as if the City had bcen taken. Joſe- 
phus ſeeing them ſtil] beat in one place, and the 
Wall like to be Demoli{h'd, he fll'd facks with 
Chaft, and letring them down in that place where 
the Ram ſtruck, they broke the force of the blow, 
and by this invention the Romans mils'd their end. 
The Roman: counterplot this {tratagem, by faſt- 
ning Sythes ro the Engines that cut the Scks to 
pieces. Being thus diſappointed J-ephu com- 
pounds a mixture of Pirch and Brini.:ne nd 
with it ſers fire on their Eugin-s and che combuſtt- 
ble matter with which they had rais'd thor Bat- 
teries; ſo thar now the Romans had enough to do 
to ſecure their Lives, for in ene hours time the 


Jews had burnt and deftroy'd all the Works which 


the Romans had with ſo much time and labcur 
been raifing. In this conflict One S.:mpſon of Eica- 


zara J:» perforn'd an Aftion that deſerves eteT-, 
nal Mem-.cy ; for he threw a great ſtone with io. 


-auch force az2inſt tae Ram, that he broke off, che 
E.2 Head, 
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Head, and leaping down among his Enemi 
brought it oft; and tho” unarm''d,and wounded with 
five Arrows, he climb'd up the Wall, and 
ſtood ſhewing it to his Enemies, till with the 
Lofs of much Blood he fell down, and dy'd of his 
Wounds. 

'I'wo Brethren of R:math Gilead alſo ſhew'd x 
extraordinary Vzlour, in affaulting the oth Le. 
£10n ot rhe Romans, breaking their Ranks, and 


putting all to fiighr that oppos'd them. Joſe 
alſo and thofe that follow'd him burnt the Tem; 


and Cabins of the 5th and 1oth Legions, and de. 
ſtroy'd tneir Engines. In the Evening the Remax 
erectcd another Ram in the fame place, and Vep 
tian was ſho: in the Foot with an Arrow, buti 
having almoſt lolt its Force by flying far, ir dit 
him limle harm. "The Romans ſeeing their Gene 
ral bleed, artack'd rhe Walls with greater Fury, 
and kill'd abundance of the Jews that defende 
them. "Ihe Engines that threw Stones made 

Slaughter among the Citizens ; one that foo 
near Joſephus on the Wall, was [truck wirh a Stare 
which carry'd his Head from his Body three Fw- 
longs off, as if it had bcen thrown in a Sling. 4 
Woman big with Child was hit on the Belly witt 
2 Stone from one of thefe Engines, that carry 
th? Child out of her Body rhree Furlongs fromthe 
place where ſhe ſtood ; fo great is the Forced 
their Engines.

and the great Number of rhe Slain had fo fill: 
the Ditch before the Wall, that rhe Romans migh 
have ealily paſs'd over the dead Bodies into th 
City, where was nothing to be heard but Cre 
and Lamentations.

them. I/.ſp::ian ſends rwo Tribunes, Paulinus and 
Galicanct;::s, to perſuade him to come our, with 
Promiſe of his Life and Safery ; and rhey not pre- 
vailing. he ſent Nicanor the Tribune, one of Joſe. 
phus's particular Friends and Acquiintance, which 
after a long Devate with himicl , induc'd him to 
accept of I/.ſþatiar's Offer ; but firſt he pray'd to 
God on this manner : O Grear Cr22tor of the World,

fecing "tis thy Pleaſure to ruin the Jewiſh Nation, ard 
oblige the Romans, and vijt choſen me” to fore-tel 
Things to come I ſuimit to thy good Pleaſure, and wil

Seif as thy deputed Minifler. Having thus conchu- 
ded his pious Ejaculations, he yielded himſelf to 
Nzc:nr : Burt they who were inthe Cave with him 
cry'd out ; Meat is becomes :f jawr Love to our Law: ? 
Mppere are the nencrous Sou's, that at their firſt Cres- 
tion God injpcr'd with the Co;:rempe of D2ath and Suf- 
fering 2 4-2 you, Jolephus, /o fond of Life, as to be- 
coraz 4 willing Si\ave 2? No! If thou haſt ſo much forget 
thy ſelf xs tc tulnnit to our maven Enemics, we will leud 
thee our Se» ds, to die lite tne Cenvral of the Jews ; 
and if twictr Fiſt fo noble 4 Deaths, thou fhais die 
our H:::45 lil: a Fraztor to thy Coun.ry? nd then 
chev threatcifd ro ki! kim if he yielded r6 rhe Ro- 
mans, "Fefepines eving is Danger, and that Her 
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4y'd before he had reveal'd thoſe Things to his 

Country which God had commanded, he ſhould 

fail in his Duty to God ; therefore he thus beſpoke 

them: © Why, my Friends, do you cover to be 

« your own Murtherers ? "Tis Honourable to die 

« in War, but by no other Way than the Conque- 
&* ror's Arms, according to the Law of Moſes. If I 
& had ask'd the Romans to ſpare my Lite, I deſcrv'd 

* to dic by my own Hands : But to rctule Life 

when ofter'd, is 2n Argument of Folly, and not 

of true Courage. To kill one's felt where Ne- 
ceflity requires ir, is an Act of Bravery ; but to 
throw away one's Life ar random, is a Sign of 
Cowardize. a heinous Offence to the Deity, and 
a Sin againſt the Law 'of Nature, whoſe Firlt 
Principle 15 Selt-Prefervation. No Man may 
divorce his Soul from his Body, withour a fſpe- 
cial Command or Liccnle from God that united. 
them. Our Bodies are form'd of corruptible In- 
gredicnts, but our Souls are immortal ; and if 
ſeparated from the Body by Ways Honourable 
and Lawful, he places them in Heavenly Man- 
ſions ; and after rhe Revolution of rhe Heavens, 
they ſhall be re-mandecd to animate Uncantami- 
nated Bodies : Burt thoſe that lay violent Hands 
upon themicives, ſhall be conhn'd in a dark =nd4 
* diſmal tcl), rheir Sins ſhall be inflicted upon 
© their Poſterity, and their Bodies ſhould lie un<- 
** bury'd till the Evening. Other Nations cauſe 
© their Rizht Hinds to be cut off that have kill'd 
* themſelves ; for as the Soul was by fo baſe an 
* Action divorc'd from the Body, fo the Inſtru- 
* ment deferv'd a Sepagation alfo. Therefore, my 
* Companions, do not ofitnd the Law of God, by 
* mjuring your fclves , for 'tis no Diſparagement 
* r0'Qur tionours, to rcceive our Liycs as a Gift 
* from the All-congquering Romans.” 

Jeſ-phus ſpoke a great deal more to the fame pur- 
pole, yet they were deat to all his Specches, and 
drew thcir Swords to kill him :; but he looking 
ternly upon fore, and holding the Hands of o- 


thers, 
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others, they had no power to execute their Int 
tions ; to whom he ſpake again atter this manne. 
Tf you are reſolv'd to dic, let us caſt Lots who ſhalt 4, 
the Office, and not kill our ſelves : To which they al 
ſubmitted, and by the Providence of God Jo: 
lus and another were the two laſt left alive. 2 
Fiim Foſephus perſuaded to live, and thus deliver 
himſelf from an imminenr Danger, and went with 
Nicanor to Ve-fpatian. All the Romans crouded to 
ſee him, ſome crying our to kill him, whilſt other; 
admir*d him, and pity'd his adverſe Fortune ; by 
eſpecially, Ti:us admir'd his Courage and Conſtan. 
cy under his great Atflictions ; and conſidering his 
Age, what he had been, and how bravely he had 
av*'d himſelf in the Wars, was forry to ſee hoy 
deſpicably he look'd in the Hands of his Enemies; 
for it ſhew'd him the Power of Fortune, the un. 
certain Chance of War, and the Mutability of all 
Humane Pretenfions ; the Contemplation whereof 
made Titus the greateſt Agent in his Preſcrvation. 
Vefpatian commanded he ſhould be ftridtly kepr, 
derermining to ſend him unto C«far ; which Joſe 
hus aakerbantte g, he delir'd the Favour of a few 
Words with Veſp::ian in private; and all being 
withdrawn bur Tirus, and two other Friends, he 

faid : 

Tou think that you have only Joſephus your Priſe- 
ner ; but I am alſo a Meſſcnger to you from God, con- 
cernins Affairs of greater Emergency. TI knew that by 
the Laws of my Country, T ougi: to have dy d, and not 
have been taken by my Enemies. Tru now have purps- 
fed to ſend me to Cxſar; but conſidering the ſhort time 
that Nero, an: /is Succeſſors that ſhall. precede you, 
have to livs, it weie betcer To keep me with you; for 
36u, O Veſpatian, ſha!' b- Czar, and Emperor of 
Rome, and your Son TI tus -frer 30u ; And fince 0u 
wiil bs Loris of all the Hol, ai. are particulari) 
my Cenquzrors, frees ma yoir own Pi iſcuzr ; and if 1 
hace wid Fol a3iy *bias vur Whit Gul bas reveal'd 79 
in: then puniſh me as tw? Crime Hofervcs. 
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Veſpatian believing he ſaid this to fave his Life, 
gave little Credit to his Relation ; but finding af- 
terwards that he had fore-told the Truth in other 
Inſtances, particularly that Fotapara ſhould be ra- 
ken after 47 Days Siege, he belicv'd alſo the Pre- 
diction which concern'd himfelt, and therefore he 
gave him Clothes, and treated him civilly, bur ſtill 
kept him a Priſoner; and Titus greatly honour'd 
him. The 4th Day of Fuly Veſpatian march'd to 
Prolemais, from thence to Cefarca, where he was 
receiv'd joyfully, for they were generally Greeks, 
that lov'd the Romans, but es: the 7ews, and there- 
fore requeſted Veſpatian to put Foſephus to death ; 
but that Great Man fcorn'd fo mean an Action. 


CHAP. VAL 
Joppa and 'Tiberias yie/ded to the Romans. 


Mulcitude of "Thieves and Rebels being got 

A. together, they re-built the City of Feppa, 
that had been ruin'd by Ceftivs, built them Ships, 
turn'd Pirates, and robb'd the Phenicizns, Syrians 
and Egyptians. Veſpatian being ſenfible of their 
heinous Practices, fent Horſe and Foot againſt 
Joppa ; who finding the City unguarded, enter'd 
it by Night without any Oppolition, and the In- 
habinants fled aboard their Ships, which were ri- 
ding about a Flight-ſhot from Shoar. Next Mor- 
ning ſprung up a ſtiff Gale from the North, and 
drove ſome Ships foul of one another, dafh'd o- 
thers againſt the Rocks, and thoſe that put to Sea 
were Bro'd 2gain to Shoar, and ſtav'd to pieces. 
The Tempeſt drove them from Sea, and the Ro- 
mans from the Shoar, fo that the Air was hl 'd with 
the Cries of thoſe that expected rw be drown'd, 
and the Noife of the Ships daſhing againſt rhe 
Rocks and one another. Some of ihe Pirates kill'd 
themſelves fcr far of dro:vning, others were ſwal- 
I>v*d up by the Waves, others were daſh'd to 
pieces againſt the Rocks ; fo that the Sea was Cy'd 
Red with the Blood of thoſe that periſh'd KF; the 
SIT. 2006, Vater, 
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Water, and the Shore was cover'd with dead B 
dies ; for all that eſcap'd the Sea, were kill'd hy 
the Romans at their Landing, and 4209 dead Bg. 
dies were Caſt aſhore ; and the Roms having thus 
had an eafte Conqueſt, they deſtroy'd the City 
V-ſpatian ſoon after built a Caſtle in the ſame place 
and Garifon'd it with Foot and Horſe, thar the 
Foot mighr prevent rhe Jews from Re-ſertling there 
and the Horſe-men make Incurſons and ſpoil the 
Country. 

Various Reports were brought to Jeruſalem of 
the Action at Jorzpata ; one while they heard thar 
Joſephus was ilain, and the whole City mourn'd for 
him 30 Days, and hir'd Muſicians to ſing his Fu. 
neral-Elegies; at length they were intorm'd the 
Truth, that he was alive, and a Priſoner to the 
Romans ; and now they hated him living, whom 
they mourn'd for as d : ſaying, He was a Coward, 
a Traytor ;, and the whole City vented reproachful 
Speeches againlt him, and were more encourag'd 
to War againſt the Romans, in hopes to be reven- 
ged of Joſephus allo. 

Veſpatian having feaſted himſelf, and refreſh'd 
his Soldiers 20 Days in Ceſarea Philippi, in Agrip- 
pa's Kingdom, hearing that Tiberias and Tariches 
were revolred, he fent his Son Titus to Tiberis, 
who encamp'd at Enabris, where the Seditious 
might behold his Army ; and from thence he ſent 
Vaterianus. 2 Captain, with 5o Horſe, to perſuade 
them to Peace, for he had notice thar the Inhabi= 
rants were inclin'd to it, but were over-power'd 
by ſome R-vels zmong them. Vrſerianus and his 
Compan' lighred near the Walls, to ſhew he came 
on 2 neaceuble Errand , but beforc he could ſpeak, 
the Seaitious whereof one T:ſ::5, who hid been a 
Coptain of Thieves, wz.3 their Leader. iffu'd out 
acainſt kin; and Valerius not prefuming to h-ht 
without Orders from his Gener:.1. ficd a y I 
I>-: yith tive otners, I-aving his Horſes . .. "he 
rſt -» hind him, whom Jus and his Fc it wers 
took, :.2d Drought ingo the City. tne Senarors 
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and chiefeſt Citizens dreading the confequence of 
this Treachery, went to King Agrippa, who had 
them to Veſpatian ;, they threw themſelves at his 
Feet, and belought him to ſparc the City, and not 
conclude the whole was hke thoſe few wicked 
People who had juſtly merited his Difpleafure, bur 
that he would compathonate the People who al- 
wavs honour'd the Romans, and only puniſh the 
Authors of this Rebellion. Veſpatian mov*'d by 
their carneſt Intreaties, pardon'd the Citizens, and 
Jeſus and his Confederates fled to Tarichea. The 
next Day the Citizens open'd their Gates, and re- 
ceiv'd Veſpatian with joyful Acclamarions, and 
wiſhing him Proſperity as their great BenefaCtor. 


CHAP. Ix. 
The Siege of Tarichza. 


Ye march'd from Tiberias, and encamp- 
ed near Tarichea ; and fore-ſeeing the Siege 
would continue long, for all the Rebels truſting ro 
the Strength of the Walls, and the Lake joining to 
it, which was call'd Genazareth, they all flock'd 
thither, having Ships in thar Lake ro carry them 
off if there were Occaſion. Whilſt the Romans 
were intrenching themfelves, the Rebels iflu'd out 
and flew the Work-men ; bur being purſu'd by the 
Romans, they were forc'd to take their Ships, and 
{tanding off a linle diſtance, ſhot Arrows againſt 
their Enemies that were aſhore. Veſpatian being 
alſo inform'd there were great Numbers of them 
1n another place, he ſent his Son Tirus againſt chem 
with 600 Horſe ; 2nd he fnding their Numbers 
too great tv encounter, fent to his Farther for a 
greater Force, and in the mean while ſpoke thus 
to tis Soldiers: O Romans, I muſ? firſt remind you 
who, and of what Nation you ars, and againſt whom 
you are to fight : For your ſelves, no N<tion has ever yet 
been able ro eſcape your Vigour ; ard the Jews, though 
they are grown deſperate, yet lock upon themſelves as 
conquer d ; and if they behave thcemſetoes fo floutly in 
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extream Miſery, what ſhould we do that are in Prof] 
rity ? T am highly pleas'd to ſee your chearful G_ 
nances ; but leſt the Number of your Enemies ft. | 
| diſcourage you, conſider they are weak , unarm'd, obſer, 
| 0 Order, and may be cald a Rabble, or Mob, rathe, 
' than an Army. Vittory depends not on Number; bu 
| Diſcipline and Valour ; let us therefore atchjeve - V;. | 
| Hory before others come to help us, that the Honour m,,, | 
be all our own, and I be thought worthy of being the gg |. 
of Veſpatian. Veſpatian alſo ſent Antonius and Sil, 
with 2200 Archers, to the Mountains oppoſe tg 
the Ciry. to beat them from the Walls that defer. 
ded it. Then Titus charg'd the Enemy with hi; 
Horſe, and drove the Jews with great Confufin 
rowards the Ciry, of which many were kill'd be. } 
fore they could enter. Art their Return a bitter 
Diflention happen'd among them ; which Tim 
over-hearing, cry'd out to the Romans ; This is the 
Hour, Fellow-Soldiers, wherein God will deliver the Jew;

CHAP. 
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CHAT. A. 
A Deſcription of the Lake of Genazareth, 


HE Lake of Genazareth takes its Name from 
the adjoining Country :; *tis 40 Furlon 
broad. and 100 long, ſweet, clear, and colder than 
all other Waters, and fo continues tho? expos'd ro 
- the Sun ro warm it. *Tiis full of Fiſh, bur of dif- 
f-rent Shape and Taſte from all other Fiſhes. Jor- 
4:n runs through the midſt of this Lake, and Pa- 
2ium 1s ſuppos'd to be the Head or Fountain from 
whence it is deriv'd ; bur in truth, it has its Origi- 
nal from Phiala, from whence it runs under Ground 
120 Furlongs from Ce/area, towards the Way thar 
| leads tro Trachoniris, This Source is calld Phialz 
by reaſon of its roundneſs ; and the Water till 
keeps within the Brinks, withour increaſing or di- 
miniſhing. No Man knew this to be the Head of 
Jordan, ill Philip the Tetrarch diſcover'd it by 
throwing Straws into Phiala, and finding them car- 
ry'd to Panium. Upon this Lake borders a fertile 
Country of the fame Name, in which Trees, Fruits 
and Plants, of difterent Qualities and Natures, will 
grow and flouriſh ; as Nut-Trees, that of all Fruit 
require a cold Soil; Palrm- Trees, that require great 
Heat; and Figs, that require a Temperate Air : 
So that one may conclude, Nature has here ſhew'd 
her greateſt Art, in reconciling and uniting dif. 
agreeing Qualities, and (which is very ſtrange } 
in preſerving Figs, Grapes ard all other Fruits 10 
Monrhs together every Year. *T'is water'd by a 
Fountain call'd Capernaum, which many ſuppoſe ro 
be an Arm of Nilus, becauſe it breeds Filhes like 
the Corbe, which Spawn only in a Lake near Alc- 


xandria.

ſeparated the Strangers, as the Cauſe of the War 
from the Citizens ; and conſulting how to diſpoſe 
of theſe Rebels, 'rwas thought the ſafeſt un 
kill them ; for if they were permitted to live. hz. 
ving no Habitations, they would join themſelye 
with other Rebels, and make new Work for the 
Reman: to fubdue them ; and tho' the General had 
promis'd them their Lives, yet the Romans 

and Advantage was to be preferr'd before Hone. 
ſy, where one of thoſe Ways muſt be taken ; Fs, 
ſay they, nothing 1s unlawful againſt the Jews. Y%

Tiberias, the Romans planted themſelves on every 
{ide even to Tiberias, and ſhut them up in theCity; 
preſently Ve/p 1:5an came, and having inclos'd them 
in the Amphitheatre, that none might eſcape, he 
kill'd 1200 Pcrſons, who were too old or too 
young tor Service, and fent 6000 able Men to 
Nero, to work :t the Timus near Corinth. The 
reſt of the Multitude he fold, to the Number of 
30400 Perſons, belides thoſe he gave ro King 4 
grippa, who fold all that were his own Subyech; 
the reſt were Fugitives, and Seditious People 
Trachonitis, Gaulonitis, Hippencs and Gadara, whoſe 
Contempt of the Romans began the War. They 
were taken the 6th of rhe Ides of, Seprember, Anno 
CHriſts 69. 
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Gamala Bzſieg'd. 


HE fate of J-r4pate and Tarichea, made 

all the Cines, Towns and Caſtles of Ga- 

lilee that had revolted, yield to che Ro- 

mans, except Giſcala, Mount Itaburium, 
and Gamala, fcituate on the Lake, over againſt 
Tariciea im Agrippa's Kingdom, which was ſtrong- 
er than Jorapata, Ir ſtood on a Hill in the midſt 
of a high Mountain repreſenting a Camei, which 
the Hebrews call Damel, and thence took its name; 
but the Inhabitants have corrupted it into Gama. 
In the Front and on each {1de are deep Valleys 
difficult to be defcended, and was only affailable 
on that ſide where ir join'd to the Mountain, 
which the Inhabitants had now render'd inacceth- 
ble, by cutiing a deep Ditch at the enterance ; 
which, tho' invincible by its natural fciruation, 
yer J:/:phu;had made :r ſtronger by encompatling 
tt with a Wall, Mines and Ditches ; fo that feven 
Months they reiiſted all the Forces that Agrippa 
ſeat to beliege it. I':þatian decamping taom Am-

Jews prefs'd them ſo hard, that in the firſt ren. 
counter they could paſs no further ; and flying 
F into the upper City, they drove the Roman: into 
F the Valleys, kill'd many, beſides thoſe that were 
| trod to death by their Rolvs, in crouding thro 
the narrow os: And ſeeing they could neither 
flie, nor refilt their Enemies that were above them, 
they fled into Houſes on rhe Plain, and fill'd them 
fo full, that being overcharg'd with weight, they 
fell down upon other Houſes below them, and 
many Romans were buricd in the Ruins; and 
thoſe that kept the Streets, were (lain with Dar 
and Arrows deſcending from above them ; but x 
length they found a way and fled from the City. 

Veſpatian, who was always in the hotteſt pan 
of the Engagement, being gricv'd to ſee his Sol- 
diers {lain in the downfall of the Houſes, retir'd 
with a ſmall Party in the Higher City, and was 
there expos'd to great danger; but incouraging his 
Men, and athtited with a divine Power , they 
bravely defended themſclves from their Enemies 
| Darts and Arrows, till the Jews amiz'd at their 
Valour, abated their own Fury, and gave them 
| an opportunity to retreat without the Walls of the 
f City. Many Romans perifh'd in the F ight, and 
among the relt Ebutins a valtant Centurion, who in 
this, and other conflicts, had made great havock 
= among the Jews. Captain Gallus and Ten Syriaw 
j | had hid themſelves in a Houſe, and at Supper 
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heard the [ews diſcourte how they intended to uſe 
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the Roman: ; bur rh? Night they flew them all, 
and eſcaped to their Camp. Veſpatian ſeeing his 
Army dejeSted at their loſs, ſpoke to *em ater this 
manner. * Loffes muſt be endur'd with patience, 
* no Victory is obtain'd without Bloodſhed. 
* Fortune is always changing fides, and he is on- 
« ly worthy to be call'd a Valiant Man, that 
* chearfully bears Adverlity. This Misfortune 
** has not happcn'd by the courage or condutt of 
* the Jews, bur thro' the difhculty of the p.ice, 
* which was the only obſtacle ro our Vittory. 
* Your only Fault was in venturing too far, and 
* negleing your own Lives in hope of conquer- 
* mg: and now muſt rather think of revenging, 
* than ſorrowing for what 15 paſt : wherein I will 
* be the farſt ro begin, and the laſt rhar ſhail re- 
* treat.* "The Gamalaians rejoyc'd at their ſuc- 
ceſs, bur when they conſider'd they had loſt all 
hopes of Pardon, that Provition was fcarce, and 
Warer fail'd ; tho' ſome valiant Jews defended the 
Breaches, and the Walls that were unbatter'd, yer 
many Hled by the Valleys, and through Vaults 
under ground ; and they that for fear of being 
raken, remain'd in the City, periſh'd through cx- 
rremity of hunger ; all the Food being kepr for 
thoſe that fought, whoſe Diſpair render'd them 
Couragtous. 

Veſpatian now ſent Placidws againſt thoſe thar 
kept the Mountain Itaburium ; which, tho* 20 
Furlongs over, Joſephus inclos'd it with a Wall in 
49 days, and great Numbers flock'd to it for fate- 
ty. Placidus having none bur Horſe, and therefore 
could not aſcend rhe Mountain, petfwaded them 
to peace upon hopes of pardon, but with inten- 
tion to draw them into the Plains. The Jews alfo 
deſcended as tho they would treat, bur indeed de- 
fgn'd ro infaare him; but Placiduss Stratagem 
prevail'd ; for the Jews aflaulting him art the bot- 
tom of the Mountain, he feign'd a flight, and 
when the Jews had purfu'd him a great me no 
the Plains, he tac'd about, kil'd fome, an pre: 
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vented the reſt from aſcending the Mountain ; f 
the remainder fled to Jeruſatezz, and the Moun. 
tain was yielded unto Placidus.

Hree Roma Soldiers of the 15th Legion, by 
break of day on ihe 27th of Otober, had 
uicermin'd the bighelt 'Fower in their Quarter, 
and entcring it witagut nozſe, remov'd five of the 
Foundation Strnvs, Iwp'd trom it, and im- 
meaiatcly the "Power feil with a hideous noiſe, 
and xilt'd thoſe th:ir kept it; but the Remans re.

- Aoancwer tor the Remans misfortune in his ab- 
ſence, with 200 Horfe, and fome chofen Foa, 
enter'd the City without any oppoſition ; and the 
Cittzcns hearing the \Watch call t 4{r7ms, believd 
that Tiras was emcer'd, and therefore took their 
\\ ives and Children. and with lamentable cries 
enter'd the Caſtle. Others met Titus and were all 
put tr» the Sword, and they that could nor reach 
the Cuſtle fell among the Rem: Guards, and were 
all cut ro pieces. Nov? the Skies were hid with 
the Groans and Cries of dying jcws, and the 
Lower City flow'd with rheir Blug,d. Veſpatian 
led his whole Army againſt th Caſtle which was 
very high, and fcarce : cc21i.ble ; fcituare in 2 
itrong place, cnviron'u with Vauirs, Dens, Ditch 
cs, and ffrong Rocks. "The } ws with Stoncs,

hcadiong down the Precipices into the Valleys 
undcrncuth ; and the crueitics of the Remans was 
not greater, than what the ]-ws us'd to themſelves; 
for only 4090 periih'd by the Reman Swords, but 
thoſe that killd themſclves wer2 above 5000 
Souls. Not one efcap'd but two Women that 
were Siſters, and Daughters of P5i/ip Son ro Joz- 
c:im, a worthy Man and General of Agrizp!'s Ar- 
my, who hid rhenifelves when the City was taken, 
for then they fſpar'd not the very Infants.: And 
thus was Gamala deſtroy'd the 22d of OEtober, 
which began to Rebel the 2.11t of Szprember.

"Thus Titz 
peaceably enter*'d the Ciry, caufing his Soldiers 
to break down a piece of the Wall, as it were to 
rake poſlethon of the whole, and fo puniſh'd the 
Seditious rather wyh Threats than Torments ; 
and for fear of puniſhing the Innocent, he par- 
don'd the Guilty, that fear and ſhame of reiap- 
{ing might keep them in Obedience, and thus 
with much toil the Romans conquer'd all Galilee. 


CHAT. IV. 
The beginning of the Deſtruttion of Jeruſalem. 


AS ſoon as John enter'd Jeruſalem, rhe Citizens 

enquir'd what new Calamities had befel their 
Nation ; bur he us'd them deceitfully, weakning 
the power of the Romans, and extolling the Cou- 
rage of their own Nation; and thar tho' they had 
taken Giſcala a weak "Town, they were not able 
to force the Walls of Jeruſalem, tor all their En- 
gines were broken ; and this made the Young- 
Men fond of War, whilſt the wiſer forr forefaw 
und bewail'd the Ruin of the City. Now all the 
Cities of the Jews were in civil diſcord, and when 
the Romans did not attack rhem, they fought a- 
gainſt, and ruin'd one another. Firlt they began 
ro Rob one another fingly, and then multiply'd 
into Troops, and ſpoil'd all rhey could conquer, 
and prodigally waſting Proviftions, they brought 
in a Famine, as well as unnatural Difſentions. 
From Robbing and Stealing, they proceeded ro 
open and notorious:Murders on the chief of their 
N, obility, and created and depog'd the High-Prieſt 
at their Pleafare. From theſe Inhumanirtes the 
Thieves advanc'd to Impietics againſt God, and 
with prophate and impure Feet enter'd rhe holy

The Citizens knew there was no abiding the Ciry, 
unleſs they expelPd the Thieves ; and the Thieviſh 
Zealsts knew there was no :lopes of Pardon, unleſs 
they were Victors ; and therefore each continu'd 
hehring, till they drove the Jealors by degrees into 
te Temple, into which 4n4uus and his Compan 
torc'd themſelves alfo, and broke the Body of their 
Enemies. 'Then rhey in the Outer "Temple fled 
into the Iaward Temp::, and ſhut the Gates up- 
on them. Ainanus would offer no Violence ro the 
Holy Gates, and therciore choſe 6000 EfteCtive 
Mea to keep the Porches, bur Jo; that fied from 
Giſchaia wrought the Ruin of them all ; for being 
full of Deccit, he always a1::2'd at thc Ruin of the 
Commonwealth, and now hop'd to effect it ;, tor 
pretending and ſwearing an catire Friendihip, and 


to defend rhe People againit the Thieves, he was 


admirted to their Countcls, and was privy to all 
their Reſolutions, and y ct kept 2 Correſpondence 
with the Thieves, and berray'd the lateariong of 
Ananus aryl his Party t9 thei, CHAP. 
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CHAT: V; 
How the Idumzans came into Jeruſalem, 


Leazar the Son of Simon, and Facharias Son of 
Amphicaius, the chiet of the "Thieves, hear. 
ing from Jon that their Deaths were determin'g 
by Ananus and his Faction, they fent two lpee. 
dy Meſſengers, both whoſe Names were Anania,, 
to the Governor of Idumea, acquainting him that 
Ananus had feduc'd the People, deſign'd to betra 
the Mother-Ciry J-ruſalem to the Romans ; whil 
they fghcing for their Liberty, were belieg'd by 
him in the Temple, and if they were nor. fpee. 
dily reliev*'d, mult fall into their Hands, therefore 
pray'd his ſpeedy Succour. "Phe Idumeans being 
prone to Sedition, like Mad-men affembl'd toge. 
ther 20000 Men, and under four Captains came 
to Jeruſalem, to hght for the Liberty of their Mo. 
ther-City ; but the Jews, rho' they knew nothing 
of the Meflengers going out of the City hither, 
yet having notice of the Idumeans Approach, they 
fhur rhe City-Gates againſt them rill they had 
made them ſenſible how Aﬀeairs ſtood amongſt 
them ; and to that end Jeſus, the eldeſt Prieſt next 
to Aranus, food in 2 Tower over againſt the Idu- 
means. and ſpoke to them as tollowerh.

lis : However, the Zea/o:s made uſe of this dif. 
mal Ni-hr. wherein few People ſtirr'd abroad, to

'Femple, furpriz'd and killd the Watch, and ler 
in the I{umeans, who paſs'd through the City, let 
our the Thieves in the Inner Temple, and join'd 
all rog*ther.

wealth. 4nanus was a good Man, of a juſt and 
upright Converſation ; and tho? he was Great in 
Dignity, Birth and Reputation, yet earneſtly con- 
ſulted rhe Liberty of rhe Subject, and the Honour 
and Authority of the Commonwealth. He pre« 
ferr'd the Intercſt of the Publick, before his own 
private Advantages; was always defirous of Peace, 
and had certainly fav'd Feruſz/em, if he had not 
been fo barb2rouſly raken off ; and if the 7ews had: 
had him for their Captain, the Res had not 
conquer'd them ſo eaſily. Next to him, in Piety 
and Prudence, was Zeſus ; but Almighty God ha- 
ving decreed the Ruin of the City, which was 
now polluted with all kinds of Abominations, and

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CHAP. L 
Another Maſſacre, and the Cruelty of the Zealots. 


Nanu and 7eſus being murther'd, the 1ds- 
means and Zealors {laughter'd the Citi- 
Zens as if they had been Savage Beaſts: ' 
They impriſon'd the Nobility, in hopes 
they would join with them; and they refuſing, 
vrere whipp'd cill their whole Bodies were but one 
Sore, and afterwards put to death. Thoſe that 
dy'd of their Torments in Priſon, were caſt out 
into the Streets, to make room for others; and 
none durſt bury or mourn for their murther'd 
Friends or Relations, bur they ſuffer'd the ſame 
Puniſhment : And after this manner were 12000 
young Noble-men ſlain. They ſcoff'd at the Ma- 
giſtrates, and contemn'd all their Orders ; fo that - 


having a mind to klll Zachary, one of the chickeſ 
an 
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and wealthieſt among the Nobility that they 
might enjoy his Eſtate, they call'd rogether 70 of 
the chickeſt Fews, to try and Judge him for corre- 
fpondin with the Romans ; ur maki no kind 
of Proc Fachary ſcorning the Rage of his Ene- 
mics. freely ſpoke his Mind, laid open all the Vil- 
lainies of the F-alors, and lamented the Calamities 
and deplorable Condition of rhe City. 

In the mean while the Zealors gnaſh'd their 
Teeth, could hardly forbear drawing their Swords, 
and demanded Judgment to be given againſt Za- 
chary. All the 70 Judges acquitted him, as inno- 
cent of the Crime objected againſt him : The Sen- 
rence being pronounc'd, the Zealors were a 
with the - pa tor not underſtanding for =. o A 
end this Mock-Authority was given them, and 
therefore two of the moſt aud.icious Thieves a- 
mong them kill'd Zachary in the midſt of the Tem- 
ple, ſaying, Thou zow haſt our Sentence and Abſolu- 
tion, far more righteeus than the other was ; and pre- 
ſcntly they threw his Body out of the Temple, into 
the Valley, and with the Hilts of their Swords beat 
the Judges out of the Temple. 

Now the Idumeans diſ-liking thefe Proceedings, 
were ſorry for their coming ; for being afſembhd, 
one of the Xealors impartrally rold the Idumeans 
the Baſenefſs of their Actions, and that inſtead of 
being Maintainers of Liberty, the Zealors were the 
greatelt Tyrants in the World; and therefore he 
advizd them ro depart, leſt all theſe Cruelties 
ſhould be charg'd upon rhe 1dumeans, They em- 
brac'd theſe Conkle and having ſet at libert 
2000 of the Vulgar People, they return'd to their 
own Dwellings. Al Partics rejoyc'd at their Ab- 
ſence; the Citizens, as deliver'd from their Ene- 
mies ; and the Thieves, as from thoſe that were 
a Check ro their Barbarmies, and therefore did now 
with greater Freedom exerciſe their Cruelries : 
They kill'd the Wiſe and Valiant; and hating the 
Nobility, endeavour'd not to leave one of them 
alive. They ſlew Gories and Niger Peraita, _ 
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for Riches, Birth, Dignity, and Love of the: 
Country, were in great Eſtimation : The L; - 
ſhew'd the Jealors the Scars and Wounds he = 
receiv'd in hghting fur his Nation ; but nothi 
moving their Compmion, nor procuring the Pp, 
miſe of a Burial, be pray'd God the Romans Shes 
revenge hi Blood upon them, and that Diſcord, pi 
and Famine might fill apon the City: And God on 
ing his Prayers, viſited them with all theſe C9” | 
mities. Niger being lain, and the Thieves del. | 
ver'd from the Apprehenſons they had of his 
ſing them, they grew till more cruel and bir. 
rous: Thoſe that had no Converſation with 
them. they kil'd as Perſons that deſpis'd their$. 
ciety : and thoſe that convers'd freely with then, 
were lain as Perfons that _ to betray them, 
In brief, the greareſt and leal weotendad! Offen. | 
ders were all puniſh'd with Death ; and no en: 
eſcap'd their Hands, unleſs he was extreamly 
poor, or of very baſe ExtraQtion. 


CHAP. IL

'F HE Roman Commanders hearing the Fews were

« set Strength, and be more able ro fight when 
« Neceſlity requires it ; and therefore, if we con- 
& ſalt our Glory or Prudence, we have nothing to 
« do but to look on, while tl1ey deſtroy themſelves ; 
« for if now we ſhould maſter them, it will not be 
& imputed to our Valour, bur their Inteltine Dif. 
* cords!” And this Advice was appuren.ly the 
beſt, for every Day many Fews fled to Veſparian, 
to eſcape the Fury of the Jealors, tho it was dan- 
gerous to fly, for all the Ways were guarded , bur 
thoie that could give the Watch-men Morey, had 
Leave to paſs ſafely ; and thoſe that couid not 
bribe them, were kill'd as 'Traytors ; fo that only 
Rich Men eſcap'd, and the Poor were murther'd. 
Great were the Numbers of unbury'd C.rc-fes, 
both without and within the City ; for the Jea- 
lots, like Wretches that had aboliſh the Laws of 
their Country, would alſo dehe God, and extin- 
guiſh the Law of Nature allo would not permit 
the Dead to be bury'd, but ſufter'd them to ror 
above Ground; and if any one attempted to give 
Sepulture to another, he was immediately kill'd, 
and left ro rot among his Neighbours. Nothing 
but unfpeakiuble Cruclties reign'd amongſt them : 
Juſtice was perverted, Religion was ſcoff'd at, the 
holy Oracles of the Prophets were derided, and 
eſteem'd bur Jclts and Fables; and thev now be- 
gan to find chat Prophecy true that fore-told their 
Deſtruction, viz. When Sedition ſhall reign among 
the Jews, and their own Hands ſhall violate ard de- 
file the Temple of God, and Holy Things ; then ſhall 
their City be deſtroy'd by War, and their Holy Places 
be burnt with Fire.

CHAP. VL 
How Gerafa was deſtroy'd, and of Nero's Death, 


Eſpatian reſolving to befiege Jeruſalem on every 

ſide, built Caſtles at Jericho and Adida, and 
left Garrifons there of the Soldiers that came ro 
his atliftance, and ſome Romans with them. He 
alſo fent Lucius Annius ts Geraja, with a Detach- 
ment of Foet and Horfe, who took it at the firſt 
Attack, flew 1009 Young-men that kad no time 
to flie, made Slaves of whole Families, gave the 
Plunder to his Soldicrs, fhr'd their Houſes, and fo 
proceeded to other Places. "They who were able 
fled, the weaker ſort were flain, and whatever 
came in their way they confſur'd it with fire. 
Thus all Places of ſhelter, whether on the Moun- 
rains, or in the Plains, being waſted and ruin'd 
by the War , the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem had ne 
place to retire to, either from the Jealors, or the 
Rom-ns, who were equally their Enemies. 

After Veſpatian was return'd to C.e{area, and with 
all his Army intended to march towards [eruſz/:m, 
News was brought him that N--o was dead, there- 
fore he deferr'd the Sicge, rill he knew the nex 
Emperor's pleaſure. Ar l-agth hearing that Galbes 
had fucceeded Nz-s, he f-nt his Son T-:us ro con- 
gratulate iuts fucceiftion, and receive his Orders 
concerning the Atturs of Ju!:1. King Azriry1 2c- 
company'd T'-15 to the fime <ft-t; and hewring 
at 4chai that (G:its was flain afier he had Rergivd 
Seven AM-nths, «nd Seven avs, and th:t Orfo 
was in the Imperial Throno, 4257p; prococded 
on bis Vorage, bar Tiras ( as God wouin have rt) 
cerurn'd to his Father in Cc/t+24. They bath were 
in ſuſDenc2 aut wort cnfuc, and who ſh1id be 
Frapuror , and rherctore neglected we Vir a- 
2»:in!t the Jews; and being concern'd for thy rrou- 
les of their Gyn Country, fervore mvacng 
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While the Romans lay {till, a new War 
out at J-»ufa/em among the Jews. Simon Son of 
G:ora born in Geraſa, Trad gain'd the Dominion 
of the City ; for having gather'd a great number 
or Thieves and Slaves, he robb'd and ſpoibd al} 
the Cour:ry , waſted the Country of Acraba 
and ith 20c00 Men fought the i.iwmeans, ang 
Drougnt it T0 a drawa Barrel, aid that Country be. 
ing 5<1: 37d into his rands 5y a perndious Idume. 
a2 Call'd J.cob, $.mon enter'd it without ſheddi 
blood, Firſt he took a little Viilage nam's _te. 
bron, which the Inhabirancs report, 1s not only 
more antient than z]| the Ciries ot that Ccuntry, 
bur older then Mew:p-.15 in Exypt; for they athirm 
*twas built 2300 Years 2go, and io izy that 4. 
brabam the Father of rhe Jews dwelt their, after 
he left Meſopotamia, and that his Poſterity went 
fro:n thence into Egypt : And indeed there is lome 

robability for this Relation ; for there are yet to 
e ſeen in that place, ſome antient Monuments, 
curioully wrought in fine Marble. Six Furlongs 
from the 'Town, grows a very tall Turpentine- 
tree, which they affirm has ſtood there, ever 
fince the firſt creation of tne World unto this day. 

S:mon having gain'd this place, he invaded 
Liumzs, and waſted all the Country ; for as after 
greet ſwarms of Locuſts, the Trees and Woods 
are fpoil'd : ſo wherefoever Simon eame the Coun- 
try was lcft defolate. The Zealors were greatly 
allarm'd at his growing power ; and fince they 
durit nor fight him in the Field, they laid Ambuſh- 
Es in his way, and took Simon's Wife and many 
Serv-rits, and return'd as joyfully ro the City 4 
tf they had ruken Simon's own Perſon , but Simon 
coming to the Walls of the City, behav'd him- 

elf {© like a Savage Beaſt, thar he kill'd all be 
rar - anc ::king them that went our of the Cit 

to gaiher \ 02d or Herbs, whether Young or Old, 
ke caus's them to be whip'd to dzath ; and only 
HF2med this piece of Cruelty ro compleat his 
V-;ckegdnets, rhac he did nor eat thezr dead Bo- 


Ur 
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dies. Many thart fell inro his clutches, he caugd 
their Hands ro be cut off, and ſent them into the 
City to terrify the People, and make them deferr 
the Zea/:rs : nd therefore for fear of further mig- 
chief, they return'd him his Wite, which ſomething 
allay*d his Choler. 


CHAP. VII 
Of Galba, Ortho, Virellius and Veſpartian. 


OW a Civil War broke out im Jzaly. Gal- 

ba was kil''d in the midſt of Rome by the 
Soldiers for being a Coward ; and Orho Warring 
againſt Vicelius who aſpir'd ro the Empire, hear- 
ing his own Army was overthrown by Valens and 
C.. "na, Vitellius's Generals ; Orho then at Brixels 
i: kimfelt, and his Soldiers rurning to Vireltiu:, 
h- m.:ch'd with his Army into Rome. Veſpatian 
the 5th of June left Czſarea, and march'd into thoſe 
parts of Judea thut were yer unconquer'd. Firſt, 
he ſubdu'd the rwo 'Toparchies of Acrabatena, and 
Gophnites, and after them Bethe! and Ephrem, and 
plucing Garriſons in them, he march*d to Jeruſa- 
lem, killing and taking captive all he mer, One 
of his Captains nam'd Cereals, with a Derach- 
ment of torfe and Foot, waſted all the Upper 
Idumea, and in his way took the Caſtle Capherra ; 
and Caphars yielded ro ham. From thence he 
went to Hebron near Jeruſalem, and forcing his wa 
into it, ſlew all he found there, and burn'd the 
City ; and having now ſubdu'd all Places except 
the Caſtles of Heredium, Maſſada and Macheron, 
which were kept by Thieves, only Jeruſalem re- 
main'd ro be conquer'd. ; 


CHAP. VII. 
Of Simon's Ats againſt the Zealotg,- 
Hen Simon had recover'd his Wite from the 


Fealets, he retreated into Idumea to rob 


:nd ſpoil the Inhabirants of what the Romans = 
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behind them; and driving the Inhabitants to and 
fro, at length he forc'a them to fly Into J-rnſalew 
whom he follow'd to the Walls, and flew all tha! 
fell into his Hands, Thus Simon was more terrible 
without the Walls to the People, than the Raman 
and the Xealots within the City were crueller than 
both ; there was no end of Robbing and Spoilin 
the Rich, and making Sport and Paſs-rime in _ 
thering Men and Women. And now the Jea!v, 
began to luſt afrer Women, and grew fo laſcivious 
and efeminate that they curi'd their Hair, wore 
Women's Apparel, and anoinccd themſelves with 
perfum'd Oils, ro make their Meins more alluring, 
"They were grolly addicted ro Unnatural Luſts and 
Beallialicies, and prophan'd the City with their 
Impuritics, as if Jeruſalem had been transtorm'd in. 
to common Stews and Brothels ; and yet in theſe 
effeminate Drefles they committed as many cruel 
Murthers as when they wore Maſculine Apparel; 
for to ſuch unſpeakable Miſeries were the Citizens 
reduc'd, that thofe who eſcap'd the Hands of John, 
were murther'd by the Zealots; and thoſe that eſca- 
ped the Burcherers within rhe Walls, were {lain by 
Simonthe more cruel 'T'yrant without the City; and 
the People had no Way lett them to fly to the Ro- 
mans. 

Now happen'd a Diviſion in John's Party, and 
the Idumeans conſulting to depoſe him, they ſent 
Matthias the Prieſt to invite Simon and his Army 
fo come into the City. He accepred rhe Offer,; 
march'd proudly in, promis'd to be their Deliverer, 
and rhe P-ople mie Arclamarions ar his Entry. 
Simon, aiifted ty the Citizens, arrack'd rhe Je z!ors 
in the Temp!- . they ro defend themſilves raisd 
four lah T-wers, vn- n the Exlt, another in the 
Norta, at ':4 in a pt . + oppalite to the Lower 
Town, an the nth + the top of the P :ſtefe- 
rum, hore . Pri © 1:54 to ftand botorc Sun-itt- 

1 .nd by a Trumpu. proclaim the Beginning 
the . za, and gecl:re rhe other Holy Days. 
Inthelc Towers they pricd nll Hinds cf Engines to

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throw Stones, and Men with Slings; but Simon 
ſceing his Men begin ro be weary he flack'd his 
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Vigour, and when his Number increas he a 
proach'd nearer, becauſe at that diſtance his Men 
were {lain with Shot from the Enemy*'s Engines. 


CH AF. 1A. 
How Veſpatian was clefted Emperor. 


7 Efp:tian having waſted all Parts about Jeruſa- 
" jem. hereturn'd to C.:farea ; and underſtand- 
ing the Troubles at Kome, and that Vitelius had 
made himſelf Emperor, he difdain'd ro call him 
Lord who had invaded the 7.ights of the Empire ; 
and therefore he had no Inclination to purſue the 
War againſt the Jews, whilſt his own Country was 
in danger ; and it was only the diſtance between 
him and Rome, that hinder'd him from revengin 
the Injuries upon Virelius. "The Commanders an 
Soldiers alfo began to conſult about a Change, and 
with Indignation exclaim'd againſt rhe Soldiers at 
Rome, who made what Emperor they pleas'd, and 
ſold the Commonwealth ra maintain their Luxvry 
and Idlencſs; whilſt they were continually fa- 
tigu'd, and grown old and gray-headed in War; 
Labour and Danger, and hid one among them 
that berrer deferv'd rhe Empire than Vite!ius ; and 
therefore to ſhew their Gratitude to their General; 
and knowing that Veſparian's Temperance and ]u- 
ſtice would be more acccptable ro the Romans, than 
the inſatiable Luſt of Pite#:us, they unanimouſly 
went to /-/pacian, and ſaluted him Emperor, in- 
treating him ro :ccept the Lignity, for the Preſer- 
vation of the Empire, which w.s now in immi- 
nent danger. Veſpatian rectus d the Honour, but 
:n van, for the Ciprains were more earneſt upon 
his Refuſal. and the Soldiers flzck'd abour' him 
with their dra: Swords, threituing his Death, 
unleſs he would conſent to live as he deferv'd ; 
and thzn, {:nce he covid not avoid ir. be accepted

vinga wn and ſtrong Tower upon it, and a Li 

in it which is ſeen at Sea 10 Leagues off : Withi 
the Harbour Ships are fake, and what they want is 
imported thither : Which ſhews the Wiſdom of 


Veſpatiar's Condudt, in ſecuring a Place fo advan- 


tageous ; to gain which, he ſent Letters to Tiberius 


Alexander, Governor of Alexandria, acquainting 


-him with the Soldiers Reſolutions ; and feeing he 
could not avoid their Importunity, he requeſted 
his Afſiſtance in the Enterprize. Alexander gave 
a ready Affent to his Requeſt, and immediately 
ſwore his Soldiers in Obedience roVeſpatian, which 
the Soldiers did willingly, being ſenfible of Veſpa- 
tian's Merits, who had govern'd fo near them : 
And Alexander having now engag'd himſelf, pre- 
pares for the Reception of Veſpatian. 
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News flew over the World, and how all People 
rejoyc'd, and offer'd Sacrifices for his Succeſs in 
the Enterprize; and how readily the Soldiers thar 
had revolted from Vitellius, ſwore Obedience to 
Veſpatian. Now Veſpatian calling ro mind the 
concurrent Prognoſticks of his Elevation , and 
among the reſt, what Joſephus had fore-told him 
when Nero was alive, he commanded him to be ſer 
at liberty ; which Action ind-ar'd him to his Ofhi- 
cers, not doubring but when it was in his Power 
he would be kind ro them, who had ſhew'd fo 
much Clemency to a Stranger. And Titus being 
preſent, ſaid, *Twill be neceſſary, Father, that as you 
have releas'd him out of Bonds. that you alſo take away 
the Scandal which be has already ſuffer'd, and break 
bis Chains in pieces. For th's was the common Re- 
paration for all that were wrongfully impriſon'd ; 
and Vefpatian approving the Advice, an Officer 
came with an Axe, and cut the Links to pieces. 
And thus Feſephus was not only reſtor'd ro his Li- 
berty, but was thought wortby to be believ'd and 
wallen.

and afterwards attacking it, he gave the $ Y, 
thereof to his Soldiers. Many Forcign Merchany 
and Towns-men were {lain, and all V:cel;ugs Ar. 
my, conſiſting of 30200 Men ; and Antonius Jof 


-4500 of thoſe he brought out of Mafia. Aﬀter 


this Victory, delivering Cecinna from Priſon, he 
ſent him to carry the News to V-:ſpatian, who ho. 
nour'd him beyond his Expectation. 

Sabinus, who was then 1n Rome, hearing Ants. 
nius was at hand, gathering together ſome Com. 
panies of the City Watch, by Night ſeiz'd the 
Capitol, and in the Morning was join'd by De. 
amitian, V-:fpatian's Son-in Law, and ſeveral Noble 
Romans. Vitellzus negleCtin g Primus, turn'd all 
his Fury againſt Sabinus, and with the Army he 
brought out of Germany artack'd and took the 
Capitol ; but Domirian and many brave Noble. 
men, by God's Providence efcap'd. "The Mult. 
rude were {lain in great Numbers ; Sabinus being 
brought to Vite/fius, was par to death immediate. 
ly; and the Soldiers raking all the Gifts and 
Tyan out of the Temple, rhey confum'd it 
Fire. Next Day Antonius and his Forces led. 
and there was hghting in ſeveral places of the Ci- 
ty, but Vitellius's Soldiers were all defeated ; and 
Visellius himfelf coming out of the Palace, drunk 
and gorg'd with dclicious Viands, was immediarte- 
ly ſeiz?d, drawn about the Streets, and after fuf- 
fering many Aftronts and Indignities, was put to 
death, having reign'd about eight Months and 
five Days; and if he had liv'd much longer, the 
whole Empire had fcarce been able ro ſupport 
his Gluttony. In this Fight, which happen'd the 
2d of Ottober, 50000 other People were lain. 
The Day after, Minucius and his Army enter'd 
Rome, and pur a ſtop to the Fury of Antonius's 
Soldiers. ſet up Domitian as Governor of the Ci- 
ty, till his Faiher came; and the Remans, acit- 
ver'd from their Fears, procluim'd V jparian Em- 
peror, and made Feaſts and 'Triumphs for of

Tomb, which broke his Guard in two parts. that 
one could not aii:{t the other; and Tirws ſeeing 
hicmſelf inclos'd on one fide by the Ditch of the 
Town Wall, and the Garden Pales on the other, 
and that he had nothing to truſt roo but his own 
Valour, he ruſh'd violently into the midft of the 
Jews, to get to the reſt of his Troops; wherein 
was apparently ſhewn, the particular care that 
God rakes of Kings, Princes and Emperors ; for 
tho' an infinite number of Darts and Arrows were 
ſhot againſt him, and that coming only to ſee, and 
not to fghr, he had put on no Armour, yet he 
was not wounded ; for all the Inſtruments of death 
fiew by him, as if they were ſhot on purpoſe to 
miſs him, whilſt he got ſafe into his Camp; and 
the Jews having gain'd the furit advantage, grew 
more Infolem and Fooliſh.

> I:w's Army being united, and beginning to In. 
camp, the dread of fo formidable an Arm 
tor ſome time put an end to the Difentions within 
the City, «nd they began to wonder what mad. 
nefs had forc'd them upon their own Ruin, with. 
out making .any Provition for their Defence or 
Safety ; and now cexhorting one another to Coy. 
rage, they iflu'd out upon the roth Legion, and 
fell upon the Romans that were Intrenching inthe 
Valleys; and they not expecting them, fome fed, 
and thoſe that ſtood to their Arms were all cutto 
pieces, before they could form themſelves intoa 
poſture of Defence ; which Titus perceiving hx 
ften'd to their Relief, and iell upon the Jews in the 
Lower Ground. "The Fight continu'd till Noon, 
and the Jews ſeeming to have the worlt on't, t 
were retreating: but a ſign being made them from 
the Walls, that the Remans were diſlodging to in-

HE molt couragious of the Sedirious Jews, 
mounting the /emens Towersand topsof their 
Walls, pretended an carneſt defire of Peace, pro- 
mifing ro Join themſeives with the Romans, and 
opcn their (ates to them, and feem'd to make a 
flight with thofe that kept the Gares, that they 
might get out from theirEnemies within the V/alls; 
but Titus ſuſpetted their treacherous pretence of 
Kindnefs, and commanded his Soldicrs nor to 
budze from their Poſts ; but ſome appointed ro 
work in the "Trenches, took up rheir Weapons 
and ran to the Gates, and the Now: wao made a 
feint ro be driven from the City, made a ſhew © 
flight; but when they came to the Gates of the 
Towers, they fac'd about, incompaſs'd the Re- 
mans, and aſeer a bloody rencounter, many Ro- 
mans were {lain and wounded, for which Ceſar 
gave them this Reprimend, The Jews who'are cnly 
animated by Deſpair, a by deliberate Advices and 
Counſel, and are favour d by Fortune, for being true 
16 one another in their Stratagems; but the Romans 
0 were wont to be celebrated, and ſucces Ful for their 
Oledience, arc now oveicome by their raſin and unad- 
eis d Fighting, Tis ns a preat Offenc: to cur Laws, 
and will be very diſpleaſing to my Father : And trere- 
fere, thoſe whoſe diſobedicnce has ted us into theſe Miſ- 
fortunes, ſhail ſoon know, that even Vitory obtain'd 
aprinſt the General's Command, s an Infamy to Rc- 
mans. This menacing Speech, made the Offen- 
ders look upon themtelves as ſeiatenc'd ro dye ;

| by D:ivid. Sermon, and other Kings. This Wall | 
ſ | began at the Tower c:ll'd tppicon, and extended 
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rothat call'd X»os,thence to the Palace;and ended 
in the Weſt Porch of the Temple. Onthe Weſt 
it began at the ſame Tower, and paſiing by Berzſe, 
deſcended to the Eſſean Gate, fo palleth into the 
South, from thence inclining to the Eaſt, where 
is alfo Solomon's Pond ; it rangeth unto Ophlan, and 
Joins the Eaſt Porch of the Temple. 

The Second Wall began at the Gate call'd Ge- 
n2t/;, and incircling the North part of the City, 
reacheth to the Caltle Antonia. The third Wall 
began at the Tower Ippicon, extending Northward 
ro the Tower Pſcphina, over againſt Helena's Se- 
pulchre, Queen of Adiabena, and Mother of 
Izates. Stretching along by the King's Caves, it 
turns towards the Tower near the Mountain Fule, 
and 1n the Valley Cedron joins with the old WalL 
Azrippa incompals'd thar part of the City which 
he built with this Wall, which before was open, 
and when the City grew more populous, the 
dwelt without the Walls.

Titus having well conhider'd where to begin h's 
firſt Artack, and ſceing N:canor wounded that &C- 
company'd Jofephus, who went ro perſwade the 


Jews to ſubmit : Titus gave his Men leave to de- 


motiſh the Suburbs, and raiſe a Mount with the 
Stones and "Timber of the Ruins. "The Jexs ALL 
ſaulted rhe Romans as they were building the 
Mount : but the Romans defended their Work- 
men with Hurdles, and h:d admirable Engines ro 
calt Darts and Stones, to hinder rhe Jew; Excurfi- 
ons, elpzcially the 1 oth Legion, who ſhot Stones 
of a T<lcnt weight, ar £ eater diſtance than a 
Furtons, which kid miny upon the rebound.

our at the Gate near the Tower Hippicon, threw 
Fire inro tu Trenches among the Roman Engi 
bravely aſtwitcd their Encmies, and a fierce Bane| 
was fought berween them. The Jews ſucceeded 
well till they were encounter'd by the Alexandrias 
Troops, accounted the beft among them all ; and 
Tirus with his ſelec Horſe-men fell violently upon 
them, kill'd 12 with his own Hands, and forc' 
the reſt to retire into the City. There was one 
ew taken alive, who was crucify'd before the 

Valls to terrihe the reft ; and Jobn, Captain of the 
Idumeans, being hit with an Arabian Arrow on the 
Breaſt, died immediately, and was much lament. 
ed among the Jews, becauſe he was both a wiſe and 
2 valiant Soldier. |

The Fall of the Tower, and two Walls taken. 


"+ Itus commanding three Towers ta be built to 
annoy the Fews, and on2 of rhem with 2 hi- 
deous Noile failing down in the Night, it put all 
the Romns into a great Conſternation ; firlt rhey 
thouzht it ſome Stratagem of the Fews, but finding 
no Enemy appear, nor knowing what was the 
matter. they ſuſpc&ed Treafon among themſelves, 
till Tirus caus'd the Truth to be publiſh'd through 
the: Camp, and then with much ado appeas'd the 
Tumyult. The ws bore up courageouſly aga 

all other Dangers, bur were fo gall'd from theſe 
Towers with Stones, Darts and _—_— 
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were not able to endure them ; and flying from the 
reach of theſe Engines, the Romans had the Advan- 
tage to batter down the Wall with their great Ram 
they calPd * Nicon. The Fews weary'd out with * conquerer 
fghting, having beraken themſelves to fleep, as 

truſting to the other Walls, the Romans enter'd the 

Breach in the firſt Wall, open'd the Gares, and ler 

in their whole Army on the 27th of May, and de- 

{troy'd the greateſt part of that Wall, and the 

North fide of the City. 

Titus remov'd his Camp, and began to affauir 
the Second Wall, and the Jews valiantly refiſted : 
Jobn defended Antonia, and the North fide of the 
"Temple ; and Simon, all from John's Tomb to the 
Tower Hippicen ; and often fally'd bravely out up- 
on their Enemies, and were worſted only by the 
Condu&t of the Romz2s, and not for want of Cou- 
rage. In all Skirmiſhes from the Walls, the Jews 
were too hard for the Romans; but in the open 
Ficld rhey generally ſufter'd, for want of obſery- 
ng that Order which was the Glory of the Ro- 
mans, "The Jews were detperate under their Mil 
fortunes, ſtrove who ſhould run into the greateſt 
Danger, and beſt deſerve his Captain's Favour. 
Longinus, a Roman "Trooper, ſhew'd an extraordi- 
nary Courage in ſ]aughtering the Jews, and encou- 
raging others by his Example ; and Tirzs had equal 
Care to preſerve his Men, as to gain the Viftory. 

Caſtor a Jew, having with 10 others hid himſelf 
in a Tower which was now like ro fall, made a 
Semblance to Tirus of deſiring a Fruce ; but 5 of 
his Party feem'd ro oppoſe u, ſaying, They would 
never be Slaves to the Romans, while they could die in 
Liberty ; and Titus perceiving that Caſtor did but 
abuſe his Clemency, that while the Batteries ceaſ. 
ed, John might have the Advamage of fallying out 
upon the Romans, the Ram play'd with greater 

zolence ; 'and Caſtor ſetting the Tower on fire, 
he and his Comrades eſcap'd through the Flames, 
and convey'd themſelves into a Mine, giving the 
Romans treſn Occaſion to adnure their Courage.

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Five Days after Ticus rook the Outward Wall oy: 


forcing the Jews from it. encer'd with 199 ; ffs. 
Give Men into the New City ; and had he mage 
"uſe of his Advantages, and been as cruel 3 the 
Laws of Arms allow a him, he had won the Y;

ize,, they threaten'd rhe People, that if any of | 
them ſpoke a Word of Peace, or of yielding tothe 
Romans, they ſhould immediately ſufter Death; | 
and then renewing rhe Fight, they drove the Rs. 
mans to their Camp, for knowing the Ways and 
Tournings of the Streets gave the Jews preat Ad. 
vantages in flaying the Romans : And thus the Ro- 
mans having won the fhrit \Wall, were beaten off 
again ; and the Jews arunk with this Smile of For- 
tune. began to think themſelves invincible, which | 
was but a Judgment of Goa, that fo blinded the 
Underſtandings, that they perceiv'd nor the greats | 
neſs of the Reman Army which they had nor yet 
encounter'd, nor the Famine wiin which they were 
thre-ten'd, and the good People already ſufterd, 
The Remrns aguin arcempred to cater the Breacn, 
bur the ]-»; throwing down.

F. mine among themſelves, would induce the Jews 
to accept his Mercy bur they deſpairing of Par- 
don, grew more obſtinate ; and Tirus ſeeing that 
nathing would rec}:im them, rais'd Mounts a- 
s2inſt the Caſtle Antonio and the Temple, that he 
might gin the upper part of the City ; bur Jobn 
gave them great Moleſtacion with 300 Engines, 
call'd Bz/iftaes, and with 40 Engines wherewirh 
they caft Stones, and which Uſe had now made 
them skilful in managing. Titus was not inſenhible 
of his Advantages againit the Jews, yer continu'd 
to perſuade them to accept of Mercy ; but God 
having decreed the Innocent ſhould fuffer with the 
Wicked, they [till retug'd all his gracious Offers. 
However, Titus commanded ]efepins ro fpeak ro 
them in their own Language, which he did to this 
purpoſe : © Why will you not commiſerate your 
** ſolves, rae City, the Temple, and the People ; 
* but be more cruel ro them rhan Strangers ? For 
” the Romans would fain preſerve thera, whilſt 
*your felves ſerk their Deſtruction. Conſider 
© your ſtrongeſt Walt: is batter'd -down, you are 
© unable ro refit much longer, and 'tis no new 
* thing for the j-#5 to yield SubjeCtion to the Ro- 
© mnan;; Thcre is no habitable Reg1on, thar the 
5 Roms have not coniquer'd; and God has fetr]'d 
* the Univerſil Monarchy in Iraly. This ought to 
* perſuade you, as it did your wifer and ftronger 
& Anceſtors, ro {abmit:to their Power,. which is

I have a VVife, Children and a Family among you, that 
once would bave been conſider'd, that muſt now ſhare in

This Patherical Oration made the Tears trickle 
down their Cheeks ; but the Seditious reply'd, Is 
was not ſafe to yield.

The "Thieves thruſt 
Sticks into the Concavirties of Men's Yards, and 
Thorny Wood into their Fundaments, to make 
them confeſs one Loaf of Bread, or a Handful of 
Corn they had hidden; and yer theſe Miſcreants 
did rot want themſelves, which otherwiſe had ren- 
der'd their Crueltics more telerable ; bur only att- 
ed theſe Barbaritics for Cruciry ſake, and ro keep 
fix Days Provifon fer themſclves before-hand. 
'The Nobles they kill'd under pretence of favour- 
| ing the Romans : Thofe that Simon robb'd were 
'z8 ſent to Jobn, and thoſe rhat J:bn ſpoil'd were f-at 
i to'S1mon, who as it were pledg'd one another 1N 
innocent Humane Blood, and divided: the d 
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| Carcaſcs between them. *T'is impoſlible to relate 
| all their Iniquities, for never did any wretched 
City endure ſuch inhumanities, nor People in the 
memory ot Ages ſuffer under fuch cruel 'Cyranrs ; 
and that their Barbarities might ſeem more excuſa- 
ble ro Strangers, they openly curs'd and revil'd 
the Hebrew Nation, and conkets'd themſelves to be 
Slaves, People of divers Countries, united to do 
Mischiets : Baſtards of their own Nation, who 
were leſs concern'd at the ſufferings of the Jews, 
than thie Remans themſelves were. 


CHAP. VIIL 
Of the Jews that were Crucify'd. 


M*z Jews iſſuing out by Night to gather 
| Food in the Valleys, were taken by the 
1 roapers appointed for ” 964 Service, and Cru- 

city'd before the Walls of the City. Scarce a day 
paſs'd wherein 500 Jews were not Executed after 
this manner. tho' Ti:w's only delign in it, was to 
| terrify the Beſteg'd, and haſten the ſurrender, and 

therefore rhe Soldiers in hatred to our Nation, cru- 
| city's all they rook, ſome after one manner, ſome 
in another, and all in derifion; infomuch that 
the number of Captives being great, there was 
ſcarce room for the Crofles to ſtand, or Crofles 
enough to crucihe the Bodies on. Some had their 
Hands cut oft and fent into the City, willing them 
to dchre their Friends to Fewer and nor compel 
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him to deſtroy ir ; but the Jews upon the Walls re- 
vil'd both Tizus and his Father, ſaying, they deſpis'd 
Death, and would rather dye than become Slaves to the 
Romans. About this time Anticchus Epiphanes 
came with a ſupply of Macedonians, which anſwer- 
cd not what was expected from them. King Ce- 
mage was the molt tortunare and happy of all the 
Kings that were fubje&t to the Romans, till he felr 
the trrowns of _Forcune, and in his old Age made it 
apparent, that nene could be call”d happy before their 
deaths. The 12th of Mx the Romans bogs | o 
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build their Four Rampires, and bei ifs 
the 29th, John undermin'd that nr d by

againit Anconia, propping it with Poſts, and fill. 


ng the Cavity with Bitumen, Pitch, and 
combuſtible Materials, he pur hire to them - and 
the —_ being burnt, the Tower fell, with ſuch 
a horrible noiſe, that much amaz'd and diſorder'4 
the Romans, who being almoſt ſure of a Vie, 
now began to diſpair of it. "Two days after Sim, 
ſet upon the other Rampires, and three yalian; 
Fw, Teptheus Megaſſarus and Agiras, ran with Fire. 
rands through the thickeſt of their Enemies, and 
ſet fire on their Engins. The Flame mountin 
high, the Romans left their Camp to ſuccour their 
Fellows, but the fire increas'd fo faſt on the Ram. 
pires it could not be extinguiſh'd ; and the Reman, 
retiring to their Camp, the number of the [eps 
being increas'd from the City, tliey raſhly ſet 
the Reman Camp, and beat off the Guards: 
placing new Engins upon the Rampires of their 
Camp, they made the Jews recoyl ; they pre. 
vail'd before, more by their Courage than thei 
Arms ; for they had no Weapons bur their Fiſts, 
and the Romaus retir'd more for the boldneſs of the 
J-ws, than from any harmthey ſuſtain'd by them. 
Titus coming with all ſpeed trom before the Fon 
Antonia, blam'd his Soldiers exceedingly, and with 
certain choſen Men fell upon the Enemies on one 
fide, who tho” ſo deſperately overpower'd, ſtout! 
reliſted him ; and joyning iri Battle, the Duſt 
fo thick, they could neither ſee, nor heat what 
was faid, and the noiſe and cries were fo great, 
they knew not their Friends from their Foes. The 
Jews continu'd the Fight out of diſpair, and the 
Romans fought ſtoutly thro* ſhame, and to retrieve 
their former diſhonour ; and if the Jews had not 
retir'd into the Ciry, without doubt rhe Reman! 
had deſtroy'd them all. ; 
After a long dcbate and conſultation among his 
Officers, Tit refolv'd to build a Wall round Few: 
ſalem, and by thus blacking up all Ways and Par 
ag 
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ſages to the ity, the Jews would either bs com- 
pell'd to yield, or muſt be confum'd with F:mine 
The work was ſoon beo:h with great alzcriry ;;nd 
dil1gence, every doldicr |ibouring to pleaſe his 
D-curi9, the Decurio endeavoring to coment the 
enturion, the Centurion the Tribune, the Tribuns 
the chief Commander , and h:- to pleafe C.:ſ+- 
who every day went round to view the Work, 
which was 239 rurlongs about. On the out fide 
oft this Wall he alſo built 13 Forts, every one 
to Furlongs in compaſs: :nd which is ſcarce 
credible to believe, te whole V'ork was hnith'd 
in three Days. "The City being VV -}'d «bour, 
and '5uards plac'd in the Forts Tirm continu'd ro 
go round the Wai] the brit Watch to fe ali things 
3n order. The 2d \Vatch he aliotred to 4'-x :1:5 
der. the 2d tothe Captains of rhe Legions und 
half the Soldiers had their appointed rimes to {]-ep,

CHAP: IX. 
Of the Famine in Jeruſalem. 


HE ]-ws being now reſtrain'd from paſ- 

ſing in 2nd our of the City, the Famine 
increas'd, and whole Families per:i{h'd und-r this 
ſad Calamiry. The tiouſes were lid with dead 
Women and Children, the Strects with rhe Car- 
caſes of O!d \.jen, and Young Men pole us Ghoſts 
walk'd abour the Mrker place, and drop'd down 
dead with hunger. Some endeavouing to bury 0- 
thers, dy'd in performing that liſt Othce to their 
Friends, manv went alive unto their Graves, and 
laid themſelves down and dy'd in raem ; and not- 
withſtanding all rheſe Griefs, no L:menturions or 
Cries were heard in the City, for the Famine had 
extinguiſh'd all other Sorrows. and conquer'd atl 
affections; andrho{e yer..live b-held the doad with- 
out tears, b:cauſe rhey were at relt before chem. 
The Thieves in the Nignt rob'd the dead bodies 
of their covering, and wen: laughing away, ha: 
[ Ting 
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ving prov'd their Swords in their dead Bodies, and 
in ſport and plcalure run many thro' that were 
breathing their lalt ; bur if any defir'd to be kill'g 
ro eſcape the Famine , they deny'd them that 
kindneſs, that they might periſh more miſerably 
Art laſt the Jea!o:s nu longer able to abide the noy. 
ſom ſtench oft dead Carcafes, rhat lay rrify'd 
above Ground, thcy commanded the Bodies to be 
buricd at the City's charge ; and having not raom 
enough to contain ſuch a Multitude, they threw 
thera over the \Wall into the Ditch. Titus goi 

abour the \\ al!s, and ſeeing the LUitch hll'd with 
dead Bodies, he lamcnted exccedingly, and lifting 
up his Hands to ticaven, cad God to witneſs it 
was none of br doing. "The Jews now making no 
Excurſtons, the Romans liv'd at eafe, and to vex 
the ]cws, would ſhew *em their plenty of Vieu- 
als ; yer the Seditious were nothing mov'd at their 
Calamitics, but contiau'd obſtinate, and refug'd 
racir Deliverance ; and therefore, Tirus pitying 
tae Remains of the unhappy Pcople, and minding 


to ſave them that were leit alive, he made haſte 
to take the City.

Ag Atthics Son of Boethns a Pricſt,. was much be- 
lov'd among the People, and the Perfon that 
procur'd Simon's admittance into the Ciry ; but he 
tufpecting him to be his Enemy hrlt kilFd his thiee 
Sons, and then flew the Father upon their mur- 
ther'd Bodics, in a place where the Rexrans might 
behold the Tragedy.

Frmine 
eonſam2s our City, the Romans are a:imoſt within our 
IT alis, and Simon x fo cract to thoſe that have beſt 
d:{:rv'd from him, and we live in daily fear of þrs 
Cy uyelry, On the CONter ary, the Romans keep their 
| Faith fviolable, Let us then deliver this Tower to

Joſephus going about the 
Wall, was wounded in the Head with a ſtone. 
The Rebel Jews rejoic'd, in hopes he had been 
kill'd, and the Pcople forrow'd, becauſe by his 
| Interceſlion they had conhdence of favour from 
the Romans. Many Jews leap'd o're the Walls, 
and others with Stones pretending to hght, went 
in to the Romans, and were kill'd by their kind- 
neſs; for coming to eat plentitully after fo meagre 
feeding, their Bodies ſwell'd, and rhey burſt im- 
| mediarely ; none eſcaping death, but thofe that 
by little” and little augmenting their ſcanty Com- 
mons, made Temperance their Preſerver, | 
Another calamity befcl rhe J-ws that fled ro the 
Romans ;, for an 4fhrian obſerving a Jew ſearch- 
ing his Excrements, for Gold he had fwallow'd 
to fave it from the Thieves, rhe Brute took wind, 
| was ſpread all o're their Camp, and the Arabian-. 
and Syrians in one night, ripd up the Bellies of 
| 2000 Jews, ro ſearch tor the Gold they had fwal- 
| low'd. Tiras hearing this cruelty , refolv'd to 
cloſe the Offenders with his Horſe, and ſhoot 
them ro death with Darts ; which he had doge, 
bur for the grexrncls of their Number, and m__ 
} 1 we 
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fore aſſembl'd their Officers, and in an angry man. 
ner ſpoke to them as follows. ” 1s it potuble tha 
* any among your Soldiers are fo barbarous, tg 
&* commit ſuch horrid Actions for uncertain Ca; 
* and are not aſham'd to enrich themſelves after 
© ſoexecrible a manner ? What? ſhall the 4. 
* bians in theſe Wars againſt Strangers do what 
© they pleaſe, and mcke their infemous Ation; 
” refer upon the Remars as murderers of the 
* Jews, that fled to them for protection and fafe. 
« ty ? I declare, if any for time to come ſhall be 
© found guilty of the like Offence, he ſhall he 
« punith'd with dcath.** Howevcr , notwith- 
ſtanding this ſevere Prohibition, God having de. 
creed their Ruin, the f:me Inhumanitics were 
often privately committed, and the Jews to ſhun 
it return'd again into the City. 

When John had robb'd and ſpoii'?! the Citinens 
of all they had, he now added Sa :+:'cge to the 
reſt of his Crimes, and took away 1aany of the 
Gifts that had becn offter'd to God in - & Holy 
Tempte, and of the Sacred” Veilels imploy'd in 
Divine Service, as Cups, Plaics, Tables, Cruets 
of Gold, that Augnſtus and his \Vite had ſent thi- 
ther ; and gave toleration to others to prophane 
the Sacred Utenſils! And to fpeak what God 
commands me, ** I think if the Romans had for- 
* born to puniſh theſe Abutcs, cither the Earth 
« would have ſwallow'd up the City, the Waters 
«< would have drown'd it, or Thunder and Light- 
© ning would have deftroy'd it like Sedom ; for 
« theſe Extravagents were far more wicked tha 
&* the Sodom;tes, and was the cauſe the whole N+- 
© tign Was extinguiſh'd.* "Tis ſuperfluous ta 
to reckon up their particular Miferics. Manes

CHAP. © 
Ancthrr Aſſauls made by the Romans. 


Fi Tus fcping the Jews neither pity'd themſelves, 
# nor the Temple, chole 30 able Men out of 
E7Er7 Loco, and gaye the Command QC his De. 
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rachment to Cereals, with Orders to affault the Þ. 
nemies at the 9th Hour of the Night, when the 
found the Fews ready ; and recciving the "Via 
hiclt Charge, bchav'd themſelves courageouſly, for. 
ced them to retreat, and ſciz'd many of the R,. 
»ans Horſes they had carelelly leit at Grafs. Two 
Days after the Romans fet the Porch of the Temple 
on hre, but the Jews pull'd them down, and al} 
that adjoin'd to Antonia ; but tho' they might, they 
took no care to quench, the Fire, but ler it burn a 
far as it was uſeful for their purpoſe. Continual 
Skirmiſhes were now about the "Temple, and the 
Jews having hll'd rhe void part of the Eaſt Porch 
with dry Wood, Brimſtone and Birumen, when 
they were a{ſaulred, fer it on fire, and fled out of 
it; and many of the Romans raſhly taking poſſel. 
fion thereof, the greateſt part of them periſh'd in 
rae Flames, and thoſe that eſcap'd the Fire were 
{lain by the Fews. The next Day the Romans fer 
re to the North Porch till it came to the Eaſt 
Porch, and made it terrible to behold the Valley 
from ir, it was fo very ſteep. | 

The Famine {till increafing, innumerable Inha- 
bitants periſh'd by it; the deareſt Friends fought 
with one another for Food; and the "Thieves rag'd 
up and down like mad Dogs, fearch'd every Corner 
tor Proviſion, and devour'd fuch naſty rhings as the 
tilthy'lt living Cre:rures in the World would have 
loarh'd ! Nay, they eat their Girdles, therr Shooes, 
and the Skins har cover'd their Shields ; and alt- 
tle Hay was fold tur four Acricks. But why ſhould 
E thew the greatneſs of the Famine by things that 
want 1 ite, fince 1 have a horrible but ccrtarn Sto- 
ry to retire, which 1 would have omitted but for 
fear of Reprehontion, it being well known by ſo 
Wany credibuc Leſt. onies. 
A Vaman whott Name was Mary, Daughter of 
: Houte Kleazar of ® Batice ur, defcended from Rich and 
|  Fijop. Noble Parents, livins beyond Ford, and fiving 
| with others to Ferufaiom, was befteg'd in it : The 
Trrans having rabb'd her of all her Goods and

Suitenance, ſhe took her young Son that ſuck? 
her Breaſts, faymg, © O miſerable Child ! ng 
* in War, Famine and Fattion : For which of 
& theſe ſhall I preſerve thee ? If thou falieſt into 
*« the Hands of the Romans, thou muſt be a Slave ; 
* b::t Famine will prevent Bondage, and our own 
<* 'T yrants, who are worſe than both. "Thou ſhalt 
*© thrrefore be Food for me, a Tcrrour to the Se- 
** Cirious. a 'Tragical Relation ro Poſterity, and 
** ſuch a Cruclty as 1s yet unheard of amongſt rhe 
* Calamitiez of rhe Fews.” Then ſhe kill'd her 
Child. boil'd halt of him, eat it, and cover'd up 
the reſt. Not long after came the Thieves, who 
imelling that execrable Scent, threaten'd her with 
Death if ſhe did not immediately give them part of 
what ſhe had dreſs'd. She anfwer'd, That ſhe bad 
reſerv'd a preas Share for them, and preſently unco= 
ver'd that part of her Child which was uncaten. At 
the fight of this lamentable Obje& they trembl'd, 
and were ſciz'd with Horrour : But the Woman 
faid. © This is truly rhe Remains of my Child, 
** and is an Act of my own doing ; eat of it, for I 
** have done rhe like; be not more effeminare than 
© 2 Woman, nor more merciful than a Mother : 
'* Burt if Religion makes you refuſe my Sacrifice, 
*© I will eat the relt my felf.” But the Seditious 
went away tremli-ling, and left the deteſtible Food 
to be devour'd by rhe wretched Mother. This 
unnatural Murther was foon told the Romans, bur 
ſome would not believe ir, ſome pity'd their miſe- 
rable Condition in the City, and others increas'd 
their Hatred againit the whole Nation. 

Titn, to jultinc himfdt bctore Almighty God, 
protelted, © He was not the Cauſe of this Miſery,

*© all their Miſeries, would not peacebly lay dow: 
* their Arms. ” 


$f | CHAP. 1I. 
How the VVall was taken, and the Temple burne, 


TJ HE 8th Day of Auguit two of the Roman Le. 
13 gions having hniſh'd their Mounts, plac'd their 
33 Rams againſt the Eaſt Galleries without the Tem. 
ple, bur they could do no Execution, the Stones 
were ſo large and well compacted ; nor for the 
ſame reafon could they undermine it ; and there. 
fore by Ladders they aſcended rhe Galleries, and 
there the greateſt part of the Romans were (lain. 
Then Tieus perceiving he * por wad the Temple to {| 
his own Lofs, caus'd the Porches to be fer on fire: 
and the Silver Plate wherewith they were coverd 
being melted, the Flame quickly fir'd the Wood, 
and rook hold of the next Porch ; which the 7ews 
beholding, and ſeeing themſelves encompatsd with 
Flames, were mightily difcourag'd ; bur under the 
Amazement that ſerz'd them, they never endeavour d 
to quench the Fire, or {ave the reſt of the Buildings, 

The next Day Titus order'd his Soldiers to 
quench the Fire ; and adviſing with his principal 
Othcers wh«ther he ſhould ſve the Temple ar 
not, they were generally of opinion it ou;;he to be 
ruin'd ; for fince th2 Fews hid Gariforn'd it, and 
foughr againſt them from thence, it ought to be 
conhider'd as a Caſtle, and nor as a Temple ; but 
Titus could not be of their Opinion, bur thought it 
vould redound to the Glory of rhe Remans to pre- 
ſerve ſo magnificent and ſacred a Building; and 
therefore commande4 rhe Fire ſhould bs exrin- 
guiſt'd. Thar Day the 5ews being cancerous 
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weary, they made no reſiſtance ; but the next 
Day they atrack'd the Guards that ſtood without 
the Temple, and the Remans defended themſelves 
with their Shields, but could not long have en- 
dur'd the ſhock, if Titus, who ſaw their danger 
from Antonio, had not timely come to their relief, 
and forc'd the Jews into the Temple. Then Titus 
rctir'd to Antonia, reſolving the next day to Af. 
ſau}; rhem with bis whole Army, and win the 
Temple; © but the Providence of God had al- 


* ready decreed it ſhould be confum'd by fire, 
*< and now the fatal xoth day of Auguſt was come, 
** wherein once before the King of Babylon had 
* burnt ir, which was now hrſt fer on fire by our 
* own Country-men.** For Tizus being retir'd, 
the Jews aſſaulted the Romans that were puting out 
the Fire; and they worſting the Jews, purſuw'd 
them into the "Temple. 


CHAP..IV. 
How the Temple was burn: azainſt the VVill of Titus. 


Certain Soldicr without command, or trem- 
bling at fo direan ACtion ; but mov'd by a 
Divine Fury, and lifted up by one of his Fellows, 
caſt a Raming Brand in at the Golden Window on 
the North tide of the Temple, and the flame aroſe 
inmediately, and caus'd a great cry among the 


People, who all ran to quench the fire, account- 


ing their Lives of no value, if they loſt thar for 
which they had fought ſo long. News alfo was 
ſoon carry'd to Titus, who with his Captains ran 
to quench the Fire, and made Signs with his 
Hand to his Soldiers to put it out; for the noiſe 
was ſo great he could not be heard, and alſo com- 
manded his Officers to beat them that arrempred 
to encreaſe it ; but none would underſtand him ; 
and feigning not to hear Ceſar's command, every 
Soldier puſh'd on his Fellow to conſume 1t. Great 
was the {Lwughter among the Jcws, heaps of dead 


Bodies lay about the Altar, and their Blood fidw'd 
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down the Temple Stairs. The flame having 
yer ſeiz'd the Inward Temple, Tirus indeavoyr'g 
to preſerve it, but all in vain; for the hopes of 
uo Booty, and deſire of Revenge, made the $91 

ters deaf to Perſwafions and 'Threatnings ; aug h 
the Temple was burnt againſt the expreſs will :n4 cn 
mand of "Titus. And rho' fome Men will think 
theſe Proceedings were fevere, that ſuch a Byild. 
ing, ſurpailing all thar ever was ſeen, or heard of 
in the World, tor Beauty, Wealth nd Maegnif. 
cence, ſhould be deſtroy'd in a Momenr : yet they 
mult reſt contented, that "twas ſo determin'd by th 
Providence of God, and then neither Perſons, Places 
Citics, nor Kingdoms, can avoid their D:jtiny. Here 
we may alſo admire the exact Revolution of time, 


it being now deftroy'd in the fame Nonth, and on 


the fame Day, that the B.by/onians brit deſtroy'd 
it. From the time that Solomon began the firſt 
Temple, unto the deitruction of the ſecond Tem- 
ple, in the 2d Year of Veſpatian's Reign, it was 
1130 Ycars, ſeven Months, and 15 Days; and 
from the building of rhe latrer Temple, which 
Hagyai built in the 2d Year of King Cyrus, to the 
deitrudion of it, was 639 Years and 45 Days. 


CHAP. V. 
A horrible Slaughter continu"'d in the Temple. 


Wt the Temple was conſum'd by fre; 
what the Soldiers found therein they car- 
"= away, and put all to the Sword, whether 
they rehfted, or intreated for Mercy, inſomuch 
that the cries of thoſe in rhe City, anſwer'd the 
cries of rhofe on the Hill ; and the Country be- 
yond Jordan, and the Mountains adjoining, EC- 
cho'd rthedoleful, groans and cries: of dying Fes. 
"The Streets were hil'd with dead Bodies, weltrin 
and foaking in their own Blood. 'I'wo Principal 
Jews, Mejerus and Joſeph, threw themſelves into the 
Flames, and were burnt with the Temple. 1X 
Thouſand Men, Women and Children, _ _ 
eirer” 
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ſhelter'd rhemſelves in the Porch of the Tem 
that was ſtanding, before Tirus had order'd Pe, 
they ſhould be __ of, the Soldiers fir'd the 
Porch, and they all periſh'd in the flames, except 
thoſe who leaping down to avoid the kre, were 
kill'd in their Fall, fo that not one eſcap'd of all 
tnat great Number. A falſe Prophet was the 
cauſe of their Deaths, who perſwaded them to fly 
to the Temple, and there God would protect 
them ; ** for "tis the unhappineſs of all Men in 
* milery to be credulous, and to hope for delive- 
* rance upon every deceittul promiſe, and fo 
* double their Sorcows by being difappointed. 


CHAP. VL 


Of the ftrange Signs that append before the De- 
ſtruttion of Jeruſalem. 


UT tho' rheſe miſerable People were eaſily 

impos'd upon by lmpoſtors, yet were they 
blind and deaf, ro all the Signs and Tokens thar 
were ſeen in the Heavens, rhar plainly foretold 
their approaching Ruin. A hery Comet in the 
form of a Sword, hung o're the City a whole 
Year together. Before the firſt War, at the Feaſt

on cither ſide the Door, at the firſt Hour of the 
Night open'd of its own accord.

the Jews ; for tho' they had a Prophecy in the 
Scripture,” which toretold the deſtruQtion of the 
Temple, when it ſhould be made four ſquare : 
yet they alter'd it ito that form when the Caſtle 
Antonia was taken. But they flatter'd themſelves 
by miſapplying anather Prophecy, from which 
they had great expeQations, viz. That a Monarch 
mn their Country ſhould govern all the VVorld, which 
was meant of Veſpatian then in their Country, and 
not ox one of their own Nation : Men may foreſee, 
but never can prevent their Deſtiny. 


CHAP. VIL 
"Titus made Emperor. 


Her the Seditious were fled into the City, 
and whilſt the Temple and all about ir 
were on fire, they declar'd Titus Emperor. And 
the Romans had ſo enrich'd themſelves with Plun- 
der, that they fold Gold in Syria for half the value. 
The 5th Dav, the Prieſts being almoſt tamiſh'd, 
came down, and beg'd their Lives of Tiras ; © bur 
** he told thera the time of Pardon was paſs'd, 
« fince the Temple (for whoſe ſike he might 
«* have ſpar'd them) was deſtroy'd, and now 
« was fit the Priefts ſhould periſh with it ;** and 
therefore commanded them to be put to death. 
The Scditious now ſeeing no way to eſcape, ad-

* it. Now like wicked Wretches vou appear in 
* Arms before me ! \What have you to prelerve, 
* fo excellent as what you have delitroy'd ? And 
* how c2n you expect a Pardon rh:t have done n? * 
* Nay, now you ſtand Arm'd, without fo much

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To which they anſwerd, © they could nor 
« yicld, having ſworn to the contrary, but re- 
« queſted leave ro depart with their \Vives 2nd

& ro the Romans,** Titus Was angry that the Re. 
bels { being almoſt his Priſoners) ſhould impoſe 
Conditions on him; and therefore told them by a 
Herauld, they mult ſhift for themſelves withour 
hopes of pardon ; andrhen gave his Soldiers leave 
to fack and bura the Ciry; but ſpar'd the Sons 
and Brethren of King lates, and divers other Peo- 
ple of Quality that pray'd his Mercy ; but he pur 
them in Prifoa, and afterwards ſent that Kings 
Sons and Kindred Hoſtages ro Reme. 


CHAP. VIII 


The Seditious Pillege the' Pallace, and Deſtroy 
the People. 


8 Rebels driving out the Romans, ſeiz'd 


and robb'd rhe King's Palace, and flew 
8500 Jews, that were fled to that place for ſhelter. 
There they took rwo Reman Soldiers alive, one 
they flew and dragg'd him thro? the Ciry, as if in 
that ſingle Perſon they took revenge on all rhe Ro- 
m.ms. "The other, as they were drawing his Sword 
ro behead him, eſcay'd trom them and ran to the 
Remans. Titus put him not to death, becauſe he 
elczp'd from the Enemy ; but difarm'a and ca- 
\hicr'd him for being taken alive, which to a Ree 
1.:n Soldier was 2 greater puniſhment than dearh. 
The Seditious joy fully beheld rhe Cuy burning, 
ſ:ying, Now they could freeiy dy:, ſecinp the People 
were acad, the Temple d:jtrcy'd, and the City on fire , 
for now they ſtrou'd leave nothing to their Encmees. 
The Tyranrs and factious Thieves plzc'd their 
laſt refuge ia the Vzu'ts, where they hop'd to vb- 
{cure themſelves, rho? 'ewas 5n vain ts think they 
could nide themivlves from God or the Rownars : 
However, when they were in the Vauks, they 
did more h:irm in burning te City, than the Re- 
E'6 MEANS. 
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mans, If thev found any Mear they eat it raw 
they tought with one another for the Spnils theg 
took ; and I douhrt nor, but it the deſtruction of 
the City had not prevented them, they would 
have caten the Bodies of their dead Brethren. 

Tirns having, caus'd Mounts to be rais'd again 
the higher City, ſeveral of the Idumean Capraing 
ſent Five of their Number to beg Cefar's Pardon 
which with great difficulty they obtain'd, and 
were ſent back to acquaint their Companions with 
it ; bur beforethey could compats their defign, th 
were I| {lin by Simen : However, fome of the 
Cont deratcs clcup'd ro the Remons, and had their 
Lives given them. Now the Soldicrs minded no- 
thing but gerting Riches, gave over killing, and 
1oid the common People at very low prices; ma. 
ny being expos'd to Sale, but few Buyers, thou 
great Numbers were fold, and Titus difmifgd 2 
bove 4-009 of them to go where they pleagd, 
Ar the ſame time Jeſus Son cf Th:bathus, and Phi. 
2es Recper of the Hol» Treatfury, having deli. 
ver'd wo Golden Candleſticks, Tibies, Goble, 
Cups, and other Veſlels of the ſime Metal, be. 
{ides Precious Stones, the Prieſts Veiles and Veſt. 
ments, with fome Cinnamon, Cajia, and other 
Odorifcrous Perfumes us'd in God's Service, and 
abundance of other Mens Wealth ; they were 
| bath pardon'd, tho? the latter did not rz{gn him- 
felf. bur was taken by compulſion. 

The Romans having now r:is'd their Mounts, 
'and plac'd their Rams and Engines for Battery, 
the J-ws who before were proud and arrogant. now 
begzn tro quake und tremble ; and ar rhe fight 
the Wall being beaten down, :bandon'd their 
ftrong Towrs, which could never have been 
taken bur by Famine ; for bins wearied out bf 
Livoour, Fear 2rd Famine, fomc ran one wah, 
fome another, and hid rhemfelves in Vaules, Sinks 
and Cellars : and the Romans having enter'd | 
Towers, fer up thoir Colours on them, and clap- 
ping rheir Hands and ſhouting, cry'd Victory. The 

Soldiers 
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Soldiers not thinking the War was coded, flew all 
they mr, and fil'd the Streets {> tujl of d2:d Bo- 
dics, that they were unpaſſable, the whole City 
tiow'd with Blood, and many places on fire were 
quencn'd with it. Art Night they gave over kil- 
ling, bur the Fire till increas'd, and nex: Morn- 
ing, being the 8th of Sepr2mber, Anno Chriſt; Tis 
the whole City was in a Flame, which being the 
finelt in the World, could no way deferve luch a 
Fare, but for breeding and foſtering fuch wicked

Vilur: The reſt of the City was fo keelſd, that 


thoſe who had not feen ig þetore, cou d ſcarce be- 
ties ©: had cver ten johabired,  - - The 
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The Wars being now ended, a great Tribunal 
was plac'd in the mid(t of the Roman Camp, and 
Ti:us having feated himſelf upon it. he ſtood up 
and gave all his Soidizrs Thanks for their Athy. 
ſtance. and commend-d their Loyalty and Aﬀe- 
Ction to him ;, ſaying, He world now reward them all, 
but give the Preference to thoſe that had excerdsd the 
ro? in Valour and Bravery : And theſe he crown'd 
with Crowns of Gold, put Chains of Gold about 
their Necks, gave them Spears pointed with Gold, 
and alfo tne Silver Med4ls, Silver and Gold Mo- 
ney, rich Garments, and other Things of Value, 
which were part of the Booty ; and then deſcended 
with great Applaufe from the Tribunal, and ap- 
pointed rhe 1 oth Legion ro keep Garifon in Feru- 
falem: The 5th and 15th Legions were his Guards 
tr C.efarea, on the Sea-Conſts, where he laid up his 
Spoils, and kept his Caprives, becauſe the Winter 
yeafon would not permit his ſailing into Irah. 


CHAP. 1X 
"Titus arrives at Cxlarea. 


7 Hilſt Titus was employ'd in the Siege of Fe- 
ruſalem, Vrgpatian his Father went to many 

Places to fertle Att.irs before he rook his Journey 
to Rom? : And the :ewiſh Wars being ended, Titus 
made a long Stay in Cefarea Philippz, where cele- 
brating all forts of Paſs times, many Jews periſh'd 
in 6zhring againſt Wild Beaſts, and in Companies 
againſt one another. White he was there he un- 
derftood that Simeon of Giors was taken, afrer he 
had been almoſt famiſh'd to death, in a Cave where 
hc had hid himfelf;, four Wickednefs cannot eſcape 
God's Vengeance © nor is Divine Juſtice ſo forger- 
ful, bur it can inflict Puniſhment whin Offenders 
leaſt taipe&t ir. This Sim-s expericnc d after he 
{11 into the Hands of the Romans ; for being pre- 
{enred bound ro Titus at Cſwer, he order d him 
to be kept for his Triumph ar Rome. tiere Trens 
celebrates the Feaſt of his Brother Domitian's Nati- 
F K 4 vity 
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vity with great Splendour ; and in the Solemniry 
2500 Jews were Gale mn hghring «gainlt Beaſts, 42- 
gainſt one another, and by Fire : and yet the Re. 
mars thought thoie Puniſhments did not equal their 
Deſerts. Atter this. Titus went to Beritus, a City 
in Phenicia, and a Colony of the Romans, and there 
celebrated the Birth-day of the Emperor his Fa. 
ther, with far greater Solemuity rhan the former, 
as well in giving divers Shews to the People, as in 
mzsgnihcent Expences, and cauling many Captives 
to periſh as formerly was related. 

Ar the fame time. the #:ws that liv'd in Anticchia 
being now ger.erall;, hated, one of their Country. 
men, Ci *d 4.1 :ochus hding with the Syrians. accusd 
his own Father and other }-s, that rhey were ina 
Conip.r2cy to burn the Cirv ,, which fo cnrag'd the 
Intab:ruws, thar they caus'd all that were accusd 
to be Eun jn the Theatre, and made a dreadful 
Slaughtcr zmong the reſt. And this Calamity was 
ztrended by another : for the publick Place where 
Recorcs were kept and the King's Palace being 
burnt, and the whole City indanger'd by the Fire, 
Antiockus accus'd the Jews as the Authors of it, and 
the Inhabitants had deſtroy'd them all if Colecgs the 
Reman Governor had not pacify'd the "don 4 ul 
he enquir'd into the Truth of the Accuſation , 
which when he had done, not ane J-w was found 
guiicy of the Crime ; for ſome leud People had 
done it, in hopes by burning the Regiſters their 
Debrs could nor be requir'd of them. However, 
the ]-ws liv'd continually in fear, expeCting the ill 


Conſequence ot rheſe targ'd Accuſations. 


CHAP. X. 
Veſpatian's Reception at Rome. 


FT Trus receiving an Account from his Father how 
joyfully-all the. Couprries, and how trium- 
phanily Rows hag receiv'd him, he was much t 
cafe. and rcjuy od at his Father's Promotion - fot 
all the Pcople of Jral reycrenc'd the Name of Ve- 
oy a TS IT OT fſpatian 
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ſha. (tho? ablent} as the only Perſon that had 
mcrned the Empire. "The Poor pray'd for his 
Arriv. 1, to put an end to the Calamitics of War - 

the Senate '- rheir own Safery, who had been ha. 
ralz'd by the Change of Princes ; and the Soldiers, 
as one that couid judge of their Merits, and pre- 
ſecve them from Contempr. *Fhe Nobility ſeeing 
him fo belov'd by all Ranks of Men, mer and ac- 
company'd him at fome diſtance trom the City ; 
and (0 aelrrous were all to ſec him, that more wen 
ty mcet hin than ſtav'd at home. Ar his Entrance 
the whole City (as if it hid been a Tewple ) was 
all hung with Garlinds, ſweet Odours and Per- 
f:mes, and the People welcom'd him with Shouts 
and Acclamations, wiſhing him long to live their 
Empcrocr, and his Son after him, and that the Em- 
pire might never be alicnared from his Poſterity. 
And Kome having thus receiv'd Vrſparian, was ſoon 
after bleſfd with all kinds of Happinefs. 

Some time bciore V-ſpatizn went to Mexandria, 
and whilſt Ticus befieg'd rhe City of Jeruſalem, the 
G-rmans taking advantage at rhe Civil War thar 
atictcd the Empire through the Change of their 
Emperors, they rebell'd in hopzs to gain their Li- 
berty , bur as ſoon as the News of rheir DefeCtion 
c.me wo Rim?. Cuſar Domitianus, Son to V jpatian, 
animarcd by his iiercdirary Courage, went out a- 
p an{t them, and the B rrbarians rerrify'd at his Ap- 
proach, fubmincd ro him ; and D»nitian know- 
jag thut ail rhings being well difpos'd in G44, it 
would be had for the Germans to give further Di- 
ſtu: bance to the Remens, he return'd to Rem? with 
rC.T ONLUr Io his greca Years, and Reputation 
ww his Country. 

Ar he fame rime the Scythizns rebel d alfo, and 
Paiirg rhe River Fer in greet Numvers, Carne 1n- 
exputtcdly upon the Roman Garifors, did them 
great Injuries, and {tying Fonteus Agrippa who 
came aguinft them, they waſted all the adjacent 
Countries. © 7” p2-ian hearing that Acjr Was Th 
7ig'd, he fert Rubrius Galle tO cnaltize re;

CHAF. XI. 
The Triumpos ef Veſpatian and Titus, 


CF Trus having treated the Syrians with diverſity of 
Paſs-rimes, and expos'd to Death many of the 
conquer'd Jews, in his Journey trom Ber 3:4; he aw 
a River worthy of Notice : It runs in the midit be. 
eween Arcas and Raphancus, two Cities of Aprippa's 
Kingdom, and is of a miraculous Quality ; for 
when it Hows 'tis tull of Water, and ruins with 2 
{wift Stream ; but having flow'd fix Days together, 
on the ſeventa Day, without any viſible Ebb, is 
= dry, and the next Day returns to its tormer 
urſe, and fo continues weekly, withour any Al- 
teration ; and therefore the J-ws call it Sabbaticos, 
from their Sab$4th, which is the Seventh Day, The 
Antiochians welcom'd Tizus ro their City wiih all 
poſſible Demonſtrations of Joy and Satisfaon, 
and requeſted him to baniſh the Jews. or art leaſt, 
that he would take away the Brazen Tables where- 
in the Priviieges of the Jews were engraven; but 


* Titus would condeſcend to neither, bur letr the Jews 


in the ſame Stare he found them. As he paſs'd by 
Jeruſalem, be was troub.'d to fee its Deſolation, and 


that his Mzrits muſt be known to the Vorld by the Ruin 


of fo beau: iFui a piice, From thence he paſs'd into 
Mejir, and lo to Panonia, and commanded that 
John, Simon and 7009ft the luſtieſt Priſoners ſhould 
be ſ-nt into [:.1fy, to be us'd in his Trane Ap- 
proaching near R.mz, rhe ry met 1;im W! 

Great Joy . and his Father did him the ſame Ho- 
nour un his cwn Peoria , and borh agreed to Tri- 
umph on th- 1.me Day, tho” the Senate had de- 
creed they ihould each have a feveral Triumph. 
Vaich being come, al 
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All the So\diers and Officers came before Day 


ncar the "Temple of Ir, where that Night the 


Emperors lodg'd ; and at Break of Day Vejpatian 

and Ticus came torth in Purple Garments, crowned 

with Lawrel, and went to Ottrvian's Walls, where 

the S-nate, Nobles and Rom Knights expetted 

their coming. Before the Porch was rais'd a 'Tri- 
bunal, with Scats of Ivory ; on which being fate, 
the Soldtors thouted forth their Praiſes. The Em- 
perors were unarm'd, cloath'd in Silk, and crown'd 
with Lawrei ; and when the Soldiers were ſpeak- 
ing more 1n their Praiſes, Veſp.::ian gave them Signs 
to be fitent ; and then covering moſt part of their 
Heads with their Robes, they both made the cu- 
_—_— Devortions, and ſent the iSoldiers to Din- 
ncr. From the Gate of 'Triumph, in Triumphant 
Roves, they paſs'd through the publick Places ap- 
pointed for thut purpofe. The Splendour, State 
and Coftlineſs of this Triumph cannot be preciſe- 
ly related, for every thing that was rich, rare and 
clorious, that might ſpeak the Grandeur of the 
Emperors. or the Magnthcence of the Romans, was 


here in great plenty : Store of curious Works in 


Gould, Silver and Ivorv ; Tapeſtry wrought with 
Pictures, and the Curioſity of Babylonian Artih- 
c215 ; Splendid Gems and precious Stones ſer in 
Crowns of Gold. and other Works added to the 
Glory of their Triumph : The Pictures of their 
Gods, admirable for Workmanſhip and coſtly Ma- 
trials, were carry'd with them ; and divers forts 
of Living Creatures, adora'd with ſomething thar 
expreſs'd their Natures. "There was an innumera- 
ble Company of Men cloath'd in Purple wrought 
with Gold, and all things fo agreeable, that no- 
thing in che World could be more magnihcent and 

lorious. The Pag-ans were of incomparable 
Davy and Magnitude, with lofty Stories one a- 
bove another, hang'd about with Golden "Tape- 
ir; : Some of them repreſented the Deſolations of 
Wer, Countries deſtroy'd, populous Cities ruin'd, 
Cafſties demoliſh'd, Troops of Enemies flain, Pri- 
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ſoners taken, Walls batter'd with Rams, Armies en. 
tring the Breach, Cities and 'Temples on fre, R;. 
vers ſtreaming with Blood to quench the Flames 
that had confum'd Cirics to Aﬀhes : all fo exactly 
repreſented, as if the Tragicil Actions were then 1 
doing: On every Pageant it>0d the Governor of 
the Ciry, ſhewing the m:.nncr how it was taken, 
After theſe follow'd a Fleer cf Ships, freizhted 
with the Spoils of War ; among which, thoſe of 
Jeruſalem were molt remarkable : ior there was a 
Golden Table weighing many Talents, a Rare 
Golden Candle-ſtick with ſeven curious Branches 
for Lamps ; then was carry'd the Fewiſh Laws, as 
the laſt of all rhe Spoils, with Images of Victory 
made of Goid and Ivory. Then came Veſpatian, 
tollow'd by Titus and Domitian, richly _ ſplen- 
didly adorn'd, and mounted on itarely Horſes, paſ. 
ſing ro the Temple of Fupiter Capitolinus, where 
the Triumph ended. Here they continu'd, accor- 
ding to the Cuſtom of their Country, till News 
was brought them of the Death of the General of 
their Enemies, which at this time was Simon of 
Giora, who was allo carry'd in the Triumph with 
a Rope abour his Neck, and by it drawn along the 
Markert-place, and rhere put to death : When No- 
rice Was given of his Death, they facrific'd and 
feaſted both in the Palace. and at their own Hou- 
ſes. The Triumph being ended, and the Empire 
m quier, V. pores buiir a Temple, dedicated it 
to Peac:, and beautify'd ir with Pictures, Carv'd 
Works, and other Curiofities brought from rae 
fartheſt R<gions of the World.

Our of 
the ſame place alſo iſſue Springs of Sweer Warer ; 
and out of a Rock adjoining is the Reſemblance of 
two Dugs, near one another ; one of which throws 
| out hot Water, and the other cold, and being mix- 
| cd together make a pleafant Barth, which curesDil- 
caſes, eſpecially Pains in the Sinews. Baſſus be- 
hcg'd the Caſtle, and after many Sallies and ſtout 
Rencounters, it was yielded to him to fave the 
Lite of Elcazar, who utherwiſe h2d been crucily'd 
by the Remi2s. From this place Baſſus led his Ar- 
my into the Foreſt call'd Jardes, where many Jews 
were a{lembl'd thar fled from Jeruſalem and Mache- 
71, where in a deſperate Engagement, with the 
Lofs of only 12 Remans, the jews were all flain, 
being in Number 2000. At the fame time Ceſar 
wrote to Liberius Maximus, his Governor, 2nd to 
L | Baſfjns, 
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Baſſus, to ſell all the Lands in Judea, and 
only 800 Soldiers in Emmaus, 30 Furlongs = 
Jeruſalem. He alſo impos'd upon every furvivin 
Jew, a'Triburte of rwo Drachms Yearly to the 3 
pitol, which in former days they were wont to Pa : 
to the "Temple of Jeruſalem. / 

Ceſennius Petus having accus'd Antiochus King of 
Comagena, and his Son Epiphancs, of a defign * 
revolt from the Romans, and obtain'd an Order 
from him to act as he pleas'd againſt them, he eg. 
ters Antiochus's Country with an Army ; and the 
King unwilling to War againſt the Romans, he 
and his Witc and Children fled into Cilicia, and 
his two Sons to Volgeſus, who honorably receiy's 
them. Perus coming to Tarſus in Cilicia, ſent 2 
Centurion to ſeize Antiochus, and carry him bound 
to Rome ; but Veſpatian hearing it, would not fufter 
a King to be 1o harſhly treated, and therefore 
commanded he ſhould be unbound, and ſtay a 
while at Lac:dcmon, where he raaintain'd him ac- 
cording to his Quality ; and his Sons having no- 
rice of it went to Rome, where their Father was 
now arriv'd, and reconcil'd to Cefar, and they all 
Itv'd there iogether in zreat Honour. 


CHAP. XII. 
How the Caſtle of Maſſada was taken. 


"PB Aſus dying in Judea, he was furceeded by Fi- 

vius Sylva; and he perceiving all Judea was 
taken except the Caſtle Maſjzda, he with all his 
Forces march'd-againlt it. "T'was commanded by 
Eleazar Captain of the Siccarians, who were the 
arſt thar exercis'd cruelty againit rheir Neigh- 
bours ; bur were very moderate . if compar'd 
with the Villanies acted by John of Giſchala, and 
Simen Sen of Giera. The Caſtle was fcituare be- 
tween inacceſſible Rocks, and ſtrongly Fortify'd 
by Art and Nature : It was ſtor'd with Corn for 
many Years, and with great quantities of Wine, 


+ Oy], Pulſe and Dates. There was but one place 
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about Mafſada, they could raiſe a Mount on to 
barter down the Wall, and when Silva had gain'd 
it. he erected one 290 Cubits high ; from whence, 
with tacir Engines that threw Stones, they drove 
the J-ws Icom their Wall, and play'd their Rams 
a-ainft it , and having ſomewhat weaken'd ir b 
continual battering, the Jews built another within, 
on which the Rams made no impretſion:; and 
therefore the Romans knowing the new Wall was 
for the moſt part built with Wood, they threw 
burning Firebrands upon it, which confum'd it to 
the Foundation. and the Romans return'd joyfully 
ro their Camp, wo refolution to Artack it next 
mormng. E/eazar feeeing no way to eſcape the 
Remans, he afſembl'd the moſt valiant of his Men, 
and ſpoke to 'em as follows. 
* Generous and valiant Jews, we have long re- 
* folv d ro ſubmit to none but God ; but now he 
« reſolving to ruin our whole Nation for their 
« Sins, we are ready to fall alive into the Hands 
© of our Enemies ; theretore | defire you that we 
* may eſcape Death or Slavery from our invinci- 
«© ble Enemies, let us fatisfy the anger of God a 
© more tolerable way ; let our Wives dye undiſ 
* honour'd, and our ..hildren by Death be freed 
« from Slavery ; afrer whofe Dearhs, we will one 
* hclp another to dye with Reputation, and pre- 
* ferve our Liberty, which 1s the belt Sepulture ; 
* but brit let us burn our Ciſtle and Treafure, 
& for nothing can more atfict rhe Romans, than 
«© nor to take us alive, and alfo be depriv'd of our 
* Riches, which ſhould recompence their La- 
& bour; and we'll leave 'em our Proviſion. to 
© ſhow that Famine contributed nothing ro our 
'* ends; bur rhat we preterr'd a voluntary Dear 
© bctore Subjettion or Slavery.** Some confen

And have not we greater Arpuments to induce 
us to ſcek afrer Immortulity than rhe Indims? 
Are not we every whore du{pisd, rortur'd, kill'd 
after cruel manners, or made Slaves and ViAlals? 
* Lerus therefore haſten ro dve well, and rake 
compati;on on our \\ives and Children, while 
is yer in our power. Immedinely all the Jews 
concurr'd in the fame refolurion, :nd embracing 
their Wives 2nd Children, 3 at their laſt tarewel, 
they preſently kil!'d them 2!! - And grugring ke 
time rhemiclves ſt:id behind. having fer fire to 2 
their Riches, they c:{t Lots by tens tor one (0 
*m; 2rd. when there w.5 bur or.e Icft alive, ® 
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*- firſt walk'd among the dead, to fee vif there were 


any wanting his help ; bur finding none, he ſer 
fre to the King's Palace, and rhen thruſt his Sword 
into his own Body, and fell down dead among his 
Fricnds : leaving not one alive, but an old Wo- 
man, and another that was wiſer than the reſt, and 
five Children that had hid themſelves in a Cave, 
whilſt they were buſted in the Maflacre. The 
number of the {lain Jews were 960. This cala- 
miry befel the Jews the 15th of April, Anno Chriſts 
76. NexrMorning the Romans expecting to fight, 
and ſeeing no Enemy appear, but all in periect fi- 
lence, they gave a great ſhout, in hopes thar 
would bring out the J-ws, and the Women inthe 
Vaults hearing the noiſe, went out and told the 
Romans what had happen'd. The Romans did 
not eafily telieve their ReLrion, the Fatt ſeenrd 
fo incredible but they ende.voring to quench 
the Fire, and moving forward, came to the Pa- 
lace where they bcheid all the dead Bodies, which 
r2is'd their admiration, that ſo many ſhould agree 
in deſpiling Death. The ſlaughter of the Jews 
now extended into all Countries : tor the Siccar;- 
ans at Alexandria retaining this rebellious humor, 
provok'd the reſt of the Jews there to revolt trom 
the Romans ; but the wiſer fort among the Jews, 
perfwaded the People to riſe againſt them, and 
rook 600 of them, and deltver'd them to the 
Romans, who were ſo obſtinare, that they endur'd 
all the trorments that could be invented, and Death 
it ſelf, rather than acknowledge C.z/ar to be their 
Lord, and the fame obſtinare humour continu'd 
among their Children to admiration. 

Lupus Governor of Alexandria, having rais'd 
accuſations againſt rhe Jews there, as a Seditious 
and Rebellious People, Veſparian gave him order 
to deſtroy their Temple, which was bu:lr 1n that 
City by Onias, in the ſame form, rho! lefſer rhan 
that at Jeruſalem. He went into the Temple, rook 
away many Gifts, and ſhut it up, not pernmutting 
them to ſacrifice in it ; and Paulinus that fucceed- 
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ed him, rook away every thing that was of 
in it, and ſhut it up, 339 Years after it was buite 
by Onas. 

Now the boldneſs of the Siccarians, like an in. 
f-ctious Diſcaſe, ſpread rhro' all the Towns of 
Cyrene ;, and a wicked \\retch call'd Jonarhan a 
Weaver, ſeduc'd m:ny of the Vulgar fort to fol. 
low him. promiſing to ſhew them Signs and Vidi. 
ons in the Wilderneſs ; but the better fort of the | 
Jews in C7020 knowing his deceit, gave Carullus no- 
tice pf his Preparation and Departure ; who ſend. 
ing Horſe and Foot againſt them, ar rheir meer. 
ng, the greateſt part of the Jews were {lain ; bur 
]-nathiu with others being taken alive,they endea- 
vour'd to fave themfelyes, by offering an occaſion 
of Crucity ro Catulſus, for he impeach'd all the 
Richelt of the Jews, as his Confederates in this in- 
tended Rebellion, which greatly pleas'd Catulus | 
who pur them upon accuſing rhe pa falſly ; and | 
particularly commanded them to accuſe Alexander | 
4 \cw, and his Vife Bernice, both whom he hat 4 
and put them firſt to Death, and after them | 
that were Rich, ro the number of 3000, which | 
he thought was juſtifiable, becauſe he confiſcated | 
their Eſtates to the uſe of C.cſar : And leſt any of 

the on that liv'd remote ſhould complain of! his 
Injuſtice and Subornation, he encourag'd Jonathan, 
and others to accute rhe moſt truſty and faithful 
lews, both at R:me and Alexndria, of which Jeſe- 
* fther of plus * was one ; but the ſucceſs anſwer'd not his 
tiztEjto). malicious chicannery ; for carrying Jonachan and 
the reſt bound to Reme, Vejþ::5ru ſuipetting ome 
leud conmrivance «mong them, he d:ligently en- 
quir'd ini the whole proccedings ; and diicover- 
ing -tacfe Crimes were injurioully charg'd upon 
the Jews, he acquired them, and caus'd Jenarben 
to be whip'd, and rhen burnt alive ; but Carubuss 
Crimes thro! the milanefs of the Emperor were 
not taken nocice of ; but what Man omitred, God 
fupply'd; for ſoon after he was feiz'd with a v10- 
lent Diſeaſe, which af:%cd both his Mind and 
Body 3 
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Body ; he was terribly and continually affrighted { 
with Imaginations, that the Ghoſts of thate he 4} 
had murder'd, were ready to afſ:ulr and kill him - q | 
For, not able to contain himſelf under the horror p 

of his guilt, he would lcap from his Bed, and 
ſhrike out as if he ſuffer'd fiery Torments . and 
his Difeaſe daily increaſing his Guts and Bowels 
| rotred ; and at length ifſuing from him he dy'd, 
| a dreadful SpeQtacle of Divine Juſtice, in puniſh- 
ing ſuch flagitious Criminals. And thus ends the 
Hiſtory of the Wars between the Jews and Romans ; 
"The Stile I leave to the Judgment of the Reader ; 
but rhe Truth of the Narration being the only 
ly thing I propoundcd to my felf, is not to be

"nown'd Eprr or tirus, ro vindicate my Wrirings a- 
9g :4:ft theo Cilitiinies of rhoſe that aſperſe us as an 
. Upſtart Poople ; ard therefore, in the firſt place, I 
| uſt admire at the Confidence of thoſe rhar refer 
| atl Conroverhcs of this n«rure to the Determina- 
tion of th-+ Greeks, and conclude us to be bur of 2 
le Extrition, becaute the Grecian Authors have 
tiken no Cognizance of our Anceſtors in any 
their \\ric 28s ; which is no Yonder, for them- 
felves.-1n relp<X of us, are but of yeſterday ; 2 
meer Modern, New and Unheard ot People, 18 
regara of Amiquiry ; 1 mcan, in the Foundatioe 
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of Cities, the Invention of Arts and Sciences, the 
Promulgation of Laws, and their own Applica- 
tion to the careful Writing of Hiſtory : Whereas 
the Writings of the Egyprians, Caldeans and Pheni- 
cians are had in Veneration for their Exictneſs and 
Veracity. Innumerable Errours are crept in a- 
mong the Greeks ; and for Antiquity, the anticute|t 
Wriungs they pretend to, are Homer's Poems, 
which were not written till after the Seige of Troy ; 
And as for their Hiſtorians, Cadmus the M:!:fizn, 
Acuſilaus the Argive, and others, they liv'd but a 
lictle before the Perſian Expedition into Greece ; 
their Philoſopers, Pherecydes the Syrian, Pithaporas 
and Thales, confeſs they were inſtructed by the E- 
ptians and Chaldees ; and therefore theſe People 
ve little reaſon to boaſt of Antiquiry. Beſides, 
it may be cafily ſeen from their tiftories them- 
ſelves, that they are only grounded upon Hear- 
ſay, Suppohition and frivolous ConjeCtures ; and 
are alſo at an irreconcilable Difference among 
themſelves, as may be read in the many Conteſts 
between Helicanus and Acuſilaus, Ephorus and Ti- 
meus. In general, all Men accuſe Herodotus, Antio- 
chus and Cel5us, in the Hiſtories of Sicaly: Nor have 
thoſe rhat wrote the Hiſtories of Argos and Aricns 
accorded better among themſelves: Nay, Thucsd;- 
des, the beſt of all their Writers, is accus'd of im- 
fing Falfities upon the World ; and the Reaſon 
29s. 7 I ſuppoſe, is, becauſe they kepr no publick 
Regiſters of Tranfaftions, for among the Athenians 
there is no mention of them, and the moſt Antique 
Records they prercnd to, are the Capital Laws 
of their Legiſlator Draco, who liv'd but a ſhort time 
before the T'yrant Peſiſtratus ; and the Arcedians 
had the Uſe of Letters a great while fince them ; 
beſides, all rheir Writers rather ſtudy'd to embe. 
Iſh their Stile with Eloquence, than in Enquiries 
after Truth. : 
Bur fo great has been the Care of our Nation, as 
well as the Epyprizns and Babylonians, that they 
have regiſter'd all Occurrences in the Times they 
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happen'd : and by this means it comes to paſs that 
ou; Hiſtories .re not inhnite in Number, nor re. 
pugnant to one another. Our Chronicles are con. 
tzin'd in 22 Books, 5 of which were writ by Me. 
ſes, commencing wirh the World, in whi the 
G:nealogics were continu'd from the Creation till 
his Death, which was linle 1 than 3000 Years 
Aﬀtcr the Death of Mſcs, wil Arraxerxcs King of 
P-»ſit, all rhe Prophets of our Nation wrote the 
Hiſtory of the feveral "Times rhey liv'd in. which 
are d'geit:d into 13 Books; and the reſt of the 
Number mention'd are r:de up of ptous Inftry. 
ftions for the |Kegul.tion of our Lives, and of ho- 
ly Hymns in the : .onour ind Praiſe of our Crea- 
ror. From Art:x7xcs to our preſent Times, our 
Hiftories. have becn carefully compil'd, tho” not 
held in ſuck great Venrerction as the former ; 
the Tws will tufter Death rather than ſpeak a Syl- 
[:ble againſt thoſe f..cred Volumes, or ſuffer them 
ro be impair*d or alrer'd : Bur the Greeks will run 
n0 i...zard to preſerve all the Writings they have 
from Deſtruction becauſe rhey know rhe Truth, 
their Hiſtories depends upon rhe Wills and Fan- 
cies of their Writers, in which they have roo often 
groſly abus'd Poſterirv with fabulous Relzrions, 
and broken Patches and Shreds of Aﬀairs; and by 
thefe clandeſtine Methods have call'd themfclves 
Hiſt r1-us.

No Man had equal Advantage with ray felf to 
write th» former Hiltorics, being a Prieſt, educa-

Moſcs built the Tabernacle he had no fuch Inten- 
tion, nor Was it in fuch a Form as he has abfurdly 
deſcrib'd ir. In the Time of our Anceſtors Depar- 
ture out of Egypr, he difters above 100 Years from 
his Fellows, and above 200 Years from the Truth. 
He ſays, When the Hebrews departed our of Epypr,

gretſing the Laws of their Country. Appion zffirns, 
that im our Sacred Temple we worſhip'd an Aff; 
Head ; And this was manifeſtly known, fays he, when 
Anriochus fp9ii'd che Temple, who found that Afr 
Head, being of M:fſy Gal, and great Palue, To 
which I anfwer, It this Story was true,” yet an Epy- 
ptian, as he 15, ought not to have reproach'd us with 
it, fince an Afs is but a Beaſt, and Beafts the Es;- 
ptians worlhip 2s their Gods !

Religion ; for being forc'd ro circumciſe himſelf 
to avoid a foul Diſeafe, it had not the EfleR dohie 
red ; but his Privy Members rotting he died a 
miſcr ble Death. And here 'tis fit this Diſcourſe 
ſhould cnd allo, had nor fome other malicious Per- 
ſons {flander'd »our great Prophet and Law-giver 
Moſes, in caliing him a Magician, and Author of 
ſuch Laws as tolerate Impiery, and reach the Ex- 
erciſe of no Vertue nor Goodneſs. To which I 
anſvyer, That Mefes was a good Man, infpir'd Þ 

God Almighty, and did nothing but by his part:- 
cular Command and DireEtion. The Laws he 
gave us he receiv'd from God himſelf, were the firit 
in the World, and contain nothing bur whar is jaſt

Reader for further Satisf.:&tion, and therefore ſhall 
conclude by faying, That in Laws for promoting Pie- 
ty and Morality.we excred all otyuer Nations ;, for Cnity 
end Peace aniong our ſo'ves, we have very few Equals ;

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MARTYRDOM 


OF THE 


MACCHABEES. 


T the Requeſt of Polybius of Megalopoliz, 
] am to exhibit an account of the Mar. 
tyrdom of the Macchabees; and that 1 
may not trouble the Reader with a tedi- 
ous Prologue, I will begin with Eleazar, and Se. 
ven Brethren, and relate what Torments was fu. 
fer'd by their Mother and themſelves ; but before 
I begin the deaths of theſe Martyrs, I will briefly 
diſcourſe of Reſon, which is no ſmall inducement 
ro a patient ſuffering the greateſt Cruelties, for the 
ſake of God and Religion. For firiſt, Reaſon 
I-arns us to deſpiſe all the Honours, Pleafur 
Flateries and Blandiſhments of the World, an 
by degrees fortifies with a noble reſolution, to ſuf- 
fcr all rhe Torments that the Malice of Man can 
inft'&t upon us. For Reaſon being grounded up- 
0:; Wiſdom, and that atfiſted by Juſtice and Tem- 
:rance, all things in time grow eaſe and fami- 
Frur tous. Rcafon is the guide of all our Actions, 
and by it we are taught to deſpiſe Torments, prune 
off ſuperfluous Pleaſures. It fubdues the heat of 
Luft, corrects our unruly Paſſions, ſhames our In- 
LeEmpcrancics, teaches us to deny our ſelves, - 
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by mature and profound advice, arms our Souls 
with a noble Courage , As was exemplary in Ms- 
ſes and Jacob: And if any think it ſtrange, that 
Reaſon having fuch a power over our Inchnations 
and Actions, we ſhould in any thing offend againſt 
God, he ought to know that the dominion of Rea- 
fon is not fo abſolute, as to filence the motions of 
our Appctites,or extinguiſh our defires, but only ro 
correct their Extravagancies, and prevent Inordi- 
nate Deſires, from running into enormous Afions. 
Our Pathons may be fubdu'd and brought under, 
but cannot on this ſide the Grave be totally exter- 
mines... be for Eng, Rena c_ hinder 
us from being angry, but by its powerful _ 
{10ns it can tye up our Hands from doing Miſchief 
in our Anger ; it cannot hinder us from defiring 
the fatisfaction of our Inordinate Luſts and Con- 
cupiſcences, bur it has virtue to prevent our yield- 
ing to its filthy ſuggeſtions. In wy Virtue can 
reiratn and bridle our {inful Patlions, but has not 
ſuch an abſolute Juriſdiction, as to be able to roor 
them our, and utterly deſtroy them. And now I 
proceed to rhe Hiſtory it felt. 

Selcucus King of 4fia being dead, Antiochus a 
Man of a cruet diſpoſition Reigning in his ſtead, 
fack'd the City of Jeruſalem; and the nobly en- 
tertain'd by the Citizens, committed all kind of 
Outrrages upon them ; he depos'd Onias the High- 
Prieſt, and upon the promiſe of paying him 
2650 Talents of Silvre, he put his Brother Jaſon 
in that Office, who immediately forc'd the Jews 
upon committing all kinds of Wickedneſs, to for- 
fake the Religion of their Country ; and procur'd 
an Order from Anticchus, that all the Jews that 
would not ſacrifice to their falſe Gods, d im- 
mediately dye upon the Wheel ; but the Religt- 
ous Jews taking no notice of this conn, por 
ſever'd in their own Religion, and choſe a ſudden 
and voluntary death, to avoid his tormenting 
them by degrees ; which Antiochus perceiving, he 
defl'd the Altar with Swines fleſh, and command- 
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cd it ſhould be eaten of the Jews. Then he aſſera.

Holy ber Learned oid Man and in ovate bs 
ration for his Piery and Virtue, to whom 
chus ſpake 1n this manner. G 
" Holy old Man let me perfwade thee to ſave

When Eleazar faw 
his Fleſh wounded, his Body cut on all ſides, and 
the Blood guſhing our from every Limb, he pari- 
ently juftcr'd, glority'd God that enabV'd him to 
endure it, and like a {tour Champion of the true 
God. never fhrunk at his Tortures. Then the 
King's Officers faid, How long Eleazar wile thou 
diſobery the King 2 Eat Swines Fleſh, and redeem thy 
felf from Toim.nts;, to whom Elecazar anſwer'd. 
* \\Ve Sons of the Hebrews are not fo efteminate 
© ard cowardly, as to renounce our Salvation to

1; would renounce their Religion, rather than ſuffer 
n Torments ; and therefore commanded them, and 
their Mother Szlomana (deſcended from a noble 
Family) to be brought before him. The Young 
p Men were comly graceful Perſons, and of vinuous 
} Inclinations ; and their antient Mother exceeded | 
| all that can be faid in her commendations. | 
Theſe being in his Prefence, Anriochus accoſts 
the Children after this manner. © Excellent Young 
* Men, I heartily wiſh your Welfare, and there- 
* fore would perſwade you, not like Mad-men, 
© ro reſiſt my commands, the conſequence where- 
«© of will be Torments and Death ; to avoid wh 
* you muſt renounce thc Faith of your Country- 
** men, 
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« men, and embrace our Religion, and then 1 
« will advance you to Honours, and augment 
* your Eſtates; bur it you refuſe, 1 will javent 
** tuch Torments for you, as by a lingring ane 
* ana paintul Death ſhall conſume you.* To 
terrihe them the more, he commanded the [n- 
firuments of Torture ſhould be ſhew'd before 
them, as \Vheels, Rods, Rakes, Racks, Hooks, 
Chaldrons, Cages and Gridirons , with Iritru- 
ments to torment the Hands and Fingers ; which 
rhe Young-men ſeeing , notwithſtanding all the 
Flatrery or Threarnings of Antio-hus, they con- 
temn'd all their Engines of Cruelty, and faid ; 
Wicked 'I yrant , doſt thou rormeat the In- 
nocent ? We will rarher die than renounce 
whar God and Afeſes hath rauzhr us; and 
* therefore, Tyrant, Lover of Iyjultice, Alaft- 
er of Cruelry, Iaventer of Iniquity, don't en- 
deavour ro ſcduce us with thy Flatterics, for 
we ſcorn thy ottcrd Pardon, as worſe than 
* Dearth it {olf. Our Maſter Elea7ar his ſhew'd

kind''d, and AMaccrabeus as he was rack'd on the 
Wheel, wzs calt into Flames, and by them was 
fo burnt th. his Bowels appear'd ; but though 
his Fleſh yieidcd to tne Torments, his mind con- 
tinu'd hrm , and in the -midit of his Torments 
faid ro his Brethren. © My dear Brothers learn 
* of mean example of Virtue and Patience; fee 
** the importance ot an invincible and Holy 
<« reſolution, lcarn of me to ſlight and difpiſe the 
* the World, and to obey God rather than a 
* Tyrant; tor God can humble the Proud, and 
© 2dvance the Dcjefted.** When he had ſpoken 
theſe Words, he was taken out of the Flame, 
and flaid alive; his Tongue was pulld out of 
his Mouth, and thrown into a hor Frying-Pan, 
and then he departed this Lite, to the great ad- 
miration of all that beheld him, and the Joy 
of his Mother and Brethren, who knew he was 
gone betore them to Heaven, to prepare a King- 
dom for them ail. 

After kim the Second Brother, Aber's Hands 
were bound with iron Chains, and being hang'd 
up by them his Skin was fHliid off, from the 
Crown of the he::d ro the Knees, and rhen was 
caſt alive to = hungry Livbard, ur he might 
rear with his "7ecih the reſt of his Body 3 but 
the Beaſt facling io him (to ſhew the power of 
Gced) tern'd away his cid, forgor his auel 
Nowre, and would not kurt the Martyr. The 
Tyrants Fury Riil increas d  wliilft the Mar- 
ryr poke aloud; © O how pleaſant are che 
© Forms nd Dolth that 1 ſuffer for my God ; 
* and io much the pleafnrer , becauſe I have aflu- 
T2NCe Gin Reward in ticzven : Bur thou wick®

& niſhments.** Thus continuing fteadtift in his 
Faith, and encourug'd by his Brothers Ez.mple 
he departed to Hezven., : 

Machir the third Son being brovght ro FExe- 
cution, the People begz'd him to pitty him{clt 
by ſeeing what his Brother ſuffcr'd.” and not vo. 
luntarily run to his Leitruction ; but he heing 
diſpleas'd with rheir advice, gave them this zn- 
ſwer. ©* One Father begot us, one Mother bore 
* us, one Nlaiter ( Eleazar) raught us. and we 
are all of one mind ; therefore do not delay 
the time in vain, for I came to ſuffer and nor 
raik ; you may do the worlt you can im=gine 
againlt my Body, for you have no power at 
" all over my Soul. "Then was his Body ry'd 
round a Globe, that pull'd all his Limbs out of 
joint, the sﬆkin oi his Head and Face were torn 
oft, and then was put upon the \\ heel, but ro 
no purpoſe, for all his Bynes were ditlocared be- 
fore, and hung ſeparated one from another in a 
{:d and deplorable manner ; and theretore, when 
he fuw his end approaching , from the #bun- 
dance of Blood that poured trom him, he ipoke 
theſe Words and dy'd. ” We, O Tyrant, tuficr

&* before rac.* Ar which the Tyrant was & 
enrag'd. that he leap'd trom his Chair, to tor. 
ment ihe Martyr with his own Hands, and &rft 
commanded his "Tongue to be, cut out of his 
Mouth ; but he nothing daunted at the Order 
ſaid to Anticchus ; ** This Cruelty will avail thee 
* nothing, for our God underſtands the Lan. 
* euage and Requelts of the Soul, where there 
* 1s no Tongue to expreſs it. He knows' our 
* Thoughts and our Neceti.ties, and what we 
* would fay, though we cannot. Thou may'ſt 
* cut out my "['ongue, but thou canſt not pull

&* accept what is ofter'd from ir. In puniſhing 
©« me, thou doſt bur load thy own Soul with

Stake, he was beaten cruelly with Ropes Ends; 
and bcing loos'd from thofe 'Torments, was put 
upon tac Wheel, where, praying for his Coun- 
trymen , 'Death gave him a paſſage ro- tus Bre- 
thren. 

Achas the Filth Brother came without ſending 
for , and ſpoke to Antiochus after this manner. 
* Tyrant, I am come to be puniſh'd before thou 
*© commar.deft me, and think not my Mind is 
© chang'd fince I earneſtly deſire ir. "The Blood 
* of my four Innocent Brethren , has already 
« dovm'd thee to Hell! Fire, and mine will 1n- 
* creaſe thy torments. T'ci} me, Bloody Wretch, 
£ for what Offence doſt theu puniſh us 2 What 
« Villany have we commnt.d 2 For what Crime 
** doft thou pcrſccne v3? It it is becauſe we 
* honour God our Creator, and live 'in obedt- 
* ence to his Laws, go'on, for thy Puniſh- 
«© ments will ſecure our Salvation, and add to 
© our Glory.** Then was he cramn'd double 1n- 
© 2 brazen Por. his Head and Fect together, 


and after faffer'd all we rorments his Brothers 
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had endur'd before him; yet nothing amarz'd, 
he ſtarted up, and thus bitterly inveigh'd againſt 
the Tyrant, © Cruel Tyrant, What ineltima- 
* ble Benefits doſt thou again(t thy Will confer 
** upon us! Thy rage. makes us more accepr- 
© able to God, and this ſhort AMiction gains 
4 ” Life everlaſting.* And faying thus, he

To Areth the Sixth Brother, the Tyrant offer'd 
either Honour or Puniſhment ; but he diſdain'd 
bis Offer, faying, © Though Tyrant, I am 
** younger in Years than my Martyr'd Brethren, 
* yet in conſtancy to my God and my Duty, 
* 1 am not their Inferior. Haſten then your 
** tarments; and the time you would fpend in 
*© endeavoring to ſeduce me, imploy in deviſing 
* new tortures for me.** Antiochus confounded 
at his Courage, commands him to be bound ro 
2 Pillar with his Head downward, then caus'd 
Fire to be made at ſuch a diſtance from him, 
as might roaſt but not burn him. "Then with 
Aules rhey made holes in his Fleſh, that the 
heat might penetrate the deeper. Whilſt thus 
tormented, the Blood and Humours fertI'd in his 
Head and Face, and then he ſpoke as follows. © O 
© noble Warfare berween Piety and Wicked- 
* neſs, my Brethrens Martyrdom 1s the rormenr 
* of their Perſecutors; and as I am related ro 
* them in Blood, fo I'll follow them in Death. 
© Therefore Tyrant, invent ſome new rorments, 
<* for theſe I have already conquer'd. O Maſter 
'* of Cruelty, Enzmy of all Goodneſs, and Per- 
«* ſecutor of Juſtice, thy Fire is cold, and cannot 
* heat us, thy Weapons are blunted in our Bodies, 
« :nd God gives us more ability to fuffer, rhan. 
& thou haſt power to puniſh.** As he vtrer'd 
theſe words, a Wretch took hold of his Tongue 
with a hot pair of Tongs. And fo with ſuffering 
tie fame torments his Brothers did , and being 
Fry'd ina Pzn. he ended his days. . 
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715) the Seventh and laſt of rhe Brethren, 
oftcring himſ-'f ro be tormented, Anticcizw took 
him by the Hand. and hoping to win him by

ties, the 'Tormentors never ceaſmg till Life was 
almoſt ſpent ; and then forbearing © while, he re- 
cover'd a little {trengrh, 2nd by that means fuffer'd 
more than the reft of his Brethren, Ar lengrh his 
Hands and Arms being cut off, he lifted up his 
Eyes to Heaven, fayinz. O Adonai, O Sabaor, be 
merciful unto me, and recoive me into the Secicty of 
my Bre:hren. See here the Power of Reaſon, which 
enabled theſe Martyrs to ſhew a greater conſtancy 
in ſuffering, than the Tyrant could in tormenting 
them ; for none of them griey'd, bur rejoyc'd at 
cach others Puniſhmenrs, 

O happy Children, who in Honour and Virtue, ſur- 
mount the Dignity of Kings and Princes, and d:ſerve 
Immortal Glory : But ;why ſhould we admire the 
Courage of theſe Young-Men, when a Woman 
both encourag'd them to fufer, and follow'd the 
Precepts {he had tzught rhem. She was indeed a 
Mother, but deſerves a more honorable Epithet 
than humanity can give her. When all her Fa- 
mily had fuffer'd, ſhe as the laſt and Glory of 
them all, came to Execution ; and defpiſing the 
Tyranrs threatning, ſhe kneel'd down in the place 
of torments, and beſcuzht God to take away ber Life, 
fince ſhe had new ſeen all her Sens triumphing, "The 
Tyrant had caus'd her to be tormented ſeven 
times before. And now to accompliſh the lait 
att of her Life, and his Cruelty ; he commanded 
this noble Woman to be ſtrip'd Naked, 'hang'd 
up by the Hands, and whip'd afrer a barbarous 
and inhuman manner. He caus'd her N'pples 
and Breafts ro be torn from her Body, and after to 
be pur into a red hot Frying-Pan; in which, 

liking up her Eyes to Heaven, and praying for all 
her Sex, {he relign'd her Chaft 2nd Pious Soul to 

God; and A4n:iochus was ftruck with Fire from 

Heaven. © Cor:querefs o Tyr ants, Miſtreſs of F- 

ftice, Pattern of Picty and Patience, that end.ar a 
ell thi without complaining ! Try Brighracfs and Glo- 
ry. With it, S>pep Iuſtrious Stars excceds the foining 
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Moon, and all Nations celebrate thy Praiſes. Elea. 
z.ir, the Mother, and her Seven Sons, were ho. 
nour'd with a Scpulchre; a Conſtellation of 
Eight Stars is ordain'd to Jr their Memo. 
ry, and Angels celebrated rheir Funerals. "Their 
Prayers alſo obrain'd the remittionof our National 
Offences; for ſoon after the "Tyrant was deſtroy's, 
and 1/-aci was delrver'd from his Uſurpation and 
Cruelty. What Excuſes and Apologies, would 
not others of the render Sex have fram'd to avoid 
the leaſt of her tormenrs ; but ſhe ſuſtain'd the 
loſs of her Children, and her own Lite chearfylly, 
* O Glorious Example to all thy Sex, that with 
+ ery Eyes ſaw'ſt thy Children torn in pieces 
* with Fleſh Hooks, rheir Tongues pull'd out, 


* their Ribs torn aſunder, their Bodics beaten, ' 


* fiay'd, rack'd and burnt to Death, and with 
* a merry Countenance, exharted them to Per. 
* ſeverance and Courage in their Suffering. O 
** thou honourable among Women, Glory of our 
© Nation, Honour of our Religion, who pre-

«* ſhe faw they muſt cither fin or ſuffer, thatGod 
* was to be obey'd in all things ; that our torments 
* were but only 'Tryals of our Conſtancy, and

«* moertal.** Ot which Anticchus was a diretul ex- 
ample; who being ſtruck with Madneſs., ts 
Bowels were catcen up with Worms, and ſtinking 
Fke Carrion, Death tranſported him to receive 
his deſerved Puniſhments. This Holy Mother 
ſ*t b-fure her Children, the Exaraples of the Pro- 
piers. how Abel was {lain by his Brother, Iſaac 
wis ro be offer'd in Sacrihice, J2cob baniſh'd, Je- 
j-pb impriton'd, Daniel calt ro the Lyons, and the 
three Children into the fiery Furnace.

Aius Caligula came tO the Empire in a Time 
(' of Univerdal Tranquility, all the World 
was at Peace, the Greeks had no W As 

the B:rbarians, the Soldiers and Citizens ow - 
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Amity ; his Riches were immenſe, and his $«; 
and Land-Forces formidable ; his Empire exten. 
ed from the Rhine ro Euphrates, Valk Revenues 
flow'd into his Exchequer from the fartheſt Parrs 
of the World, and it was impo!lible for his Deſire 
to exceed his Erjoyments : Bur in the heighth gf 
his Proſperity, he tell into a grievous Fir of Sick. 
neſs; for having left his former Courſe of Sobrje. 
ty and Temperance, which arc the great Prefer. 
vers of a Sanative Conſtirution, he plung'd him. 
ſelf into Intemperance and Luxury : He drank 
Wine unmeaſfurably, eat eo nr} , bath'd wn. 
ſeafonably, and his Life was a Circular Motion in 
Cramming and Diſgorging. He gave himſelf y 
wholly to Women, and to Luſts more unnatural. 
ly criminal, and whatſoever elſe might 'debauch 
and weaken Nature. 'The Notice of his Sickneſs 
gave his SubjeQs great Affliction, and the News 
of his Recovery was recciv'd with Joyful Accla- 
mations. 

From Exceſs of Debauchery, he run into Abo- 
minable Cruelties ; for Tiberius having left him 
in charge the Care of his young Grandſon Tibc. 
rizs, and appointed he ſhould ſucceed him in the 
Empire,, Ca/izula a while diſlembl'd a great Kind- 
nefs for him ; but at length ſuſpeQting him to be 
his Enemy, he commanded the young Prince to 
kill himſelf in the preſence of ſeveral 'Tribunes 
and Captains, forbidding them to give him any 
&iiiftance, becauſe { forfooth) ie was not fir that 
the Deſcendant of an Emperor ſhould die by Vulgar 
Hands, The innocent young Prince, who had 
never beforc ſeen a Murther, preſented his Throat 
to thoſe that ſtood nexr him ; bur all refuſing to 
diſpatch him, he took the Dagger himſelf, ask'd 
the Standers by where he ſhould {trike ; . and they 
in their great Civility inſtruftir:g him, he ſtabb'd 
himſelf with many repeated Strokes, tiil, by af 
-——_—_—_— Compulfzon he put an cnd to his own 

ays. 
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When Caius had finiſh'd this Important Buſi. 


eſs, and there was none that could pretend: 
by his Rival in the Empire, he turd his Wrath, 
upon Macro, who had faithfully ſery'd him, and 
had been a great Means to perſuade Tiberius wo 
name him his Succeflor ; for Macro, like 2 faith- 
fal Friend, admoniſhing him tor

ny Indecencies and Irregularities, he "7 yp mat 


che Eftccts of his Difpleaſure. However, Mc 
ill advis'd him, faying, * SIR, you ouzhe ee 
«* to abindon your felf, like [nferiour Perſons. to

« them in Gravity and Prudence as much as 
« you tranſcend them in the Dignity of your Ex- 
& traction, and do nothing unbeſeeming the Cha- 
< racter of ſo Auguſt an Emperor of the World, 
« and who 1n Duty is oblig'd to promote its Wel- 
« fare.” Burt this grave Advice gave Caius the 
Spleen ; infomuch as one Day ſeeing Macro come 
towards him, he ſaid to thoſe about him, © See 
* that Impertinent and Saucy Pedagogue, rhat 
« takes upon him to reprove and inſtruct an Em- 
« peror wiſer than himſelf; for befides my 111u- 
& ftrious Extraction, and rhe Vertnes which N:. 
« ture mingles with rhe Blood of thoſe ſhe dc. 
&* {igns ſhall command, [ have been inur'd to go- 
« vern from my Cradle; and yet he that has no- 
<* thing Noble in him, and to whom the Arca. 
<« zums of State are Impenetrable Myſteries, has 
* the Confidence ro adviſe me.” Now ey 
Day increaſes Caius's Averſion againſt Macro; and 
having ſought Occaſzons ro ſhew his Reſentment, 
he thought he had found a notorious cone by theſe 
Words that at a certain time tell from Macre.

We this perfidious Prince had rid himſelf 
of his Competitor in the Empire, and of 
a Friend to whom he ow'd both his Life and Au- 
thoriry, the next that follow'd was his Father-in- 
Law Mai cus SyUanus. +6 was a Perion of Noble 
Extraction, and greit Generolity ; and tho? his 
Daughter was dead that hid been Wife to Caiws, 
he continu'd the fatac Afection ro him as it he 
had been his own Ckild. and therefore rook the 
Liberty ts zive him good Countel, and ſhew him 
what the Empire expect-d from him : Bur Caius

& from a Rival and his Fa&tion : That Macro was 
| &« grown fo proud and infolent, that he forgot 
* the DireGtion of the Oracle at Delphes, Know 
&« thy ſelf : And that it was impertinent and in- 
© diſcreet in Sy/lanus ro interpole in State-Aﬀairs, 
* for being but Father-in-Law to Caius, he ſhould 
* have conhder'd that his Alliance was extin- 
* guiſh'd by his Daughter's Death, and that the 
* Ligaments of Marriage, though they unite Fa- 
| © mihies at preſent, are diffolv'd at the Death of 
<« either of the Parties.”, "Theſe were the Diſ- 
courſes in favour of the Emperor, for the Peo- 
ple having conceiv'd a good Opinion of him at 
his Entrance, could not eaſily believe he was fo 
transform'd in a Moment : But the Senate and 
wiſer fort of People were exaſperated at his abo- 
minable Inhumanires.

Caius uſurps Divine Honours. 


| Aius being now on the higheſt Pinacle of 
| Empire, and without Control exercizd his 
Ablolute Power, thought he might challenge the 1i- 
iz of a God; and periuaded himfelt ro it by ſuch 
an extravagant Argument as this ; v7. | 
< A; thote that have the Government of Beaſts, 
whether Oxen, Sheep or Deer, are nor Bealts, 
bur Men, of a Superiour Nature to the Anj- 
mals they rule ; ſo they that command over 
Mun and all Creatures of the Earth, ought to 
© be confider'd as more excellent than Men, and 
*© bereverenc'd as Gods.” 
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Having aemitted rhis Impious and Ridicy)... 
Concett , Ira his Head, he hrit began ne ==> 
ſuch a Veneranon as was paid to the D.mj Goes: 
Bacchus, Hercules, Caſtor and Pellux, Triphen FF, 

hiarns and Amphilocus;, but he laugh'd at their 
Oracles and Ceremonies, and tranſlated their 
Worfhip to himſelf. He chang'd his Habir and 
Dreſs like a Player ; fomerimes, to perſonae yz. 
cules, he wore a Lion's Skin upon his Should... 
and a Club in his Hand ; ſometimes he wore , 
Hart, like Caſtor and Pollux ; and fometimes the 
Skin of a young Hind. in Imitation of Baccky; : 
and transform'd himſelf into as many Shapes az 
Prot.cus, but imitated none of their Vertes for 
which Poſterity celebrates the Actions .of thoſe 
famous Hero's : And this render'd him more ridi. 
culous, and hated ; © Thar one that had mur. 
« ther'd his Brother ſhould compare with Ca. 
« ſtor and Pollux, who were ador'd as Exam- 
<« ples of Fraternal Amity : And that he ſhould

* compare himſelf with thoſe great BenefaQors 


© to Mankind, Hercules and Bacchus, that was no- 
<* thing but the Common-ſhoar of Sin, and Plague 
* of Mankind.” 

But his Arrogance and Infolence reſted nat 
here; for thinking it bencath his Digniry to be 
honour'd only as a Demi-God, he afſum'd the 
Titles of rheir Superiour Deities ; and ro paſs for 
Mercury, he wore a Czduccus in his Hand, and 
Wing'd Buskins on his Legs. "To reprefent Apol- 
to, he appear'd with a Crown on his Head with 
{hinins Rays, a Quiver at his Back, with Ar- 
rows 1n his Left Hand, and with his Right Hand 
d:ftribured his Bounty io ric People. Somermes 
ke appcar'd like Mrs, 1n 2 ticad-piece, QCuirals 
and Buckler, with Bravo's about him rcady to 
perperrate any Niurither he ſhould command 
them ; bur wholly unlike them in the Exerciſe 0 
rhoſe Vertues that render'd them foo f.mmous. But 
tz winch ras'd rhe greateit #.dinirition, Was, 
tz ke ſo many Barbirous Nations that Wee

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cruſh'd under his T'yrannical Dominion p 
with ny (On in their Puſilanimot Ate? k 
tions : Nay, fome Romans were not aſham' 
arr & Liberty of the City, and as by in 

ubmittion to this Contemprible Idol ! Of all Na- 
tions 1 SubjeCtion to the Romans, the Jews only 
oppos'd his Vanity, and therefore ſmarred under 
bis unmercitul "Tyranny. For, 

As ſoon as the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who 
always hated the 7ews, underſtood that Caius had 
a Quarrel towards them, they thought ir a fit 
Opportunity to revenge themſelves on the Jews ; 
and therefore falling upon them with Irrehſtible 
Violences, they forc'd their Houſes, turn'd their 
Familigs out of Doors, carry'd away the beſt of 
their Goods, and that not like Thieves, in the 
Night, but at Noon-day, ſharing their plunder'd 
Goods in the open Market. eſe cruel Perſe. 
cutors alſo way-laid the Fewiſh Merchants that 
trafhick't to Alexandria, robb'd them of their Mer. 
chandizes, and burnt the Oxvners alive, And to 
cajole the Humour of this Prince, whom they 

leas'd by theſe excefuve Cruelties, they fer up 
is Statues in the Jewiſh Oratories, and chang'd 
them into Temples, ro increaſe the Number of 
thoſe already dedicated ro him. And indeed, ris 
no wonder the Egyptian People ſhould Deihe a 
Mortal Man, ſince they py Adoration to Dogs, 
Wolves, Lions, Crocodiles, Storks, and other 
Amphibious Animals ; and fill all Egype with 
Temples, Altars and Groves dedicated to them. 
is worth our Obſervation, that this Honour 
given to Caius was not out of Love or Reſpect 
to the Emperor, But meerly out of Flattery ; for 
they paid no ſuch Devoirs to Tiberius, who by 
his beneficial Governmenr had oblig'd them and 
all the World. 


N. CHAP. 
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C-H.A EF. IV. 
Caius's R-7- againft the Jews of Alexandria. 


Aius 113 now ſwell'd to that Degree of 
Pride 2nd Vanity as not only ro prong 
but to belier: hirmfelt ro be a God, finding no Peo.. 
ple ſo raady ti: humour his Extravagancies asthe 
Alexandrians, he approv'd of all their AQtians - 
and no Man was eltcem'd, but ſuch as egregiouſ. 
ly flattcr'd and abus'd him. Among the reſt of 
theſe fordid Paraſites was a wicked Fellow, cal. 
led Helico, formerly a Slave, who by ill Practifes 
having made himſelt a Courticr, and fecing there 
was nothing fo bafe and diflolute that Caius was 
not inclin'd to, faid thus to himſelf : © Now, He. 
<< /:co, is the Time to advantage your felt ; you 
*© have a Maſter to whom you are acceptable ; 
* you have a pliable Wit, a Faculty in Drollin 
* and have "Tricks and Inventions to diſpoſe him 
* ro Mirth; now fill his Ears with Calumnies, 
* that he may take Revenge on all he hates: 
« You necd not much ſtudy to find out a Sub- 
« ject, for rhe Fews will abundantly fupply you.” 
Now this wicked Wretch having by his Forge- 
ries and Suggeſtions provok'd Caius againſt the 
Fcws, when the Ambaſſadors that came from 4- 
lexandria, from the Fayprtians, underſtood how 
much he was their Friend, they gave him Money, 
and promis'd him great Honours when the Em- 
peror ſhould come ro Alexandria. And when the 
Jews knew he was their Enemy, they employ'd 
all their Intereſt ro fweeren and tzke him oft; 
for bing in one of the chiefeſt Places at Coun, 
and kept with Catus In all his Games, Recrea- 
Lions and Debaicherics, beſides his entertaining 
Caius with Buffoonry, he had Opportunity of do- 
Ing us abund:nce of Miſchief : Eur after all, our 
Sollicit:-tions finding no EileEt, we refolv'd to pe- 
tition the Emperor, who receiv'd us in the Field 
of Mz:#5, wita a pleaſant Countenance 3 and 1n 
obliging 
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obliging Words gave us notice b 
of the Ceremonies, that hc would | $exrmny Arg 
bi Leiſure ; which pur all the Jews in hee, of 
ſucceeding m their Requeſts, rho' 1 confels. | was 
not of that Opinion. We waited upon the Em 
peror to Puteoli, whither he went for his Diver- 
lon ; and as we were expeQing the Deciſion of 
our Controverſze, a Man came to us in haſte, with 
his Eyes ſtaring, quite our of Breath, and an uni. 
verſal Diſcompoſure in his Looks, ſaying, Have 
you not heard the terrible News » He would have 
proceeded farther, but his Tears came fo faſt that 
they depriv'd him of Unerance, We conjur'd bim 
to tell us the whole, that we who had been usgd 
ro Suffering might ſhare in his Sorrow. Then he 
made a freſh Effort, and with more Sighs than 
Words told us, The Ruin of our Temple was decreed, 
for the Emperor had order'd hu Statue to be ſet up in 
the Santtuary, and had inſcrib'd it with the Title of 
Jupiter. He farther told us, © 'That Capire, a 
* Receiver of the Tributes in Fudea, having tea- 
<* ther'd his Neſt by his Exactions, Gs Goa 
© plaints ſhould be made againſt him, and know- 
< ing that Caius was pofleſs'd with an idle Paſſion 
* to be worſhipp'd as a God, he reprefenred rhe 
* Zews as a Turbulent Nation, and the only Peo- 
* ple that oppos'd him. Helico alſo, that noto- 
* rious Buffoon, ſeconded Capito's malicious Infor- 
* mation, and Apelles the Crmndien, who were 
© both of Caius Priv Council, did no leſs Mif- 
© chief to us than the other, in incenſing Caius 
<« againſt us.” Every Word this Perſon ſpoke 
was like a Dagger at our Hearts, tho' theſe two 
ſcandalous Counſellors were not long without their 
Rewards; for Apelles was tortur'd on the Wheel 
by Intervals, that it might ſpin out the time, pro- 
long his Puniſhment, and make him die by de- 
grees; and Helico was put to death by Claudius, 
that ſucceeded Cars. 

The Emperor ſpeedily commands a Statue to 


be conſecrated, and order'd Perronius, Governor 
F 5 of 
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of Syriz, to take h-if the Army, and attend the 
Erecting of it in the 'Temple of 5::u/alem ; bur 
Perrenius finding the Enterprize was difficult and 
dngerous, for he knew the Jews would rather die | 
than ſuffer it to be /ct up, he made no great haſte | 
in tne Execution of the Order, for fear of RaiC. 
ing \War. 


CHAF. Yv. 
Tie Jews feck to reverſe the Order of Caius. 


O Starue yet comming out of Ttaly, Perroniu; 
orders one to be made at Sidon by the ableſt 
Statuaries in Ph.cnicia; and then ſending for the 
Chicf Pricſts and Magiſtrates of the Fews, he told 
them the Emperor's Commands, and defired 
them ro ſubmit, leſt they run themſelves into un- 


- avoidable Calamitics, for the Army in Syria had 


Orders to procecd with Fire and Sword tn cafe 
of Diſobedrernce. This Difcourſe ſtruck the Jews 
into Aſtoniſhment and Silcace, but art length 
burſt out intro Rivers of Tears, tore their S 
and their Kair, and with a Voice istcrrupted with 
Sizchs and Groans, cry'd out, Shall we live to ſee 
te Tinie that our Auczſt5rs never beheld > No, we 
eannor ;, and will rather ofe cur Eyes, and our Lives, 
than be Spedttatcrs of ſuch a Lorrible Wickedneſs. 
"The Report of this Def:ga ſpreading through Je- 
ruſalem and Zudea, they attended Petronius 10 1n- 
numerable Multitudcs, that diftribured themſelves 
wo {ix Claſles, the Anticnts, the Young Men, 
and the Children ; the Old Women, the Young 
Women, and rhe Maids ; and being brought be- 
Fore Potrenius, tixy tomew themſeross on the Giound, 
b:u teir Brenſ's, and ſcbl'd ſo exticamly as would 
have moi d tize Lardeſt Heare ro Compaſſion.

Eyes ſparkFd with Fire ; and clapping his Hands 
with Indignation, faid ; * How, Perronius ! Will 
* you not obey your Emperor ? Has. your great 
« Employments fo puff'd you up with Pride, that 
«* you know nothing of Caius but his Name ? 
« Have you more ReſpeS& for the Jews, who are 
« my morral Enemies, than the Command of 
« your Prince > Well, [ will not ſpend Time

* much a Stranger to my Perſon, but that you 
« know I ſpeak no leſs with my Eyes than with 
© my Tonge. The Men of your Nation are the 
* only People chat diſdain to acknowledge me for 
* a God, and are deſperately running upon their 
© own Ruin, by their Difobedience to an Order 
© that I have given for erecting a Statue of Fupi- 
< ter in their Temple, and have met ——_ 
* from all Cities and Countries to preient a Pe- 
&.rition ; which, in cftect, is nothing bur an Ar- 
& gument of their Diſreſpect ro my Commands.” 
Further he would have proceeded on that Sub- 
ject, but that Azrippa being furpriz'd with Sor- 
row, fell into a Swoon, and was carry'd off in- 
ſenſible ro his Lodgings. The Concernment of 
this Prince increas'd Caius's Anger againſt the 
whole Nation of the Fews : © If Aprippa, (ſay: be,) 
* who has always had an entire AﬀeCtion for me, 
* and has been ſo much oblig'd by me, has fo 
'< great a Paſlion for his Country's Laws, that he 
© cannot endure I ſhould crofs them without the 
< Peril of his Life, what muſt I expe& from the 
#* reſt of the Fews, wham I have no way oblig'd? 
All that Day, and the greateſt part of the next, 
Agrippa continu'd in this Aſtoniſhment, without 
knowing any body about him, or where he was; 
and about "A 4 lifting up his Head he fe 
again into a Swoon, but breath'd more freely than 
before; and not long after, opening his Eyes, 
and coming a little to himſelf, ke faid, Here am 
J? with the Emperor ? Is be preſent 2 No, ſaid his 
Attendants ; bere are none but your Friends and Ser- 
vauts, who ive you mire than their Lives. And 
een taking a liule Suſtenance, he faid, ©* Ihave 
'* 20w receiv'd what 1 might not refuſe, without 
© coriumting to my own Death ; nothing remuns 
| &. bo, 
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<* but that I imploy my utmoſt endeayours with 
* the Emperor, to divert the Storm that is ready 
__ Fall upon my Country ;** and therefore call- 
ing for Materials, he wrote the following Letcr. 


SIR, 
- HE dread of your Majeſty keeps me from 


** your preſence ; your Luſtre amazes, 

* and your Threatnings fo terrify me, that 1 
** thought it better to preſent my Requeſts in 
** Writing than by word of Mouth ! You know 
** Great Sir, rhat Nature has imbu'd all Men wich 
* AﬀeCtions for their Countries and their Laws, 
* as you have ſufficiently reſtify'd by your love to 
** the one, and your care of the other. You know, 
«*« Sir, that I am by Nation a Few, and a Native 
* of Jeruſalem, where that blciled Temple is ſci- 
* tuated, which 1s more particularly dedicated to 
** the Honour of Almighty God. My Anceſtors 
* have been Kings of that Country, and which is 
* eſteem'd a greater Glory , have been High- 
* Prieſts of that celebrated Temple; and now 
** fading my ſelf under fo many Obligations, [ 
** could not refuſe them my Interceiſhion ro your 
* Majeſty ; and therefore humbly beg, that yon 
* would not ſuffer my poorCountry-men to leflen 
*© their Zeal and Allegiance to you, of which, no 
© People of Europe or Aſia have given greater telti- 
© monies, in their ſincere Vows, and daily Sacri- 
©* fices made for the proſperity of your Empire. 
* "The Few;ſþ Nation are now ſpread o're all the 
« World, and in extending your Favour to them, 
* you will not oblige one fingle Town, but a 
« aft number of Cities in all places of the Uni- 
« verſe ; and it is, Sir, a Glary ro your Grandeur 
© and Fortune, to have your Praiſes cetebrared in 
a evcry part ot the World. Among all the Prin- 
&* ces under your obedience, I can fay without Va- 
< nity, there are tew that exceed me in Dignity, 
&« 2nd none equals me in Aﬀection to your Ma- 
* jefty. either as your Subject, or as oblig'd by 
N 4 PAr- 
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&* particular Favours : Theretore, fince I beg no- 
< thing for rhe Jews, that will be either charge. 
© able or inconvenient to your ſelf, I hope to tuc. 
<-ceed. And now having ſpoken tor my Country. 
* men, I {upplicate your Favour for our Tem. 
< ple. which 1s dedicated to (30d Almighty, who 
© inhabits in it. We have hitherto never admit. 
* red any Image or Statue 1ato it, becauſe Painters 
* Carvirs and Ingravers pourtray only fuch Dei.

* inviſible, and therefore our Anceſtors thought 
* he could not be repreſented, withour a hainous 
** oftcnce ro his Immenfiry. Marcus Aprippa your 
* Grcnd rather, tne Empreſs Ju/;za vour Grand. 
* Mecrher, and your Great Urkie the Emperor 
© Tiber;u:, paid great Reſpects to this Sacred Tem- 
© ple; and there are bur few Kings and Princes 
« 1n the World, but have prefenred Gifts ro that 
< Holy place ; therefore, {ince you kave fo many 
© pregnant Examples at home, and among your 
* own dear Relations of their Kindnefles ro us, 
** continue I beſeech you, whatthey, from whom 
** your Perſon, and your ire 1s deſcended,
